PREFACE 


With 1926 the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America began operating 
under a new arrangement. From 1917 to 1926 the Church, or General Body, 
met annually for legislative convention, either at a General Convention or in 
separate District Conventions. Beginning with 1926 the Church meets for 
legislative convention only every second year, these meetings always falling 
on the even numbered year, as 1926, 1928, 1930, etc. The Districts meet in 
regular session every second year, or on the odd numbered years (1927, 1929, 
1931, ete.) unless the General Body should decide to hold a Special Convention. 


The Districts have legislative authority, as defined in the Constitutions of 
Church and District. (See the General Secretary’s Report, page 30.) These 
resolutions have legal bearing and will consequently directly or indirectly con- 
cern the whole Church. 


As the Church in 1926 passed no resolutions regarding the reports to or 
the records of these conventions, the official Committee,—consisting of Presi- 
dent Aasgaard, District President Aastad, and General Secretary L¢hre,— 
thought it best that the Officers of the Church and the proper heads of each 
Department submit to the District Conventions an annual report as heretofore, 
and that the Records of the Proceedings at the District Conventions be pub- 
lished in the usual form. 


The scope of the meetings necessitated a change in the arrangement of the 
material. Resolutions could not in this report be grouped under Departments. 
but must be grouped under Districts. The Department plan is retained in 
Part I for the Officers of, reports from and institutions in each of the various 
Departments. In Part II are grouped the Districts giving for each the mes- 
sage from the District President; membership of the Convention and Resolu- 
tions adopted. Each District becomes a unit complete by itself. Canada District 
has a special arrangement, as it is a Corporation governed by the laws of an- 
other nation, Hence its report is more complete and is grouped with its De- 
partments, as is the material under Part I. 


In Part III is given the statistical information to be published this year: 
1) Receipts from Congregations. 2) Statistical Summary. 3) Statistics of the 
Foreign Missions. 


Part IV is devoted to the Auxiliaries of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 
Part V, The Clergy of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America.

President’s Message 
J. A. Aasgaard 


Dear brethren! As we gather in our district meetings it is proper that we 
should remember that it is now ten years since The Norwegian Lutheran Church 
was organized. During these ten years by the grace of God our Church has 
carried out a great and blessed work in the different activities. The work has 
progressed both in the foreign as. well as the home field. Our schools and in- 
stitutions of mercy have also been strengthened and developed because of the 
unity and harmony that was created thru the union. Many congregations which 
before were separated have united in one parish for common service. Look- 
ing over the work as a whole we can look back upon these ten years with joy 
and gladness. This was from the Lord and it is marvelous in our eyes. 
When we are now gathered it is our hearts’ desire in earnestness and humility 
to thank God for the grace that He has shown to the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church during these ten years. And as we consider the years to come with the 
demands that they will make upon us as a Church, in our hearts arises the 
prayer of old: “Establish thou the work of our hands upon us, yea, the work 
of our hands establish thou it.” 

The last general convention reserved the consideration of matters of general 
and common interest to be acted upon at the regular biennial conventions. This 
decision makes it possible for the district conventions to consider matters that 
are of especial interest to the district. In addition to practical matters that will 
be considered by our districts, opportunity is hereby also given to set apart time 
for the consideration of devotional and doctrinal topics. It is especially impor- 
tant that our districts give time and attention to themes of an edifying and 
doctrinal character. We well know that all the inspiration, power and en- 
couragement for all the work of the Church must come from the Holy Spirit 
working thru the Word of God. It should be possible to make our district 
meetings of such a character in the consideration of these subjects that there 
would be general interest in the district so that not only delegates and pastors 
but also a great number of visitors from our congregations would make it a 
point to attend. At the same time we are of course always interested as mem- 
bers of the same Body in the general activities of our Church and for this 
reason I may be permitted to mention briefly the work in the different activi- 
ties during the past year. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


During the past year the Board of Foreign Missions has given much time to 
the many and different problems that are involved in this activity. Serious 
and earnest deliberation has been given as to the best way in carrying out the 
wishes and the program of our Church. It has been kept in mind that it is 
the desire and the intention of our Church that the Gospel might be preached 
more and more widely on our foreign fields. Mindful of this plan, missionaries 
have also been sent out the past year to bring the light of the Savior into the 
darkness of heathendom. It is with special joy that we mention that two of 
our veteran missionaries with their families, the Rev. G. Torvik and the Rev. 
P. A. Bjelde, are returning to Madagascar this year. It will mean a great deal 
for the work to have these seasoned and able missionaries again on the field. 
We wish them God’s blessing as they again take up the work. 

Last summer the Church voted to take over from the society in Norway the 
mission among the Zulus. The details of the transfer have not been completed 
but it is expected that these adjustments will be worked out and that it will 
be possible to report to the next convention that all matters relating to this 
mission will have been satisfactorily arranged. 

The one country, however, to which our thots turn at present when we speak 
of foreign missions, is China. During the last months our hearts have been full 
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ot anxiety and care both for our missionaries as well as for the flocks of native 
Christians who have constantly been in danger. Two years ago the disturbance 
in Shanghai seemed but like the cloud of the size of a man’s hand. But this 
cloud continued to grow and develop until it broke into a destructive storm. 
As is always the case, those who are innocent as to the causes of such things 
often have to bear the greatest suffering. Our eastern field is located in the 
very battle zone. Lying between the contending armies, grouped about the 
Peking and Hankow railways, it was but natural that our work day by day 
became more and more difficult. Finally, on the advice of the American Consul, 
our missionaries were called in from their respective stations, first to Hankow 
and from Hankow most of them went to Shanghai. The Board authorized the 
homecoming of the greater number of these missionaries. Some will remain in 
Shanghai possibly, and if not there, go to Japan so that they can be ready 
immediately to begin preliminary work again as soon as there is an opportunity. 
The question is asked: How long will this condition continue? Some days it 
seems as tho it will be over in a short while; at other times, that it may con- 
tinue for some time. Of this we are assured, that the future of China is in the 
hands of our Lord and Master. In His good season entrance will again be made 
and work begun. One thing we can be definitely sure of and that is that it is 
not the purpose of the Board nor the Church, because of the wrath of men, to 
discontinue His work and to say that the work is ended, as long as there are 
men who have not heard the Gospel of Jesus Christ. It may prove that these 
difficulties thru which the work is passing will separate the wheat from the 
chaff and out of this suffering and sorrow and hardship, there may arise a 
purer, a better and a more consecrated church in China. One thing is enjoined 
upon us: we dare not, we must not forget the native church at this time in. 
our intercession at the Throne of Grace. The condition in China should drive 
us to constant, earnest and yearning prayer that His Kingdom may come and 
that His protecting hand will be held over the Christians in their sufferings 
and in their trials. Let there not only be prayer for China, but for all our 
missionaries and our brethren in all the native churches. 

Last fall our veteran Mission Secretary resigned from his position as Sec- 
retary. The Board, in consideration of his long and outstanding service in the 
interest of Foreign Missions, voted him the honorary title of Secretary Emeritus 
and at the same time called him to be used as emissary and a writer in the 
work. Unfortunately, as Rey. Saterlie was planning this work, he became se- 
riously ill and for some time hovered between life and death. His health is 
now improved and we sincerely hope and pray that his strength will be restored 
so that he can be made use of in our congregations and thru the printed page 
to kindle in our hearts that same love and interest for Foreign Missions which 
has always marked his life. 

The Rev. Helge Hoverstad of Sioux City, Iowa, was elected Secretary for 
Foreign Missions and began his work in April this year. He has been known 
as a warm-hearted friend of Foreign Missions for many years, a man who has 
given much thot and study to this work, and as we welcome him into this re- 
sponsible position we invoke God’s blessing upon him and that God’s Spirit may 
be with him. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
Luther Seminary 


Our Church is again receiving from the Seminary a group of workers ready 
to take up the work in the Kingdom. As they go out into the field, our hopes 
and prayers go with them that God will bless them and give them much of His 
Spirit so that the fruits of their labors may abound. , 

Dr. M. O. Bøckman who last summer was given a vacation trip to Norway, 
has spent the year in that country. It was found necessary, because his health 
was not at its best, to give him permission to continue his stay in Norway during 
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the balance of the year. The work has been cared for by the other professors 
and we sincerely hope that Dr. Bøckman with renewed vigor and strength will 
be able to take up his work at the Seminary this fall. Dr. O. E. Brandt, as 
Acting President, has taken care of the president’s duties and discharged his 
office faithfully and conscientiously. 

Dr. G. M. Bruce who this year has enjoyed a leave of absence, has used the 
whole year to continue his studies, and will return to the Seminary next fall 
to again begin his work. 

It is with regret that we bring the information that Prof. E. Hove has been 
compelled to resign as professor because of serious illness. Prof. Hove has 
completed this year twenty-five years as a professor of theology. He has given 
to the Church faithful and worthy service. His instruction will long be re- 
membered by his students because of its scholarly, earnest and convincing char- 
acter. It is truly a deep regret that at the height of his greatest usefulness he 
is compelled to cease from these labors. But God’s ways are not our ways and 
we know that He doeth all things well. It is proper at this time to express on 
behalf of our Church the deep appreciation and gratitude that we entertain to 
Prof. Hove. He has faithfully performed a work in the Seminary that will 
bring blessings to our Church in years to come. 


Colleges 


At all our colleges reports come that the work has gone on thru the year 
without hindrance or serious illness and difficulty. The endowment fund sub- 
scribed last year is being paid in and in due time the income from this generous 
gift will serengthen and help our schools. An immediate result of the endow- 
-ment drives was the unconditional accreditation of Concordia College by the 
North Central Association at its last meeting. Pastors and congregations should 
seek to encourage their most worthy students to seek our own colleges. Where 
funds are lacking, congregations should seek to assist such students. In Chicago 
one of our congregations is raising an educational fund to be used by students 
at our colleges. Other congregations might profitably follow their example. 


Academies 


In the academies and normal schools the attendance has been approximately 
the same as last year. Men and women who love our Church are working in 
these institutions. They are doing a work that is often unheralded and 
little appreciated. One of the difficulties in our secondary institutions is the 
lack of necessary funds, and another, the increased competition with high 
schools in the matter of attendance. The Survey Committee, authorized by the 
last general convention, has been organized and is giving serious attention to 
the problems of our academies as well as our other schools. It is expected that 
a helpful and understanding report will be given as a result of this investiga- 
tion. The committee will undoubtedly propose plans and arrangements for these 
various schools for the consideration of our Church at its next general con- 
vention. 

From our schools comes the information from time to time of the growing 
interest in spiritual things among our students. The Students’ Union, as well 
as local organizations at our schools, indicate a deep and serious interest by 
our students both in personal Christian life as well as the general activities 
of the Church. 


CHARITIES 


A summary of the activities of the Board of Charities will again be pre- 
sented to the respective conventions by the Secretary for the Board. The varied 
interests of this Board call for the taking care of the aged and the little chil- 
dren, as well as hospital and city mission work. There is indeed great oppor- 


tunity in this branch of Christian activity to exemplify to the world the love of 
Christ within our hearts. 
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Deaconess Home 


Last summer our general convention accepted with gratitude the tender of 
a gift of $25,000.00 from Dr. FE. E. Henderson of Chicago. This gift was given 
with the understanding that the Church should raise the balance needed to 
erect a Home for our deaconesses. It was decided that this building should be 
erected as soon as the necessary funds could be secured. Dr. Henderson gen- 
erously granted an extension of another year in order to carry out the provi- 
sions of his gift. As a result of this resolution and time extension of this gift, 
several meetings were held by the Board of Directors of the Deaconess Home 
and Hospital, representatives of the Board of Charities and also of the Finance 
Committee of our Church, as to the method in which it would be possible to 
secure the funds necessary to realize this gift. It was decided to ask the women 
of our Church to raise this money. It seemed especially appropriate as this is 
a Home for the women who have consecrated their entire lives to the service 
of the Master and the Church. The plan as worked out means no extensive 
and large campaign, but that in each congregation a committee of women will 
be selected to secure gifts for this building. It is not the purpose to ask large 
gifts and subscriptions, but that the sum could be realized by interesting many 
in giving smaller amounts. In addition to the amount that may be raised in 
our congregations, it is planned to seek to raise the balance needed by larger 
gifts and subscriptions in the city of Chicago. Mrs. I. D. Ylvisaker has been 
secured by the Board of Directors to take charge of this work for the coming 
year. She will give all her time to it and her duties as President of the Wom- 
en’s Missionary Federation will be carried on to a great extent by the other 
members of its official staff. The Sisters in Chicago have hopefully looked 
forward to the day when they would have a Home of their own. They have 
lived in rented quarters, some in the hospital and others in other places, up to 
this time. The least that they might expect to receive for their whole life 
tendered to the Church, should be a home. We have promised them this for 
years but for many reasons ever coming up, it has been put off from time to 
time. Dr. Henderson’s gift has finally brot it to a decision, where action should 
be taken. It should not be necessary to mention the service that these Sisters 
have rendered. Many have given their lives to the foreign mission service. 
There are graves on the foreign fields that testify that they gave their all to 
Christ. Others have given everything to the active work of the Church at home. 
They have asked little but given much in return. The more I learn to know 
them the more I respect them as a band of consecrated and earnest workers for 
Christ and the Church. Even from the small income that they receive, they 
return the greater part of it again into the different activities of the Church. 
Let us, brethren, wholeheartedly give them this encouragement and this help in 
their work. The erection of such a Home will mean that young women can be 
brot under their influence and be trained both as missionaries as well as parish 
workers. Many possibilities can be realized thru just such an institution as 
this. Let it be well understood that the hospital building is something entirely 
distinct and separate. The Sisters, who are to receive training in nursing, do 
their work in the hospital, but the Home will be a school and an institution to 
train them for other work besides hospital proficiency. May God bless the dea- 
coness work in our Church and make us realize the possibilities also offered in 
this activity for the furtherance of His Kingdom. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


A great deal of time and energy and interest has been devoted to the dis- 
cussion of prevention of crime and training of children these last years. Those 
who are supposed to know, tell us that crime is increasing and that a great 
number of criminals are found among the younger generation. Everyone is 
seeking to find the reason for this condition. When all things are considered, 
will not the outstanding reason be the lack of Christian training and atmosphere 
in the home? Character cannot be developed, conscience trained to be sensitive 
to right and wrong, and the will strengthened for that which is good, unless 
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from childhood God’s will and God’s Word is brot into the life of the child. The 
state as well as the Church should be deeply interested in the home. It is, after 
all, the foundation for all society. Christian homes where children are brot up 
in the fear and nurture of the Lord, is the best promise for the future both for 
Church and State. No subject should receive greater attention in a Church 
convention than the subject of Christian child training. Our own Church will 
stand or fall by how much serious attention we give to this subject. We have 
great reason to be thankful for what has been accomplished. Under the zealous 
and wise direction of our Board of Hlementary Christian Education, progress 
has been made. We are thankful to God that there is a new awakening and a 
new interest in this vital and fundamental work. Outside of the confirmation 
class, the only instruction that most of the children of the Gnurch today re- 
ceive in Christian training, is in the Sunday School. How much does not then 
depend upon the method, plan and content of instruction in such a school! 
It must truly be a school where Christian truth is indoctrinated in the young. 
The training of Sunday School teachers should receive serious consideration 
and every effort made to make the most of this opportunity for children. As 
an aid to the Sunday School wherever it is possbile, part-time day schools or 
vacation schools should be planned and carried out. The time for confirmation 
instruction should be lengthened wherever possible to at least two years, and 
the hours for such instruction in many cases should also be increased. We must 
give more time; we must give more attention to the teaching of our children in 
the truths of the Church. Our pastors and congregations should continually 
emphasize this so that parents will be willing to aid the pastor and the congre- 
gation in securing the time and co-operation necessary for the instruction of the 
children. There is no more serious and important work before us today than a 
united and definite attempt to give to our children the heritage of their fathers. 

Another thing that should move us with deep concern is the repeated state- 
ment that possibly one-half of the children of America attend neither Sunday 
nor parish schools of any kind. They are growing up without knowledge of 
Him Who said, "Let the little ones come unto me.” Are our hearts and souls 
burdened for these lost lambs outside of the fold? We need more of the mind 
of Christ so that we truly will be moved with compassion when we see these 
lambs without their shepherd. Mission work should not only be done among 
adults, but strenuous work should be done to bring in the children to the Sunday 
Schools and catechetical classes, so that they might learn of Jesus. Let this 
truth be our encouragement that whatsoever we have done for the least of these, 
it has been done for Him. 

Our work is not completed and our responsibility is not thru when our 
young people are confirmed. In many cases the most difficult and trying years 
of life then face our children and young people. They are growing from youth 
to manhood and womanhood and going out into the present world which is filled 
with everything but the Spirit of Christ. They need the loving and sympathetic 
guidance of pastors, parents and congregations if they shall continue to be faith- 
ful in their baptismal vows and fellowship with Christ. As to the practical 
methods of caring for our young people there may be different solutions in 
different cases. Let us remember, however, the value of Bible Classes after 
confirmation. Constant and loving supervision by pastors and parents, the value 
of the work of young people’s Luther league societies whose programs in all 
cases should be so planned as to instruct and guide them and especially ta 
deepen their spiritual life and thus help them to remain living members upon 
the Body of Christ. But above all, that by the example that we who are older 
give, there should be continued encouragement for them to seek the means of 
grace and to make regular use of same. I know of no subject to which time 
could be more profitably given in our district conventions than to this very 
question of instruction of the youth and care of the young people. They are 
tne future of our Church.

HOME MISSIONS 


Closely related to the question of Christian education is the work of Home 
Missions. The possibilities for this work are growing day by day. Other synods 
are realizing how much is at stake; activities and boards in this field are being 
reorganized and carefully planned programs are being decided upon to carry 
out their Home Mission activity. They know that the future will be in the 
hands of such synods as today effectively and vigorously meet the needs of the 
Church here in America. We have been given a wonderful opportunity in our 
synod. We have points of contact in every part of this great territory. Reach- 
ing from Chicago and into Canada, and as far as to the Pacific Coast, there is 
no Church that can carry a greater appeal than our own synod. This is not 
to be wondered at, as wherever we travel we find children of our own flesh and 
blood, and great numbers of them. Many of them have been baptized at her 
fonts, have been confirmed before her altars. Others at least have the back- 
ground of fathers and mothers who have worshipped in our own synod. Shall 
we throw this opportunity away? And not only to those who are of our own 
flesh and blood, but to others with whom we come in contact, there is an open 
door. The spiritual and conservative position of our Church today sounds an 
appealing note to many earnest and seeking hearts. There are earnest men of 
all nations who would see Jesus if they could but see Him in the beauty of 
holiness as His own Gospel presents Him to fallen mankind. America needs 
one message in the spiritual field and one only, and that is the clear ringing 
note of St. Paul, the message about Him Who loved us and gave Himself for 
us. Where this is preached with faithfulness, the fields are found truly white 
today as they have been in the years gone by. May God grant that our eyes 
may be opened to see the vision of the ripening fields and that we make haste 
to work while it is day, for night cometh when no man can work. Let there be 
much prayer that the Lord will send out laborers into the field, ever mindful 
that the incentive and strength and power must come from Him, for without 
Him we can do nothing. But when that power and strength is given us thru 
His Holy Spirit, must we not as obedient servants say: Lord, what wouldst 
Thou have me do? 

In a practical way it should be our aim at present to send many of our 
ablest candidates and pastors into home mission fields. Nowhere are they 
needed more than there. United effort should be made to increase our 
Church Extension Fund so that more funds will be available for assisting 
struggling congregations to get church buildings. Congregations that have re- 
cieved aid should feel it a solemn duty to repay this-amount at the earliest 
possible time, so that the money again may be released to aid their sister con- 
gregations. Conferences and meetings should be arranged from time to time 
to bring knowledge of this great work to our people. Our Home Mission pastors 
should write in our Church papers like our foreign missionaries. Let there 
be a greater spirit of information about this work which is so fundamental 
for the upbuilding of the Church. Next year our Seminary will send out 
forty men. We can use every one of them if there will be a generous and 
increased outpouring of funds for Home Mission needs. We know that these 
thots come close to the heart of every district. You feel yourselves the burden 
of serious and earnest attention to the carrying on of this work. 


Our Canada District is facing a large task in Home Mission work. The 
large emigration which is beginning from Norway to Canada must be taken 
care of. The District President, pastors and congregations are seeking to or- 
ganize working committees to take care of these people as they come. But when 
it is realized that this emigration is running into the thousands yearly, it will 
require more men and more money eventually to take care of this work. It 
seems as tho in Canada there will be a possibility again to duplicate the growth 
of our Church that took place in the States during the early immigration pe- 
riods. 

Our districts will grow strong and increase in proportion as our Home Mis- 
sion work is efficiently, earnestly and vigorously carried on in their own midst. 
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NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


Briefly the responsibility for foreign mission work, as well as the work in 
our own country, has been touched upon. Still there comes to us another re- 
sponsibility and another duty. We also see on the shores of Hurope a vision of 
those calling: Come over and help us! The struggling brethren of our faith 
in Europe are placed in serious circumstances. They have become minorities 
in countries where the Greek Catholic or the Roman Catholic Church is the 
state religion. Some countries compel them even to send their children to 
public schools where instruction is given in the state religion. Handicaps are 
put upon them, which added to their poverty and other sufferings, truly make 
their work discouraging. The National Lutheran Council has sought to bring 
aid and comfort to these struggling brethren, with such funds as the American 
Church has raised from time to time. 


Russia 

The outstanding need in Europe today is to assist the Lutheran Church in 
Russia so that it may be able to take care of its people. Before the war there 
were over two hundred trained Lutheran pastors in Russia; today there are 
only seventy three, and of these twenty six are over sixty years of age. Five 
parishes in Crimea have together one hundred and seventy-eight preaching places. 
Single parishes in Siberia have as many as seventy congregations. The total 
number of Lutherans, in a very conservative estimate, is at least 900,000 in 
Soviet-Russia and Siberia. Pastors report that at a single communion service 
they have from five hundred to fifteen hundred communicants. When we keep 
in mind that the whole background and atmosphere in which they are working 
is anti-Christian, and that the church is simply tolerated, we can realize the 
heavy burdens that rest upon these men. There has been organized a conserva- 
tive Theological Seminary at Leningrad where students are preparing for the 
ministry. In 1924 they organized‘a general synod at which Bishop Meyer of 
Moscow was made president. One of the conditions of the constitution was 
that pastors and congregations must subscribe to the Symbols of the Lutheran 
Church. Their pastors and teachers are old-time conservative Lutherans. This 
is a hopeful sign. There are also others. Fewer young people come for con- 
firmation than before the war, but those who come are as a rule young people 
who have definitely chosen to suffer shame with Christ so that by this very 
persecution and trouble there is a purification going on in the congregations 
which gives hope that there are better days in store for them. There is no 
inducement in Russia today to be a Lutheran Christian except the desire to 
take upon themselves the shame of the cross. Last fall Pastor Schultz in Omsk 
in Siberia was murdered; later Bishop Palsa died as a result of a disease that 
had been brot on as a result of strenuous pastoral work in Siberia. 


Other Countries 

In other countries the Church is also working under difficulties. It is well 
known how the St. Jacobs Congregation in Riga lost its large and beautiful 
church with parish schools, which was by act of Parliament handed over to 
the Roman Church. In Hungary, Austria and Jugo-Slavia, our brethren are in 
minorities. They are eating the bread of sorrow and living in such a way that 
for us it would seem impossible that one could exist. Shall we as brethren 
give them the aid that they so sorely need, because in this ease the gift of 
money means more than what it will buy. It isa proof that there are brethren 
across the water who feel for them, suffer with them and pray for them. And 


in many cases the men who know tell us that they need this spiritual assurance 
fully as much as the material aid. 


Orphaned Missions 


å In addition to the work in Europe, our Churches thru the Council have car- 
ried on the work of assisting the foreign mission stations of several European 
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societies. This aid must still be given, but in decreasing amounts every year. 
The money raised and given by our churches in America has saved for the 
Lutheran Church many of the mission fields in Africa, China and India, which 
otherwise would have gone into Reformed hands or disintegrated. Gradually 
the German and Finnish societies are increasing their gifts so that it is our 
hope that at the end of three years the support for foreign missions for Euro- 
pean societies may be discontinued. 

The total amount asked for from the churches in America amounts to ap- 
proximately $50,000 for the European situation and $50,000 for foreign mission 
assistance. As there is no longer any balance in the treasury of the Council, 
these needs are entirely dependent upon the amount of money raised this year. 
Of this amount, according to our confirmed membership considering the synods 
participating in this relief work, the share of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
is $18,470.40, and the amount that would be needed from each district is also 
submitted. The Church Council gave much thot to this matter and it was de- 
cided to recommend that an offering or a canvass or a collection, whichever was 
found best, should be taken the last Sunday in June or either of the first two 
Sundays in July. During the last two years very little has been raised in our 
Chureh for this work. Most of this work has been carried on by larger con- 
tributions from some of the other synods, together with the balance left in the 
treasury. When we consider the large amount of money raised for the Near 
East Relief, which is a Reformed organization, among a great number of our 
own people, I am sure that the amount asked for by the National Lutheran 
Council is comparatively small when compared to this amount. 


PARISH BOUNDARIES 


In view of the more frequent change of residence of many of our members, 
difficulties often arise in congregational relationship. The question often arises, 
should such members continue to belong to their former parishes, or should they 
automatically be expected to take up membership in the local congregation 
where they are residing. This and questions touching upon this same problem 
are from time to time laid before our district presidents. As a result of these 
conditions the following resolution was adopted by the Church Council during 
its February meeting and is submitted for the careful consideration of pastors 
and congregations where such difficulties may arise. 

Preamble. The recommendations herewith presented are to be construed as 
an effort to establish a general policy for and practice in our Church. These 
recommendations cannot, of course, be considered as retroactive, or as passing 
opinion upon conditions which have existed, or are in effect today. 

1. As far as practicable, and when possible, parish boundaries should be 
established. : 

The Council would suggest to the Home Mission Committees of the Church, 
that wherever new congregations are established, definite parish boundaries 
should be set up. 

2. Members of our congregations should be instructed to obtain letters of 
transfer when they change their place of residence from within the boundaries 
of one congregation, to those of another of our Church. 

3. a) Where congregations of our Church are contiguous, the transfer of 
members who move from one to another of these may sometimes be questioned. 
In our large cities, particularly the older congregations have no parish bound- 
aries. Their members are constantly moving about. Often their neighborhood 
changes. The ideal, nevertheless, would be the establishment of regular parish 
boundaries. 

b) We believe, that where members of one of our congregations move from 
within its accepted boundaries and take up their residence within a neighboring 
congregation of our Church, for a year or more, they should affiliate where they 
now reside. The practice, which often obtains, that families who move from 
the country to the neighboring village or city, and still continue tc retain

membership in the congregation from which they have removed, is to be dis- 
couraged. 

c). Pastors and congregations are kindly advised that the general welfare of 
the Church, at large, is also to be considered. Village and city churches are 
often called upon to minister to members of our Church, who reside in their 
midst, but who hold membership in and support some other congregation. 

Though we recognize the tender bonds of sentiment which often bind the 
affections to the old family church, nevertheless we believe that as a rule mem- 
bership in a church should be largely determined by one’s place of residence. 

d) Pastors who keep up pastoral relationship with members who have moved 
out of their parish into another, are reminded that they also have a responsi- 
bility for the welfare of the neighboring congregations. 

å A pastor of our Church must not conduct religious meetings within the bound- 
aries of another of our congregations without the consent of the local pastor 
and his people. 

e) When a pastor resigns from a parish he has no authority to perform 
ministerial acts in such a parish without the sanction of the pastor in charge 
and the consent of the congregation. 

4. At times members of a congregation may wish to transfer their member- 
ship to that of another, without having changed their place of residence. 

It may therefore occur that a congregation, for reasons sufficient to itself, 
does not grant a letter of transfer. 

Again, it may occur that a congregation disciplines a member, who then 
seeks to unite elsewhere; or a member anticipating same, determines to unite 
with another congregation. 

We believe, that in all such and kindred cases, the pastors concerned should 
consider the matter, in conference with the district president. Pastors and con- 
gregations alike are earnestly reminded that, whatever action is taken, it must 
be their solemn duty to remember, that the salvation of a soul may be at stake.” 


PASTORS’ SALARIES 


At the last general convention attention was briefly called to the need of 
congregations considering the question of pastors’ salaries. It is indeed encour- 
aging that in many of our congregations the economic situation for our pastors 
is improved. Congregations are showing a generosity and understanding which 
is worthy of all praise. There are, however, instances where hard-working, 
faithful and economical pastors are not able to get along on the income which 
they receive. In many cases I am assured that it is not because of extrava- 
gance or lack of thrift; it is simply because it is impossible to meet the expenses 
of a growing family, the expense of the use of a car, and other incidental out- 
lays that are ever present in a pastor’s family. Be it far from me to suggest 
that in such cases, as far as the congregations are concerned, that this is in- 
tentional. It is often simply a case of the pastor keeping still and making no 
mention of it; then when a new pastor is called, the salary is often increased, 
yes sometimes doubled, while the former pastor sometimes leaves with a debt 
that has been brot on because it has not been possible for him to make both ends 
meet. It is of course difficult to give actual figures, but congregations should 
thru the trustees or other representative men, seek to assure themselves that 
their pastors have enough income to take care of their expenses. The pastors 
are diffident in speaking of this matter, but on the other hand it would be 
wrong not to bring it to the attention of our people so that where such condi- 
tions exist a loving and earnest attempt may be made to right such, conditions. 
I know full well there are congregations that because of their financial circum- 
stances cannot do what they would like to do for their pastors, but in such 
cases I am sure that the pastors are more than willing to bear the burdens with 
the congregation. But on the other hand, sometimes by a united effort and 
with a small increase of giving by the individual members, it will be possible 
to ease the burden for that one man who has no other way to increase his 
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income. Our pastors and their wives have laid down a great work in our midst. 
They have borne the heat and burden of the day, and made small demands in 
many places so that small parishes have been able to continue and have the 
regular service of the ministry. This has not only been the case with the pio- 
neer pastors who have laid down their work, but in my travels thru the 
Church I learn that as a whole our pastors and their wives are willing to sac- 
- rifice and work as far as they are able, that our congregations may be built up 
and strengthened. Let us then, brethren, seek to lift up the arms of the ser- 
vants of God among us and encourage them both with our prayers and our 
means. 

Let me also touch on another side of this subject while we are speaking 
of the pastoral relations. It is to call attention to the value and need of 
trained and experienced pastors in our congregations. The attention of the 
ere i. is called to the following resolutions adopted by the Church 

ouncil: : 

"Be it resolved, that the President of the Church and the District Presidents 
do all that can be reasonably expected to prevent experienced, pious, able and 
older pastors remaining for a longer time without calls in the Church.” 

At the same time I must be permitted to remind you that the presidents have 
neither the power nor the opportunity to appoint pastors to vacant parishes, but 
that they in their capacity can only give advice and suggest candidates to such © 
congregations as ask them. 

“Congregations are reminded that while youth and ability to use the English 
language are of great importance, they are, however, not the only conditions. for 
a fruitful and blessed pastoral service.” 


It is certainly a cause for concern that there is a tendency in some parishes 
to place a definite age limit as to pastors that shall be called. I sincerely hope 
that we have not come to that stage in our synod that a man may not be a 
useful and faithful servant of God because he is no longer numbered among the 
men who have just begun their ministry. Be it far from me to say any word 
of discouragement or disparagement as to the younger men. But on the other 
hand, let the younger men remember that if such a spirit should grow, their 
time will come when they will face the same situation. I know our younger 
men are willing, earnest and eager workers in the Church, but this is no reason 
why the older and more experienced workers should be discarded. In every 
other calling in life we are glad to have the service and the help of men of 
experience, whether it be in medicine, law or finance. If this is the case in 
material things, should it not still more be so when it comes to the spiritual? 
Is it not comforting to know when we face spiritual difficulties that we may 
receive the guidance and the help of men who themselves have lived thru some 
of these same things. Let it not be misconstrued that I am now speaking of 
men who have reached the age limit so that they are ready to lay down their 
work. I am thinking of men who are in the prime of their life and who could 
bring great and valued help to many a congregation if they would be given the 
opportunity. Is there not a danger after all, among us today, that there is a 
tendency to place things that matter least as important qualifications, while 
some of the qualifications that are of the most importance in a pastor’s calling, 
are less emphasized. After all, it is not a question of the day of a man’s birth, 
but the question is as to his health, ability and strength to serve the Church 
by rightly dividing the Law and the Gospel, zealously giving himself to the 
care of the souls entrusted to him, faithfully instructing the young, and in all 
things seeking to become an example for the flock that Christ has bot with His 
blood. 


In this connection let me call attention to the opportunity for congregations 
to make use of our retired pastors and older men during vacancies. We have 
many such who are willing to serve temporarily until the congregations secure 
a permanent pastor. They will be of help to the congregation and it will also 
be of help to these men to receive this opportunity. In all these things let us 
ask God to give us more willingness to bear each others’ burdens so that patience, 
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forbearance, understanding and love will be mutual attributes that may be 
strengthened by the grace of God’s Holy Spirit. 

When the question of temporary work in the congregations is being con- 
sidered, I desire also to call attention to the need of our theological students 
being offered work. They are ready to teach school in our congregations during 
the summer and also to assist in preaching or supplying vacant congregations 
as the opportunity may be given. It will be of great value for these students - 
to be given this opportunity, as they thereby will receive practical experience 
and at the same time be given an opportunity to earn part of what is needed 
during the school year. 

At the present time we also have a group to be considered and this 
is composed of the missionaries who have returned home during the present 
erisis in China. No one knows how long it will be before they will be per- 
mitted to return, and our churches should also seek where there are vacancies 
and need of help, to make use of these men while they are with us. 

Another group of men that deserve honorable mention, is our district presi- 
dents. These men are sacrificing the comforts and joys of a home in order that 
they may carry on the work laid upon them. Many and difficult problems bring 
them anxiety and worry. As I have learned to know these men, I know that 
their deepest care and desire is that the Body of Christ, His Church, may be 
made more and more perfect unto the day of His coming. Do not forget, breth- 
ren, these men in your prayers and in your love, that they who have been called 
to the work of overseers and bishops among us may receive the strength, grace 
and wisdom which they need for their work. 

One of our fathers in God who has served continuously since the union, is 
this year laying down his office. The Rey. C. J. Eastvold, President of the 
Southern Minnesota District, has sent in his resignation in order to re-enter 
the ministry. He has wholeheartedly given himself to this office. Faithfully 
and conscientiously he has performed the duties laid upon him, and both by 
his sympathetic and loving care, as well as his winning presentation of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, he has won for himself a large place in the hearts of 
our people. As he now leaves the duties and cares of this responsible office, 
we sincerely pray that God will bless him in the field of labor that he has now 
chosen. He deserves our thanks and gratitude for the efficient and the worthy 
way in which he has labored under Christ in this office. a 

I cannot at this time touch upon the men in the ministry who have departed 
life this year, but in this connection I want to bring to your memory the passing 
away of Pres. J. Nordby of the Eastern District. He came to the general con- 
vention last year, attended the meetings until Sunday; from that time on spent 
his time in bed at the hotel and from there to the St. Paul Hospital, where he 
departed this life on July 29th. Let us pause a moment and remember him 
also as one who has given his whole life to the service of the ministry. In car- 
ing for the large Hastern District, very little time was Siven to him for rest 
and stay at home. Today he is with us no more, but we remember him as a 
faithful servant of God, and say, blessed be his memory. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


From time to time the question has been raised as to the standing of persons 
visiting congregations in different interests, and the following resolutions have 
been adopted by the Church Council and are recommended for consideration to 
our congregations: ; 

“Be it resolved that a visitor under normal conditions, according to God's 
Word, has no right to preach in a congregation except on invitation of the con- 
gregation itself and in consultation with the pastor and deacons.” 

“Persons traveling for institutions or activities outside of the resolutions of 
the Church or district, should not canvass for money in a congregation except 
after consultation with the pastor and with the consent of the congregation 
concerned.”

Book Mission 


This activity, by means of circulating tracts and small booklets: and distrib- 
uting them free to our people both in congregations and hospitals, is doing a 
blessed work. Many encouraging testimonies are received as to the value of 
this work. Pastors and others who have begun to use these little booklets are 
constantly writing for more. There is something constant in the value of the 
written page that can be referred to again and again, which should be used. 
Encouragement and money given for the support of this work is bringing rich 
returns. 


Hebrew Mission 


A great number of our people are interested in bringing the Gospel to the 
Lord’s own people. The Lord commanded us to bring the Gospel to Jerusalem 
as well.as to the ends of the earth. The Zion Society is organized to carry on 
this work and from time to time they receive voluntary offerings and gifts 
among our people. They are not directly connected with our Church, but we 
wish them God’s blessing in our Church. At the same time we also sincerely 
express the hope that where such work is carried on, and especially the work 
of raising funds for this branch of missionary work, that arrangements should 
be made with congregations and pastors so that the ingathering of funds should 
not conflict with that work for which the Church is directly responsible. There 
is enough of means and enough of strength to assist in all the work which is 
required of us if we only have enough love and loyalty to our Lord to see the 
needs in His Church. 


Last fall an invitation came to me from a joint committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the “Nordmandsforbund” and of the Church of Norway. I was 
asked to visit Norway this summer and was invited as their guest and arrange- 
ments were made for my passage and return. It is needless to say that this 
generous offer is deeply appreciated. I also realize that this invitation does 
not come to me as a personal consideration, but because it is the desire of our 
brethren in Norway to express their appreciation and recognition of the hos- 
pitality and good-will of the Norwegian Lutheran Church extended to its rep- 
resentatives who have visited our Church and country. There was no opportunity 
to secure the approval of our general convention, and so after consulting with 
the Church Council I have accepted this invitation, and God willing, expect to 
leave New York on the 28th of June and to return again in October. As far as 
1 know now there will also be offered me opportunity to visit some of our Lu- 
theran brethren in the war-stricken countries, in order to become acquainted 
with their condition. I have tried to make arrangements so that the work will 
not suffer while I am absent. 

In closing let us remember the steady and continued work that has been 
carried on in our Church by the means of grace. The results of this work 
cannot be measured by statistics or figures. It will alone be revealed on God's 
great day. Thru the faithful work of our pastors, with the co-operation of our 
faithful and earnest members in the congregations, this work has gone on with 
the might and power of God's Holy Spirit. We invoke God's blessing upon this 
work. May He never, because of our sinfulness and weakness, remove the 
candlestick from us! May we be permitted to be considered worthy to be en- 
trusted with the Gospel of Jesus Christ in our congregations and churches in 

the years to come! As one generation departs, it is our prayer that the next 

generation shall know our Lord and Master Jesus Christ as their Savior and 
clearly and fully know by the activity of the Holy Spirit in these means, the 
way of approach to Him, and to His Name be all glory and honor thru ages 
to come!

Wore ffoler og vort barmbjertighetsarbetde har 
ogfaa nytt godt av det fambhold og den fællesinteresje fom har vært ffapt gjennem 
foreningen. Mange menigheter har fluttet fig fammen til fælles betjening fom 
før ftod ffilte, og i det ftore og det hele faa fan vi fe tilbake med glæde paa bisfe 
ti aar. Wb Herren er det ffeet og det er underlig for bore gine, faa at naar vi 
jamle3 nu, faa vil vi i oprigtighet og hdmyghet tatfe ham for den naade fom han har 
bebift imot Den norff Iutherffe firfe i disje ti aar. Og vi vil bede den gamle bøn 
naar vi tænfer paa de aar fom fommer og det arbeide fom ftaar foran 03: »Bore 
hænder3 gjerning fremme du for 08, ja bore hænder3 gjerning den fremme Du. 


Det fidfte aarsmøte henvifte fafer av almen og fælles interesfe til at bli bez 
handlet ved de regelmesjige toaarlige møter. Denne beftemmelje gjør det muligt 
for biftriftsmøtene at behandle fafer fom er av fpectel interesfe for Ddijtriftet. pore 
uten De praftiffe fafer, fom ffal overbvetes av diftriftsmøtene, bil der herbed bli anled- 
ning til at drøfte emner av religiøs og lærerik art. Det er tjær bigtigt at vore 
biftrifter gir tid og omtanfe til emner fom er opbyggende og belærende. Vi vet at 
al infpiration, fraft og opmuntring til alt firfens arbeide maa fomme fra den Hellig- 
aan», fom virfer gjennem Guds ord. Det ffulde bære muligt at gjøre bore diltritts- 
møter av en faadan farafter i behandlingen av disfe emner, at der vilde bli alminde- 
lig interesje i biftriftet, faa at iffe alene delegater og prefter, men ogjaa et ftort 
antal av befgfende fra bore menigheter vilde finde glæde i at være tilftede. Baa 
famme tid er bi naturligvis fom medlemmer av bet famme famfund altid inter- 
eSjert i firfens almindelige gjøremaal, og jeg vil derfor tillate mig i forthet at om- 
tale arbeidet i de forffjellige grener i bet forløpne aar. 


Hedningemisfionen 


I det forløpne aar har beftyrelfen for hedningemisfionen npie overbeid de mange 
og banffelige opgaver der er forbundet med dette gjørmaal. Grundig og alvorlig 
omtanfe har beret anvendt med henfhn til den bedfte maate, hvorpaa firfens ønffer 
og program funde utføres. Beftyreljen minded beftandig at det er vor firfes gnife 
og henjtgt at evangeliet utbrede3 videre og videre paa misfionsmarfen. Med tanfen 
paa dette er ogfaa dette aar misfionærer blit utjendt for at bringe Freljerens 143 
ind i hedenffapets mørke. Det er med megen glæde vi nevner, at to av vore ældjte 
misfionærer med Deres familier, paftor G. Iorvif og paftor P. YU. Bjelde, iaar 
vender tilbake til Madagaskar. Det har ftor betydning for arbeidet, at disfe erfarne 
og dygtige misftonærer igjen tar del i det. Vi ønffer dem Gud3 velfignelfe, naar de 
nu tar fin gjerning op igjen. 

Gidfte fommer befluttet firfen at overta Julumisjfionen fra det norffe feljfap. 
Detaljerne ved overtagelfen er endnu iffe ordnet, men det forventes at alt vil vere 
torden, jaa at der til nejte aarsmøte fan indberett3, at alt angaaende denne misfion 
er ordnet paa en tilfredsftillende maate. 

_ Men det land fom ijer er i bore tanfer naar vi taler om Hedningemisfionen er 
Kina. De fidfte maaneder har vore hjerter bæret fyldt av ængftelfe og befymring 
jaavel for vore misftonærer fom for de ffarer av indfødte friftne Hvis Liv har været 
i ftadig fare. For to aar fiden fyntes urolighetene å Shanghai fun fom en ify ab 
ftprrelje fom en mands haand. Men denne jf vebdbleb at boffe og tilta, indtil den 
brøt ut i en ødelæggende ftorm. GaaledeS fom det altid pleier at gaa, maa De, 
jom ingen fåyld har i tingenes tilftand, lide meft. Bor øjtlige arbeib3marf er belig- 
gende juft i frigsjonen. Omgit av de fjæmpende armeer, fom Holdt fig fang3 jern- 
banelinjen til Hanfoto og Peting, var det naturligt at vort arbeide for hver dag blev 
mere banffeligt. Tilfidft, efter den amertfanffe fonful3 raad, blev vore misfionærer 
faldt ind fra fine ftationer førft til Hankotv, og derfra reifte de flefte av dem til 
Shanghai. Veftyrelfen gav fuldmagt til Hjemfendelje av den ftørite del av disfe 
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misfionerer. Nogen av dem vil forbli i Shanghai eller muligens reife over til Japan, 
for at de fan bere færdig til at begynde arbeidet igjen faa fnart anledning gives. 
Gpørsmaalet er: Hvor lenge vil denne tilftand vare? Undertiden fer det ut fom 
om den jnart funde bere over, til andre tider fom om den vil vedvare i em længere 
tid. En ting er vi fiffer paa og det er, at Kina fremtid er i Herrend haand. Naar 
hans beleilige tid fommer, vil vi funne fomme ind og begynde arbeidet igjen; og det 
fan bi føle 03 forbisfet om at det iffe er bejtyrelfens eller firfens henfigt Or menne 
ffeneS ondffabs ffyld at opgt Herren3 arbeide og fi at vi er færdig der, jaa lenge 
der er menneffer fom iffe har børt Jefu Krifti evangelium. Det vil fanfte vife fig at 
disje vanffeligheter, fom arbeidet maa gjennemgaa, vil tjene til at {fille avnerne 
fra bveten, og utav al denne Lidelfe, jorg og trængjfel vil der fremftaa en firfe i 
Rina, renere, bedre og helligere. En ting maa vi indffjærpe 03: vi tør iffe og maa 
iffe glemme i Denne tid at frembære den indfødte firfe for naadens trone 1 bore 
bønner. Filftanden i Kina ffulde drive v8 til ftadig, alvorlig og indtrængende bøn 
om at band rife maa fomme og hans beffyttende Haand holde3 over de friftne i Deres 
lidelfer og trengSler idag. La der opftige bønner iffe alene for Kina men for alle 
bore miSfionerer og bore brødre i de indfødte firfer hvor de faa er. 

Gidfte Heft refignerte vor erfarne misfionsjfefretær fra fin [tilling fom fefretær. 
I betragtning ab han lange og udmerfede tjenejte for hedningemisftonens vel gav 
beftyreljen Ham ærestitelen Gefretær Emeritus og faldte ham fom utfending og 
jivibent for arbeidet. Mens pajtor Sæterlie gjorde fig rede til at overta dette arbeide 
blev han uheldigvis alvorlig fht og fbævet en tid mellem liv og død. Han er nu i ber 
dring og bi haaber og ber inderlig om at hans ftyrfe maa fomme tilbafe faa han fan 
benytte3 i bore menigheter og gjennem presfen til at tænde i vore hjerter den fjær- 
lighet og intereSfe for Hedningemisjionen fom har fyldt hans liv. 

Paftor Helge Høverjtad fra Siour City, Yotwa, blev valgt fom jefreter for hed- 
ningemisjionen og begyndte fit arbeide i april dette aar. Han har i mange aar . 
været fjendt fom en varmbjertet ben av hedningemisfionen, en mand fom har git 
megen tid og meget arbeide til den, og idet vi ønjfer ham velfommen i fin anjvbars- 
fee arva anroper bi om Guds belfignelfe over ham og at Gud aand maa være 
med ham. '

Det 
blev bejtemt_at denne bygning jfulde opføres, faa jnart fom den npdvendige fapital 
var fifret. Dr. Henderjon indrømmet velvilligt et aars utjættelfe for at man funde 
faa tilveiebragt betingelfen for hans gabe. Gom en følge herav blev der holdt flere 
møter av beftireljen for diafonisjehjemmet og hospitalet, repræfentanter for bort 
barmbjertighetsarbeide og ogjaa fra vor firfe8 finansfomite, om paa Hvad maate 
Det vilde være mulig at tilveiebringe det fond fom behøvedes for at funne motta denne 
gave. Det blev bejtemt at be fvindene i vor firfe om at ffaffe disfe penge. Dette 
jynte3 ifær pasjende da dette er et Hjem for fvinder fom har viet hele fit Liv til at 
tjene Herren og firfen. Gaaledes fom planen blev utarbeidet vil der iffe bli nogen 
ftor indfamling, men i hver menighet velges en fomite av vinder, fom ffal famle 
gaver til denne bygning.

Vi har Lovet dem det 
i flere aar, men ab mange grunder er det blit utfat. Dr. Henderfons gave har bragt 
det til en avgjørelfe, bor noget maa gjøres. Det ffulde iffe være nodvendigt at 
omtale Den tjenefte fom disfe føftre har hdet. Mange har git fit liv til hedningemis- 
fionen.

Opføreljen av et 
aadant Hjem vil gjøre at unge tvinder fan fomme under dets indflydelje og bli 
utdannet til misfionerer faavelfom til mengibetsarbeidere, Mange muligheter fan 
bli virfeliggjort bed em faadan inftitution fom denne. La det bli vel forftaat at 
bofpitalsbygningen er noget ganjfe andet. De føftre fom ffal utdannes til fytepleier- 
ffer, gjør naturligvis fit arbeide i Hofpitalet, men Hjemmet vil være en ffole og en 
ne til at utdanne dem ogjaa for andet arbeide ved fiden av duelighet i hofpitals- 
arbeide. Gud velfigne Diafonisjearbeidet i bor firfe og la 03 forftaa de muligheter 
fom ogfaa denne virffombet gir til at fremme hans rife. 


Kriftelig barneopdragelfe 


_ 4, energi og interesfe har i de fidfte aar været anvendt for at finde en vei 
til at forebygge forbrydelfe og til at opdra barnene. De fom antages at forftaa det 
fier at forbrydeljene tiltar, og at en ftor del av forbryderne finde3 blandt den hngre 
generation.

Karakteren fan iffe utvifles, famvittigheten bli føljom for 
godt og ondt og viljen ftyrfet for det fom er godt, medmindre fra barndommen Gud3 
vilje og Gud3 ord blir bragt ind i barnets liv. Gtaten faa vel fom firfen ffulde 
bere dypt interesjert i hjemmet. Det er grundbolden for hele famfundet. Kriftne 
Hjem, bbor barnene opdrages i Gerrens frygt og formaning, er det bedfte Ipfte for 
fremtiden baade for firfe og jtat. Jngen gjenftand flulde motta ftørre opmerHom- 
het paa et firfemøte end den friftelige barneopdragelje. Bor egen firfe vil ftaa eller 
falde efter Det albor Hvormed vi behandler denne jaf. Vi har ftor grund til at bære 
tafnemmelig for hbad Der er utført. Under den ivrige og forftandige ledelje av vor 
bejthrelje for den elementære friftelige opdragelje er der gjort fremffridt. Vi er 
tafnemmelige mot Gud fordi der er en ny veeffelje og interedje i dette faa bigtige 
og grundlæggende arbeide. Med undtagelje av fonfirmationsflasfjen er Den enejte 
underbi8ning i friftendom for de flefte av barnene i vor firfe hvad de faar i føndags- 
ffolen. Hvor meget avhbænger da iffe av metode, plan og indhold av undervisningen 
t en faadan jfole! Det maa bære en faadan ffole at friftendbommena fandheter der 
indprentes de unge. Der ffulde legges megen begt paa utdannelfen av føndagsffole- 
lærere, og enhver anjtrengelje burde gjøres for at barnene funde faa det meft mulige 
utbytte av denne anledning.

Bore prefter og menigheter frulde ftadig legge eftertnf paa dette, faa 
at forældrene vilde bære billig til at Bjælpe preften i at finde tid og famarbeide, 
nødvendig for barnene8 undervisning. Der er intet mere vigtigt og alvorligt arbeide 
for 03 idag end et forenet og beftemt forføf paa at gi bore barn deres fædres 
arbegods. p 

Der er en anden ting fom ffulde bevæge 09 til ftor befymring, og det er den gjen- 
tagne beretning om at muligens halvdelen av barn i Umerita hverfen gaar paa 
jøndagsjfole eller nogen anden menighetsffole. De voffer op uten at kjende ham 
fom fa: , La de fmaa barn fomme til mig.” Cr bore hjerter og fjæle befymret for 
de fortabte [am utenfor folben? Bi trænger mere av Kriftt findelag, faa vi bevæges 
av medlidenhet, naar vi fer bisje lam uten hyrde. Misjionsarbeide ffulde iffe alene 
bli Sredet blandt de vofsne, men alvorligt arbeide ffulde gjøres for at bringe barnene 
til føndagaffolen og til undervisning, faa de funde fære om Jefua. La den fandhet 
være bor opmuntring, at Hvad vi har gjort for den mindfte av didfe, Det er gjort 
or ham. 
on arbeide er iffe fuldført og vort anjbar er iffe over, naar vore unge folk er 
blit fonfirmert. I mange tilfælde vil vore barn og unge folf da møte livets banffe- 
ligite og haardefte aar. De voffer op til unge mænd og foinder og fommer ut i 
nutiden’ berden der er fyldt med alt andet en Krifti aand. De behøver fjærlig og

Seg vet ingen faf hvortil vi bedre funde gi vor tid paa bore diftriftsmøter end netop 
dette fpørsmaal om undervisning for barn og omjorg for De unge. De er firfens 
fremtid. 


Jndremisfionen 


Nær beflægtet med fpørsmaalet om friftelig undervisning er indremisjionens 
arbeide. Mulighetene for dette arbeide voffer dag for dag. Undre fynoder forftaar 
hoor meget der ftaar paa fpil; de organiferer arbeidsvirfjomhet og program- 
mer fom er ombyggelig utarbeidet for at faa igang dere indremisfionsarbeide. 
De vet at fremtiden vil tilhøre de fynoder, fom idag med dygtighet og fraft møter 
firfen3 trang her i Amerika. Vi har i bort famfund en vidunderlig anledning. Vi 
har tilfnytningspuntter i hver del av dette ftore land. Fra Chicago til Canada og 
jaa langt fom til beftfyften er der ingen firfe fom er bedre ftillet til at bringe frel- 
jens budffap end bor egen firfe. Dette fan man iffe undre fig over, ti hvor vt reifer 
finder bi barn av vort eget fjød og blod, og et ftort antal av dem. Mange har været 
Døbt bed bore firfer, mange er blit fonfirmert der. Andre har ialfald fædre og mødre 
fom har hørt til vor firfe. Gfal vi fafte denne anledning bort? Og iffe alene til 
Dem, fom er er av bort eget fjød og blod, men til andre fom vi fommer i berørelfe 
med er der en aapen dør. Vor firfe3 aandelige og fonferbative {tilling taler falbende 
til mange alvorlige og føfende hjerter. Der er alvorlige menneffer av alle nationer, 
fom vilde fe Sejus, Hvis de funde fe ham herlig og hellig fom hans eget evangelium 
fremitiller ham for ben faldne menneftehet. Amerifa trænger et budffab i den aande- 
lige berden, og bare det ene fom Waulus taler faa flart om, budffapet om ham Jo 
eljfet 03 og hengav fig jelv for 03. vor dette prefes i troffap, Der findes marfene 
fandelig hvite idag fom de bar det i fordum3 dage. Maa Gud aapne bore gine, faa 
bi fer jynet av de modnende marfer og jfynder 03 at arbeide men det er Dag, ti 
natten fommer Da ingen fan arbeide. La Der bli mange bønner om at Herren vil 
fende arbeidere ut i marfen, idet vi altid mindes, at faldet og ftyrfen og fraften maa 
fomme fra ham, ti uten ham fan bi intet gjøre. Men naar fraften og ftyrfen blir 
git 08 av den Helligaand, maa vi iffe Da fom Ihdige tjenere fi: Herre, hvad vil du at 
jeg ffal gjøre? 

Gom det bedfte og meft praktiffe formaal ffulbe vi fende mange av vore 
digtigfte fandidater og prefter ut paa indremisfionsmarfen. Jntetfteds behøves 
De mere end der. Der burde gjøres forenede anftrengeljer for at forgfe vort 
»Church Crtenfion Fund”, faa at arbeidende menigheter funde faa hjælp til 
at bygge firfe. Menigheter fom har mottat faadan hjælp, ftulde føle det fom en 
hellig pligt faa jnart jom muligt at betale beløpet tilbafe faa pengene funde brutes 
til hjælp for dered føftermenigheter. Konferanjer og møter ffulbe Holde3 fra tid tik 
anden for at jfaffe bort folf fendjfap til dette arbeide. Bore indremisfionsprefter 
burde førive i firfebladene lifejom vore hedningemisfionærer. La der bli mere under- 
retning om Dette arbeide fom er faa bigtigt for firfen3 opbyggelfe. Næfte aar vil 
bort feminar fende ut 40 mænd. Wi har brut for hver enefte en av dem, Hvi3 der 
vilde bli øket offervillighet til indremisfionen. Vi vet at disfe tanfer ligger hvert 
diftrift paa hjerte. De føler Hvor nødbendigt det er Hvis arbeidet ffal funne utføre3. 

Vort Canadadijtrift har for fig et ftort arbeide i indremisfion. Der maa gjøre3 
noget for Den ftore emigration fom bar begyndt fra Norge til Canada. Dijtrifts- 
formanden, prejtene og menighetene føfer at organifere fomiteer fom fan ta fig ab 
disje folf naar de fommer. Men naar vi tenfer paa, at denne indvandring beløber 
fig til tufener hvert aar vil der efterhaanden behøves flere mænd og mere penge 
for at førge for dette arbeide. Det {ones fom om ber i Canada vil være mulighet 
for gjennemgaaende at faa den famme tilgang til vor firfe fom fandt fted i Statene 
under bere3 tidligere indbandringsperinder. 
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- Bore diftrifter vil tilta i ftyrte og utjtrefning efterfom vort indremisfionsarbeide 
drives med duelighet, alvor og fraft i deres midte. 


National Lutheran Council 


SI korthet er vort anjvar for Jedningemisjionen faavelfom arbeidet i bort eget 
land blit berørt. Cndnu fommer der til 08 et andet anfvar og en anden pligt. Vi 
har fra Curopas fyfter et fyn av dem fom roper: Kom over og bjælp 03! De kæme 
pende brødre av bor tro i Curopa er i en meget alvorlig ftilling. De er i minoritet 
i land hvor den grejf-fatoljfe eller romerjfzfatolffe firfe er ftatens religion. Nogen 
land tvinger Dem endog til at jende fine barn til de offentlige ffoler, hvor der gives 
undervisning i ftatsreligion. Hindringer lægges iveien for Dem, fom fammen med 
dere3 fattigdom og andre lideljer, ifandbet gjør arbeidet tungt for dem. National 
Lutheran Council har forjgtt at bringe bjælp og trøft til disje lidende brødre med 
pengemidler, fom firfen i Amerifa fra tid til anden har tilbeiebragt. 


Rusland 

Hvad der er meft nødbendigt idag er at bjælpe den Iutherffe firfe i Rusland faa 
at Den fan bli tftand til at førge for fine folt. Før frigen var der over 200 futherffe 
prejter i Rusland; idag er Der fun 73, og av disje er 26 over 60 aar gamle. Fem 
prejtefald i Krint har tilfammen et hundrede og otte og fytti præfepladjer. Enkelte 
fald i Giberien har faa meget fom fytti menigheter. Det hele antal av lutheranere 
efter en meget maateholden beregning er mindjt 900,000 i Soviet Rusland. Prefter 
indberetter at bed en enefte altergang har de fra 500 til 1,500 altergjefter. Naar vi 
minde3 at hele nibaaet og omgibelfen hvori de arbeider er anti-friftelig og at fir- 
fen faavidt taales, faa fan bi forftaa den tunge byrde der hviler paa Disje mænd. 
Der er blit oprettet et fonjerbativt teologijf feminar i Leningrad, hvor ftudenter ut- 
danne3 til prejtegjerningen. I 1924 organiferte de en fynode av hvilfen Biftop Mener 
av Moffva blev præfident. Cn av betingeljene i fonftitutionen bar at prefter og me- 
nigheter maatte bedta den Iutherffe firfes jymboler. Dette er et haabefuldt tegn. 
Der er ogjaa andre. Ferre unge folf fommer til fonfirmation end før frigen, men 
de fom fommer er fom regel unge folf, fom med bejtemthet har valgt at lide for 
Rrijtus, faa at netop gjennem denne forfølgelfe og trengfel foregaar der en renjelfe 
i menighetene, fom gir haab om at der venter dem bedre dage. Der er intet fom 
ffulbe bevæge nogen til at bli en Iutfheraner i Rusland, uten pnifet om at ta op 
forjet3 forfimædelje. Gidjte Høft blev paftor Schultz i Omit i Giberien myrdet; fenere 
døde biffop Palja av fygdom foranlediget bed overanftrengelfe i Hans tiljynsarbeide 
i Giberien. 


Aidre land 


andre land arbeider firfen ogfaa under banffeligheter. Det er bel Fendt, 
hvorledes St. Jafob3 menighet i Riga miftet fin ftore, [Henne firfe med menighets- 
jfoler, fom bed en parlamentsaft blev overgit til den romerjfe kirke. I Ungarn, 
Øfterrife og Jugo-Glavien er Mutheranerne i minoritet. De næder forgens brød" 
og Iever paa en maate, fom det fyned 03 umuligt at nogen finde holde ut. Gfal vi 
fom brødre gi dem den Hjælp fom de faa høilig trænger, fordi i dette tilfælde penge- 
gaven betyr mere for dem end hvad de fan kjøpe for Den? Den bifer Dem at der er 
brødre hinfide3 havet fom føler for dem, lider med dem og ber for dem. Og i mange 
tilfælde fortæller mænd fom vet bet, at de trænger denne aandelige ftyrelfe Mifefjaa 
meget fom ben materielle hjælp. 


Frængende misfioner 


Foruten arbeidet i Europa har bore kirfer gjennem Council hjulpet flere av 
de europeiffe ftaters Hedningemisfionsjelffaper. Denne hjælp maa fremdeles ydes, 
men i mindre beløp hvert aar. De penge fom er git av bore firfer i Amerifa, har 
freljt for den Nutherffe firfe mange av misfionsmarkene i UAfrita, Kina og Jndien, 
hvilte ellers bilde ha gaat over til reformerte firfer eller gaat tilgrunde. De ihjfe 
og finffe felffaper forøfer gradvis fine gaver, jaa at det er vort haab, at om tre 
aar fan bidragene til de europæiffe felffaper3 hedningemisfioner ophøre. 

Det hele beløp fom der bedes om fra de amerifanjfe kirker er omtrent $50,000 
til Hjælp i Europa og $50,000 til at bjælpe dets hedningemisfioner. Da der iffe 
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lengere er nogen balanje i fasjen, er man til dette aldeles avhængig av de penge- 
beløp fom fan jfaffes tilbeie taar. Da vort famfund tar del i dette hjælpearbeide, vil 
der paa den Norjf Lutherjfe Kirke efter antallet av fonfirmerte medlemmer falde 
$18,470.40, og det beløp fom vil behøves fra hvert dijtrift er ogfaa forelagt 03. 
Rirferaadet har nøie overveiet dette, og det blev beftemt at anbefale at en ofring, 
indjamling eller folleft ffulbe optages den fidfte føndag i junt eller en av De to 
førfte føndager i juli. Q de fidfte to aar har der været git meget litet fra bor kirke 
til dette arbeide. Det mefte arbeide har bæret utført bed ftørre gaver fra nogen av 
de andre fynoder fammen med den balance font var tilovers. Naar vi tenfer paa 
de ftore pengefummer fom blev jamlet blandt vore folf for ,Near-Caft Relief”, fom 
er en reformert organijation, jaa er jeg bif3 paa at det beløp, fom National Lutheran 
Council ber om er forholdvis litet fammenlignet med obenneebnte beløp. 


Preftefaldd grænjer 


Da mange ab bore medlemmer ofte forandrer bofted, opftaar der hyppigt van- 
jfeligheter med Henjyn til menighetenes forhold til Hinanden. Det fpørsmaal vil da 
fremfomme, om faadanne medlemmer tilhører fin forrige menighet, eller fan man 
vente, at de uvilfaarlig blir medlemmer av den Iofale menighet, hvor de bor. 
Dette og fpørsmaal av lignende art forelægges fra tid til anden bore diftriftsfor- 
mænd. & anledning av disje forhold blev følgende beflutning antat av firferaadet 
paa DdetS møte i februar, og Den forelægge3 til omhhygelig overbeielje ab prefter og 
menigheter, Hbor faadanne vanfjfeligheter opjtaar. 

Indledning. Den anbefaling fom her fremlægges maa betragtes fom en bejtræ- 
belje for at faa ijtand en fælles opfatning og fremgangsmaate i bor firfe. Disje 
anbefalinger fan naturligvis iffe betragte3 fom tilbafevirfende eller fom dømmende 
forhold der har efSijtert eller er tilftede mu. 


bef 1. Gaavidt fom det er praktiff, og naar det er mulig, flulde faldets grenfer bli 
eftemt. 

Rirferaadet vil anbefale til indremisfionsfomiteene, at hvor mye menigheter 
dannes ffulde der bejtemmes fafte grænjer.

Gfjønt vi forjtaar de ømme baand fom binder færligheten til den gamle familie- 
er tror bi Dog at fom regel bør medlemffapet i en firfe beftemmes av hvor 
man bor. 

Dd) Prejter fom vedlifebolder prefteligt forhold til medlemmer, fom har flyttet 
ut av dere fald og ind i et andet, minde3 om at de ogfaa har anfvar for de nære 
liggende menigheters belfærd. 

En preft av bor firfe maa iffe holde religiøje møter inden en anden menighet3 
grenjer uten tilladelje av den fofale preft og hans folf. 

.€) Naar em prejt refignerer fra et fald har han ingen myndighet til at utføre 
minifterielle forretninger i dette fald uten tilladelje av den daværende preft og mez 
nigheten8 jamtyffe. 

4. Undertiden fan medlemmer av en menighet ønffe at overflytte fit medlem- 
{fap til en anden uten at ba forandret fin bopæl. 

_ Det fan derfor hænde at en menighet av grunde, fom den finder tilfredaftillende, 
iffe bil gi et oberførelfesbrev. 

Det fan ogfaa hænde at en menighet irettefætter et medlem, fom da vil føte

Vi tror at i alle faadanne og lignende tilfælde bør de prefter fom det angaar 
overveie jafen med Diftriftsformanden. Baade prefter og menigheter mindes alvor- 
ligt om, at hvad de faa bejtemmer, maa det være dered hellige pligt at erindre at 
en fjæls falighet maaffe ftaar paa fpil. 


Preftenes Lønninger 


Bed det fidfte aarsmøte blev det nævnt, at det var nødbendigt for menighetene 
at oberbvete fpørsmaalet om prejtenes lønninger. Det er et glædeligt tegn at bore 
prefter8 faar i mange av vore menigheter forbedres. Menighetene utvijer em offer- 
villighet og fjærlighet til fine prejter i at førge for deres timelige velvære fom er 
rosberdig og broderlig. Men der er dog endnu tilfælder Hvor haardtarbeidende, 
trofajte og fparfomme prejter itte er iftand til at fomme ut av det med den indtægt 
de har. J mange tilfælde er jeg fiffer paa at Det er iffe paa grund av ødfelhet eller 
mangel paa god husholdning; det er fimpelthen fordi det er umulig at bære utgif- 
tene bed en bofjende familie, utgiften av en automobil og andre tilfældige utgifter 
fom altid vil findes i en prejtS familie. Det er fangt fra mig at antyde at i faa- 
Danne tilfælde er dette, bad menigheten angaar, gjort med vilje. Det er ofte fordi 
preften er tilbafeholden og iffe omtaler det; naar faa en ny preft falde3, blir der 
ofte lagt paa lønnen, undertiden fordobles den, mens den forrige preft fomme tider 
forlater faldet med en gjæld fom han har paadrat fig, fordi han umulig funde eve 
av hvad ban mottof. Det er vanffelig at gi nogen beftemt Lønningsjum, da for- 
holdene er forjfjellige, men er ara ffulde gjennem trufteene eller andre balgte 
mænd bli jiffer paa, at Dere3 prejter har Ign nof til at funne betale fine utgifter. 
Det er banjfelig for prejtene at tale om dette, men Det vilde bere urigtig ikfe at 
bringe folf til at tænfe paa Dette, faa at der hvor tilftanden er faaledes et Hærlig 
og bejtemt forjgf funde gjøre3 for at rette paa den. Jeg vet godt, at Der er menig 
heter, der er jaaledes jtillet, at de iffe fan gjøre hvad de gjerne vilde for fin preft, 
men i jaadanne tilfælde er jeg bij8 paa at preftene er mer end billig til at bære 
byrdene med fine menigheter. Men paa den anden fide funde det undertiden med 
en forenet anjtrengelje og bed at de enkelte forøfet fin andel litt, bli mulig at lette 
byrden for den ene mand, fom itfe har nogen anden maate til at forøfe fin indtægt.

General Secretary’s Report 


To the District Conventions of 1927, Greetings: 
1. Changes in Constitution - 


With the convention of 1927 begins a new series of district meetings as 
provided by the revised constitution of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. The constitutional amendment which brought about the change 
consisted in deleting article 18 of chapter 4 in the constitution. Said article 
reads as follows: “A resolution adopted in the same year by at least a two- 
thirds majority of all the district meetings shall have same validity as a resolu- 
tion adopted by the general body;” and substituting the following as paragraph 
18 in chapter 4 of the constitution: “No legislation for the general body shall 
be adopted at the district conventions.” (Annual report for 1926, page 103, 
section 7 and page 51). This change in the constitution does not however, 
abridge or limit the rights and duties of the district convention as provided 
by chapter 4, section 13, in the district constitution, namely: 


13. “The District Convention shall: 

(a) Make all elections for the District; 

(b) Adopt by-laws, rules and regulations for the District; 

(c) Consider doctrinal questions and other devotional and practical 


(d) Establish, arrange and re-arrange circuits; 

(e) Supervise the institutions, congregations, pastors and officers of the 
District; 

(f) Admit or exclude congregations and pastors; 

(g) Decide concerning the ordination of candidates; 

(h) Present resolutions and petitions to the General Convention; 

(i) Maintain and manage such institutions as the Church may assign to 
the District.” 

(See Report for 1917, page 535.) 


2. The Annual Report for 1927 


The Synodical committee on the annual report has considered the question 
as to what changes should be made in the annual report so as to conform 
with the new order. 

The Committee agreed that the messages from the presidents, other officers 
and the various boards should be placed before the district conventions in order 
to acquaint the districts with the work the Church has done during the last 
fiscal year. ;

12. Report from District Presidents. 

After each District President’s report will be given for that District the 
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Convention membership and the resolutions adopted by the Convention. 
by the Convention . 

The report shall further contain the biographies of the candidates ordained 
to the ministry, the clerical roster; and statistical summary. 

In connection with each Department will be given the officers in that de- 
partment. 


3. Recommendations for 1928 


The committee made the following recommendation to the 1926 convention, 

“In view of the enlarged service to the members of the convention the com- 
mittee recommends: 

(a) That the members of the convention be favored with registration on 
which is written the member’s name; 

A copy of the convention hymnbook; 

A copy of the official printed reports; 

Each day a copy of the daily bulletin; 

As soon as the annual report is ready, they receive a paper cover copy with- 
out any further charge. 

(b) In view of this service the Church establishes a rule that a registration 
fee of $1.00 be charged from all members, voting and associates. 

(c) That those who desire a cloth bound copy of the annual report pay 
$1.50 registration fee. | 

(d) That the details enumerated above, together with the charges stipu- 
lated, become effective at the next convention of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America.” (Report 1926, page 99).

II. Report from Board of Education 


To the District Convention: 


“Whatever I have taught I have taught from the ground up, not from 
the clouds down.” Just what the distinguished Dr. Graham Taylor meant 
by this expression we may not be in position without the full context to know. 
We do know, however, that in our time many teachers have left the well- 
established ground of the divine word and have undertaken to feed the minds 
of men with whatever they can gather from the clouds of human speculation 
and guesswork. These evidently do not teach from the ground up. And so 
far as the great problem of salvation is concerned it must unhappily be said 
that the major impact of education today is made with the materials of this 
character. 


- In this age, when unbelief so aggressively operates through practically all 
opinion-creating agencies, and particularly thru that of education, it should 
be a source of joy that as a church body we have been permitted to hold 
a section of the educational field for the cause of Christ and the advancement 
of the Kingdom of God among men. 


Our theological seminary has been permitted by the grace of God to carry 
on its work without any interruption. Our Church may well rejoice to know 
that, by its own statement in its catalog, the seminary makes it the “aim in all 
its instruction and training in the seminary to promote the cause of God's 
Kingdom by making the students able and faithful servants of the Lord in la- 
boring for the salvation of men. The seminary most earnestly endeavors to 
have its work upheld and carried on by the Spirit of God thru His Holy Word. 
Its efforts are not only directed towards training and educating the mind, but, 
above all, towards training and educating the heart, so that the student may 
be able to seek God and live in Him and thus daily "grow in grace and in 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ.” 


The colleges have labored and prospered. The attendance at all of them 
is large. It is a matter for gratitude to God that as many young people choose 
to come to our own Christian institutions for their training in the higher walks 
of education. The Lord, in this, gives us a great field of work; and it is a field 
of which the soil is exceedingly rich and hence abundant in its possibilities for 
large harvests. The situation imposes upon the church and upon its every 
member an urgent call to faithful and energetic devotion to prayer and to work 
in promotion of this supremely important enterprise in the upbuilding of the 
Kingdom of Christ. In this connection we cannot fail to give the utmost en- 
couragement to all who gave pledges in the great endowment campaigns to feel 
that the portion they have already paid in is working every day in the Master’s 
service, and, further, to feel that the sooner they pay the remaining balances 
a prone will these also be active factors in the process of winning disciples 
or rist. 


Our secondary schools have also been permitted under the blessings of God 
to carry on their work in the usual manner. It is a well known fact that the 
difficulties under which they labor have for many years been growing more 
serious. These difficulties were not unknown even a generation ago. Many of 
us were apprehensive in those days as to the future field of our academies. 
Yet, as the years have gone by, these institutions have succeeded beyond an- 
ticipation in holding their nelds. They have thus in the course of the years 
rendered a service to the cause of Christ and to the church the value of which 
cannot be easily estimated. Also during the year past they have been given 
the opportunity to minister to a large number of young people.

Luther Theological Seminary 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

During the present school year the venerable president of the Seminary, 
Dr. M. O. Bøckman, has been enjoying a well-earned rest in Norway. It need 
hardly be said that we have missed his work in the class room, and his exper- 
ienced leadership. It is our earnest hope that the Lord will bring him safely 
home again by next fall, with fresh vigor and zest for his important duties. 
On his return, we venture to say, he will find that it has been our endeavor to 
administer seminary affairs in essential accord with his principles. 

Dr. Bruce has been spending his sabbatical year mainly at Hartford Sem- 
inary, attending lectures and availing himself of the excellent library facilities 
in that institution. 
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To our great sorrow, medical skill has proved unable to arrest the insidious 
disease which has been sapping Prof. Hove’s strength during the last years. 
His physician has permitted him to give only one lecture a day and has ad- 
vised him to hand in his resignation, to take effect at the close of this school 
year. Prof. Hove can look back upon 26 years of faithful and efficient service 
as a theological professor. s, 

Though two professors have been absent and one professor has been obliged 
to reduce his number of lectures it has proved possible to arrange the curri- 
culum so as to achieve quite satisfactory results. Dr. Tanner has taken over 
an extra amount of work in the New Testament, so as to cover a large part of 
Dr. Bruce’s schedule and even of Dr. Bøckman's. It should be stated also that 
Dr. Bruce last year had treated in advance certain subjects normally pertaining 
to the curriculum of the present year. 

In the week before the Christmas vacation, the members of the faculty con- 
ducted a series of devotional meetings, which were attended by the entire 
student body. During Lent the students were invited to attend Bible studies 
by Dean Miller in the Seminary chapel under the auspices of Wartburg Congre- 
gation. As usual, the various student societies have provided for a number af 
special lectures. 

Mr. O. G. Malmin, of the Senior Class, has again served as instructor in 
Elementary Greek. 

The Glee Club went on its annual tour, under the leadership of Dr. Tanner, 
and with Mr. H. F. Hanson as musical director. A hearty welcome was ac- 
corded them wherever they appeared; but blizzards and impossible roads forced 
them to cancel some engagements. 

The great majority of the students have, as usual, takem an active part in 
the work of our congregations in the Twin Cities and their vicinity, and have 
thus gained valuable practical experience. It would be a fine training for the 
ministry, and of great help financially, if opportunity were offered all the 
Middlers and Juniors during the summer vacation to engage in preaching, 
teaching, developing mission fields, or serving vacant parishes. 

It becomes increasingly necessary to press home the appeal for scholarships 
which Dr. Bøckman made in his last report. A great many students experience * 
serious difficulty in financing their stay at the seminary. Many applications are 
accordingly made for loans from the Student Aid Fund. But such loans must 
be paid back after some years and thus add, in many cases, to heavy debts in- 
curred during the stay at college. For worthy students who are in such straits, 
scholarships should be provided. It is our earnest prayer that this appeal will 
reach the hearts of many whom God has blessed with ample means. 

The total number of students in this school year has been 103. There have 
been 2 graduate students in residence, and 10 in absentia. There are 22 in the 
Senior Class, 42 in the Middler Class, and 24 in the Junior Class. Of special 
students we have had 2, and 1 has been a hospitant.

East Boston, Mass.

More sailors than ever before seek 
the reading room and the church services. The Christmas cards have also this 
year brought financial help to the work and we are very thankful to the many 
friends of this mission. 

Galveston, Texas 


Pastor Bonnevie Kluver works among the seamen and also among our 
people in Galveston, where we now have a congregation. We have a fine lot, 
which is paid, and about $3500.00 in cash, which amount has been set aside as 
a fund for building purposes. It is the intention to erect a suitable building 
this year, if possible, as we need both a church home for the congregation and 
a reading room for the sailors. 


San Francisco, Calif. 


In San Francisco we have our oldest Seamen’s Mission, Rev. Ole Gronsberg 
is the pastor, and the thousands of sailors, who visit our mission, find there a 
heaven.

“Lutheran Welfare Agency,” does a blessed work among our sailor boys. 


Seattle, Wash. 


Rev. Slettedahl, who superintends the work of our Church among the 
sailors in this great metropolis, has met with wonderful success in his work. 
The building which was bought by our Church some time ago has not been 
used up to this time. We are still in the old rented quarters and will remain 
there for some time to come, in order to pay off the greater portion of our debt 
on the new property out of the income from rentals and from the mission hotel. 

In Seattle and San Francisco especially, large sums of money are brought 
in for safe-keeping and to be sent home to parents and families. In this man- 
ner the mission acts as a bank for the seamen and helps them save thousands 
of dollars that otherwise might have been squandered. 
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Our Seamen’s Missions on both coasts often helps the sailors in obtaining 
employment. Quite often the opportunity is given to help parents in the old 
country to find lost sons. Many are the boys who have been found in this 
way; many are the boys who have been encouraged to write and send money 
home because of the work of our mission; many are the touching letters of 
gratitude and appreciation received at our seamen’s homes from the good 
mothers in the old country, thanking God and the mission for a son restored. 

May God continue to bless the work of our Seamen’s Missions, our workers 
and our sailor boys! May the spiritual blessings that thru this activity are con- 


aed offered by our Church to seafaring men bring forth fruit unto eternal 
ife. 


INDIAN MISSION 


The Bethany Mission, under Prof. Axel Jacobsen as superintendent and 
Rev. J. M. Rykken as pastor, has also this year been permitted to carry on a 
blessed work among the many Indian children entrusted to our care. Last 
fall about 30 little ones knocked at-our doors in addition to those who had 
already been received. The question was, can we take them in? The budget 
would hardly permit it; but we could not shut these little ones out, who come 
to us to learn to know Him who is “the Light of the World.” We took them 
in and thus cared for 136 of these little redskinned children brought in to our 
home from the woods of Northern Wisconsin. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation has taken a great deal of interest in 
the work of this mission. Under the leadership of Mrs. G. A. Sundby, the presi- 
dent of the W. M. F. of the Eastern District, a good supply of mattresses has 
been provided for the mission by the various Ladies’ Aids. Not only has the 
W. M. F. been instrumental in providing such direct material assistance, but 
it has consistently been speaking the cause in season and out of season and 
helped to awaken among our people a more intelligent understanding of and 
love for the work of our Indian Mission. We hereby wish to express our 
appreciation to the W. M. F. for their splendid co-operation and support. 


THE ESKIMO MISSION 


During the past year God has again wonderfully blessed our Eskimo Mis- 
sion. The three deaconesses, Sister Anna Huseth, and Mabel Lien, both work- 
ing at the Mission station at Teller and Magdalene Klippen, working at the 
station at Igloo, have uninterruptedly carried on the work of our mission. 
Leonard Sulogiack, the young Eskimo boy, has also this year done some work 
among his people at Council, and we hope the work has not been in vain. Miss 
Mabel Lien returned to the States last fall and Miss Helen Frost went up to 
take her place. A young Christian woman, Ruth Dahle, a sister of our former 
missionary Dahle, was appointed by the U. S. Government to teach the school 
at our mission station at Teller. A few days before she was to leave for 
Alaska she took sick. The sickness was pronounced tuberculosis. She could 
not go. Gradually she failed. And now this good young woman, who had 
dedicated her life to this work among the children of our mission has been 
taken away from the Church militant to the Church triumphant. We remember 
her good resolve with gratitude to God. In her place as a teacher at the mis- 
sion we have obtained the services of Miss Brennun, a former teacher at Con- 
cordia, who also has taken up this work in the spirit of Him who said “Go ye, 
and make disciples out of all nations.” 

Miss Magdalene Klippen will return home this summer and another worker 
must be found to take her place. The Mission Board at its last meeting re- 
solved to call a permanent pastor for the work at Igloo and also to supervise 
the pastoral work at Teller. May God direct us that we may find the right 
man. 

Miss Anna Huseth, who has been in the service longer than any other 
worker in our Eskimo Mission, has out of her private earnings installed an 
electric light plant at the mission. Before this, we were equipped with old 
lamps and tallow candles. It is easily understood that the new lighting sys-

tem represents not only a tremendous improvement in providing light at the 
mission, but that it greatly lessens the danger from fire. The Board has ex- 
pressed its sincere thanks for this splendid gift. 

Among friends of the mission, money has been gathered to provide for a 
new heating system. Instead of about sixteen wood or coal heaters in the 
various rooms of the building, an up-to-date furnace will now be installed. 


At the mission we have now forty children. The Eskimos, who at one time 
were moving away, are now moving back to Teller, giving us a splendid oppor- 
tunity to do more effective mission work among them. May the Lord continue 
to bless our Eskimo Mission. 


THE FISHERMEN’S HOME AT KETCHIKAN 


The work at Ketchikan under the leadership of Pastor Adskim has also 
this year been a blessing to many of our fishermen who have their home here, 
at least a part of the year. By careful management we have been enabled to 
reduce the debt on the home until we now have a debt of only about $6500.00. 
In three years we expect to have the entire debt paid out of the earnings. It 
has been resolved by the Board to build an addition to the home because. many 
fishermen come and ask for rooms and have to be turned away on account of 
the lack of room. A good congregation and Ladies’ Aid have been organized. 
Student Olson of Luther Seminary has been serving the congregation. Both 
congregation and the Ladies’ Aid have given very cordial aid in the work of 
our Church at the Fishermen’s home. 


At Vancouver, B. C., where so many of our immigrants now come and 
where we also have many fishermen and sailors, a suitable building has been 
bought for a Christian home for these people. It is the intention to open the 
doors, if possible, in September. May God bless this mission for many souls. 


IMMIGRANT MISSION 


At Norway House, the work has also this year been carried on to great 
blessing both for our immigrants coming here as for the many of our people 
going across. To meet the newcomers in the name of the Church, taking 
them from the boat to the Home, caring for them here a few days, then again 
bringing them to the R. R. station and sending them to the place of their desti- 
nation, is the main work of this mission. 

Here is a Christian Home, and many of those who do not go West, but 
obtain employment here, in Greater New York, consider Norway House their 
home. Here their mail is sent, and here they meet kindred and friends. Devo- 
tions are held every evening, and Thursday night there is a special service, 
Sundays everyone goes to the different Lutheran Churches. It is a blessed 
mission which is here carried on. May it continue to have the love and pray- 
ers of our Church. 


DEAF AND DUMB MISSION 


Rev. Bjørlie is working among those unfortunates at Faribault, Minn., and 
Council Bluffs, Iowa. Rev. Rothnem has also this year worked among the 
deaf and dumb at Sioux Falls, S. D. It is a most blessed work and those of us 
who have visited at these places and observed it, will say: “God bless it 
abundantly.” May our people continue to pray for it and give to it. 


BOOK MISSION 


The work has also this year prospered and we believe borne fruit. Rev. 
Guldseth has labored faithfully. Thousands of books and, pamphlets have 
been sent out, These booklets have undoubtedly been a great help for the 
Barter a their work. It is hoped that many more of our pastors will make 
use of them 
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THE EVANGELISTIC WORK 


Revs. Rønning and Tjørnhom and Mr. Scotvold have also this year labored 
very faithfully. ‘Their meetings have been well attended and have been a bless- 
ing to many souls. Many letters have been received from pastors where these 
men have worked, with thanks to God and the Church for the spiritual help 
and encouragement these men have brought to them and their people. There 
are sO many invitations that it is impossible to.comply with them all. This 
work is more and more appreciated both by pastors and congregations. God 
bless it abundantly. 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


The many applications and the small donations to this important fund, has 
made it difficult for Church Extension this year. All that the congregations 
donated amounted to $5,719.84, not a very large sum, when we consider the 
need. Still it is more than last year. To all who gave to this fund we send 
our thanks and appreciation. Many of our congregations forget to do what 
the Church has resolved, namely, to lift an offering for Church Extension 
every year. 

Let us remember the many small struggling congregations who especially 


need a lift, when they are to build a church home. What an encouragement 
and help it is!

II. Report from Board of Foreign Missions 


i The general church convention every other year adopts resolutions concern- 
ing foreign missions. To such conventions comprehensive report is submitted. 
Our foreign mission is, however, so important a branch of our church work 
and lies so close to the heart of our church people that it requires considera- 
tion also at our district meetings. Much might be said but we shall be brief. 


Ten Years Labor 


This month of June completes ten years since the great church union was 
effected; ten years since the establishment of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America thereby is signified that we have also reached the mile stone of 
the first decade of our Church’s Foreign Mission. 

In spite of war, difficult times, and other hindrances, advancement has 
been made also on the foreign mission field. Perhaps not so much as there 
might and should have been, but nevertheless a great deal for which to thank 
and glorify God, sufficient to await and encourage great things. 


1917-1927 


We affix a brief comparison as to the status of the mission then and now. 
At the time the union was effected our foreign mission fields were China and 
Madagascar. As to the number of missionaries: in China there were 50 in 
1917, and 70 at the opening of 1927; in Madagascar there were 21 in 1917, and 
31 in 1927. The number of church members on the mission field was in 1917 
in China 3843, now there are 7559; in Madagascar there were 1898, now there 
are 5000. Accordingly on both these fields the total in 1917 was 5741 as com-- 
pared with the present total of 12,559. During this same period the mission 
budget was increased from $226,000.00 to $317,000.00. This is an increase of 
only 28 per cent, while the total budget has increased by 56 per cent. 


Schreuder Mission 


The so-called Schreuder Mission was, previous to our church union, con- 
trolled by a board in Norway and supported partly by this board and partly 
by the former Norwegian Synod and later by the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America. At the annual convention in 1926 this mission was wholly assumed 
by the N. L. C. A., and will hereafter be known under the title, "The American 
Lutheran Mission in South Africa” (Schreuder Mission). Friends in Norway 
still continue to give the mission their voluntary and worthy support. This 
mission field has now six workers, and the congregation of Christian natives 
has during the last decade grown from 5000 to 7220. 

China ° 

The eyes of the world now rest upon China. Especially is this true of 
the Christian world. Civil war is raging there. Missionaries with other for- 
eigners are being driven out.. Many may ask: What will be the result? Shall 
this be the end of the Gospel’s victorious progress in China? Will the mis- 
sionaries ever be permitted to re-enter China? 

The Lord alone knoweth the final outcome. Those, however, who know 
China and whose word carries credence believe that this does neither signify 
that the Gospel has suffered defeat nor that Christian mission work there is 
ended. They all believe that the present situation is a crisis, a period of 
transition which by the wise guidance of God will lead to still greater possibili- 
ties for the Gospel. No one knows when the missionaries may again be per- 
mitted to enter China but we all fully believe that that day will come. There 
is no reason to become discouraged. Let us be reminded of those words which 
came from a certain mission field where the outlook was very dark, “Future 
possibilities? They appear as bright as all the promises of God.” 
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It is evident that considerable readjustment and realignment of men and 
means will have to be made. The crisis may be a purifying fire which shall 
burn away the dross of human frailty as the foundation of God's Church is 
being laid in China. Work has not ceased. The native Christian workers con- 
tinue as best they can, and intend to carry on as long as they are able. Several 
missionaries remain in China and will maintain a personal supervision over 
these labors while this is possible, besides through correspondence seeking to 
direct and support the native workers. They all need the support of our 
prayers as well as financial aid. 


Madagascar 

The reports from Madagascar are cheerful and inspiring. Superintendent 
Wm. Trygstad in his report to the conference writes as follows: “With thank- 
ful hearts we look back upon this past year. It has been a good and peaceful 
year. The government has been friendly. We have been unhampered in carry- 
ing out our labors. The year has had its difficulties as high cost of living, 
sickness, financial worries, etc., but the Lord has been with us and attested 
the word with accompanying signs.” 

Progress in the Labor.—Compared with the previous year there has been 
general advancement. During the year 482 have been baptized, which is 46 
more than last year. 5500 have communed and about 6000 have attended 
services. The church membership has increased by 713 making a present total 
of 5000. The Sunday School has increased by 749 and has now an enrollment 
of 4279. There are 376 catechumens. In our six primary schools are 597 pupils, 
and in the eight “kindergartens” are 300. The native congregation has donated 
44,450 francs towards its upkeep, which is 13,000 francs more than last year. 
This is indeed encouraging, considering the hard times and financial difficulties. 
At the inspection meetings there has been larger attendance and more interest 
manifested. The schools have had a fine year and the teachers have all faith- 
-fully performed their duties. 

Three native theological candidates, namely: Frank Randriamanjary, Josvah 
Razanaka and Johnson Ramandraza have been ordained this last year. 

The superintendent closes his report with the following statement: "Great 
things hath the Lord done for us. Therefore, we are glad. In truth a great 
thing that He has permitted us to serve Him in this wonderful work, that 
He has given us strength of body and spirit and peace within and without; 
in truth a great thing when we consider the many who have died with the 
hope of life and resurrection in their heart, the many who have experienced 
the peace of forgiveness of sins and the strength of the resurrected Christ 
unto newness of life. If there is joy in heaven for one sinner’s conversion 
then surely should we also rejoice at the wondrous result He has permitted 
us to attain.” 

May we also here at home join our missionaries abroad in giving thanks 
to God. May the good work continue! 

With gratitude to God and thanks to our many congregations we are able 
to report a surplus of $13,622.82. This will be a considerable help now since 
the budget for 1927 was reduced by $84,000.00. However, the extraordinary 
conditions in China which have made it necessary for so many missionaries to 
return home have so greatly increased our expenses that it will be impossible 
to meet them unless the donations to foreign missions will be considerably 
larger than the amount appropriated.

The Church shall establish the Board of Charities which shall consist of 
seven members, the president of the Church ex-officio member, and six others, 
who shall be elected by the Church for a term of six years. (Sec. 1.) Amended 
so as to consist of one member from-each district. 

That where the term of office of a six-year incumbent expires during an 
odd-numbered year, that a successor be elected at the regular convention next 
preceding such year of expiration, and such officer be elected for a period of 
five years from and after the date of expiration of the term of the present in- 
cumbent.

II. Report from Board of Charities 


To the Districts of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


The Board of Charities has held four meetings, namely April 7th-8th, June 
3rd, June 5th, and November 16th-17th. å 

We are glad to report that the interest for the work of mercy is increas- 
ing in our Church, which is very encouraging and is no doubt in answer to 
prayer. It is also reasonable that the “lifting up of the eyes,” in the form of 
the publicity work, has stimulated interest among the people for the work of 
mercy. 

It is especially encouraging that the budget for this Department went 
slightly over the top. That has not happened since 1920. We hope and pray 
that it may continue to go over the top year after year. 

If the churches had sent in their budget allotments earlier in the year, it 
would have been still better. As it was, we had to check out $905.62 for interest 
on loans in order to pay out the regular monthly payments to the institutions. 

Another very encouraging feature is the increasing number of bequests. 
We received 29 bequests, amounting to $17,507.10, most of which was placed 
in the Endowment Funds of the institutions benefitted. Those, who love the 
Lord and the work of His Church, can continue working in His Church after 
they are called home from the vineyard by bequeathing some of their estate to 
the Church. 


THE LUTHERAN DEACONESS HOME AND HOSPITAL 


The Sisterhood 


The sisterhood consists of 47 deaconesses, 3 probationers, and 5 pupils— 
total 55 sisters. This is one less than reported last year. Sister Elise Mol- 
stad died December 11, 1926. She was enrolled as a pupil November 26, 1910, 
and was consecrated a deaconess April 19th, 1916. 


Stations and Fields of Labor 


The Sisters are occupied as follows: Travelers’ Aid 1, Juvenile Court and 
Home Finding 2, Jewish Missions 1, Day Nurseries 2, Kindergarten 1, Chil- 
dren’s Home 1, School Nurse 1, Home for the Aged 1, City Mission 1, on 
furlough 7, at home 4, Alaska Mission 2, Foreign Missions 13, Deaconess 
Hospital 10. 

Christian young women are invited to take the training for all kinds of 
work of mercy, which is free of charge. 

According to a resolution adopted by the Church last year, the building 
fund of the proposed new Deaconess Home is being gathered especially among 
the women of our Church, under the direction of Mrs. Delia Ylvisaker, 1138 
N. Leavitt St., Chicago, Ill. Dr. E. E. Henderson started the subscription 
list with $25,000.00. 

The Deaconesses have waited for a home for twenty-five years. By con- 
certed activity on the part of the women and the hearty cooperation of the 
men of our Church, they should not have to wait much longer. We hope 
that the fund will be gathered and the building under construction when we 
report next year. 


The School of Nursing 


At the School of Nursing, authorized by the Church last year, there are 
14 students. It is a three year course. It is accredited, and should appeal to 
the young women of our Church who wish to be trained as nurses in a Chris- 
tian atmosphere. 

Deaconess Ragna Nord is superintendent of the School. The fall term 
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begins the first Monday in September. Christian girls, between 18 and 35 
years, are welcome for training for Deaconesses or nurses. 


The Hospital 


The Hospital has cared for 4,135 patients during the year in 37,514 nurs- 
ing days, of which 2,947 were free, 749 partly paid for, and 35,514 paid for in 
full. The new section of the Hospital has been filling up, so that the Hospital 
is nOW running to capacity. 

Mr. E. E. Hanson, formerly of Albert Lea, Minnesota, has accepted the 
position of Superintendent of the Hospital, and entered upon his duties at the 
beginning of 1927. 

Sister Marie Rorem is temporary head sister during Mother Ingeborg 
Sponland’s vacation. 


OUR HOMES FOR THE AGED 


May we not call the “OUR SUNSET HOMES.” We do not know the 
source of the intake, but in most cases we know what the outgo means. With 
very few exceptions, the outgo means the departure of this iife. We do not 
speak of the sunset after the sun has gone down, but we speak of it just 
prior to going down. å p 

That is what our Homes for the Aged signify. They are homes where our 
dear old people spend that part of their lives which we might say is just 
prior to the departure of their lives; their sunset or rather their "life-set.” 

Our Sunset Homes are located as follows: Aase Haugen, Decorah, Iowa, 
54 inmates; Bethany, Bawlf, Alta., Can., 21; Bethesda, Beresford, S. Dak., 40; 
Coeur d'Alene Home, Coeur d'Alene, Idaho, 58; Glenwood Home, Glenwood, 
Minn., 43; Homme, Wittenberg, Wis., 98; Josephine, Stanwood, Wash., 29; 
Skaalen, Stoughton, Wis., 42; Story City Home, Story City, lowa, 27. 

“Blessed is the community whose annals are few.” In that respect, our 
Sunset Homes are blessed. They have been permitted to continue their minis- 
try of love to their respective families. As a rule they are glad and thankful to 
God and His people who by their prayers and contributions have made this 
mission possible. 

Let us accustom ourselves to think of our Sunset Homes as Mission Sta- 
tions. So many of the inmates come there embittered and soured on life, 
which has been rather harsh with them. They have perhaps experienced very 
little kindness and love, and are disappointed and unhappy, and then at last 
they have bid their acquaintances good-bye and have come to the Home, to 
strangers and strange ways of living. No wonder they get that lonesome, 
forsaken feeling. 

What a blessing it is to treat these people to a life where love is the 
principal factor! Love, kindness and consideration. It warms their hearts 
and brings the smile to their faces, and puts that homey, comfy feeling into 
their sunset, and very often the power of God’s love and grace is permitted 
to penetrate their souls before sundown. Let us think of our Sunset Homes 
that way, and do what we can to make them such homes. 

On January Ist 1926, there were 333 old people in our nine homes. There 
was an outgo of 52, of which 51 died. 79 new inmates were received during 
the year. There were 343 inmates at the Homes December 3lst 1926. The 
total number of inmates cared for by all the Homes during the year was 412. 
Of these, 258 were sick during the year. 85 inmates are free. 


Coeur d’Alene Home 


Rev. H. J. Stolee, who has been Superintendent for four years, resigned 
last year to accept the position of Field Superintendent for the Department of 
Charities. Rev. C. F. Johnson, formerly of Baldwin, Wis., accepted the call 
to succeed Rev. Stolee. He has been in charge of the Home since September. 


Glenwood Home 


Rev. and Mrs. H. J. Stormo resigned as Superintendent and Matron, which 
positions they have filled since 1917, and which they no doubt would have 
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continued to fill if it were not for the fact that they have been in poor health 
‘for some time. To succeed them, Rev. and Mrs. M. N. Knutsen of Oslo, 
Minnesota, have been secured. : 


Skaalen Home 


Rev..and Mrs. B. J. Larsen have resigned as Superintendent and Matron, 
which positions they have held since 1919. Their positions have not been 
filled yet, as the Board of Charities plans to merge this Home with the Martin . 
Luther Children’s Home under one Board of Directors, one Superintendent 
and one Farm Manager. The two Homes are about a quarter of a mile apart 
and their farms join. By such a merger, both Homes can be conducted more 
economically and to the mutual benefit of both. The plans is to try this 
arrangement until the General Convention of the Church in 1928 and then 
report the results with proper recommendations. 


OUR CHILDREN’S HOMES 


We have the following children’s homes: Beloit Home, Beloit, Iowa, 177 
children; Bethesda, Beresford, S. Dak., 77; Home, Wittenberg, Wis., 11; Lake 
Park Home, Lake Park, Minn., 97;. Martin Luther, Stoughton, Wis.; Parkland, 
Everett, Wash., 109; Wild Rice, Twin Valley, Minn., 144. 

The Martin Luther Home has not functioned since 1925. The Coeur d’ 
Alene Sunset Home has taken care of 4 children. The other six homes 719. 
‘On January Ist, 1926, there were in the Homes, Coeur d’Alene included, 567. 
During the year, there was an intake of 152 and an outgo of 167. 130 were 
sick, of which 2 died. 479 attended school, 47 were confirmed. There were 
881 hours of religious school held at the Homes besides Sunday School. 351 
children were free; 74 were full orphans, 284 half orphans; 59 were children 
of parents living together; 106 had parents separated; 128 had divorced par- 
ents, and 19 were illegitimate. 


Martin Luther Home 


As was reported last year, the Martin Luther Children’s Home was 
destroyed by fire April 5th, 1925. The General Convention of the Church 
ordered the rebuilding of the Home during 1925, but stipulated that building 
operations must not begin until the funds were at hand. Being that the funds 
were not at hand in 1925, the main building was not completed and paid for 
until the fall of 1926. It is a good, substantial, fire-proof building, and is all 
finished and ready for occupancy. Sufficient funds have not been received, 
however, for the heating plant with laundry on the second floor, nor for the 
furnishing of the main building. This will cost approximately $30,000.00. At 
the present writing, there is a shortage of $8,000.00, which we hope will be 
secured in time to get everything ready by this Fall. It would be a small 
matter if the people of our Church would respond to the appeals made and 
send in their contributions. We hope that the Eastern District especially 
will give this matter some time and discussion at their meeting. 


Wild Rice Home 


The great event at Wild Rice is the splendid, up-to-date barn, which was 
completed during the year. The building of the barn became imperative by 
reason of two destructive tuberculosis epidemics among the stock in the old 
barn, which also was entirely too small. Considerable stock has also been 
acquired, so that the disturbances attendant upon the epidemics have largely 
been overcome. The farm was rather disappointing by reason of drought 
heat, heavy winds and hail, which resulted in less than a half crop. 


Beloit Home 
Rev T. Thompson, formerly of Fairview, S. Dak., assumed the duties of 
Superintendent May Ist, 1926. He has the work well in hand. He has made 
some improvements in the form of sidewalks around the main buildings and 
the erection of a large poultry house, the cost of which has been paid. for 
from the sale of eggs. : : . 
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THE CHICAGO RECEIVING HOME 
4840 W. Byron St., Chicago, Ill. 


The Evangelical Lutheran Home-Finding Society of Illinois is anticipating 
moving into its new home, which has been erected during 1926 on the same 
site where it has done its work in three separate buildings. The new home is 
a three story, fireproof building, modern in every respect. It is 111 feet long 
and 60 feet deep, with a normal capacity of 76 children and 8 attendants’ 
rooms. The cost of the building, including the heating plant, is $90,000.00. 

The interest evidenced for the erection of this building speaks well both 
for the people of Chicago and the work of the Home. When the new Home 
Is in condition to function, the Society will be in a position to greatly extend 
its service. 

The Home cared for 163 children during the year. 


THE HOME FINDING DEPARTMENT 


The Home Finding Department had 201 children on hand January Ist 1926. 
352 children were received during the year, which makes a total of 553 chil- 
dren cared for during 1926. 

Of these 553 children, 59 were placed for adoption, 9 were placed in per- 
manent homes but not for adoption, 47 were placed in temporary homes, 130 
were returned to parents or guardians, 85 were turned over to the State or 
other organizations, 7 are receiving special training, 5 became of age, 2 died. 
209 were on hand December 31st 1926. 

Of the 209 children on hand at the end of the year, 37 were in private 
boarding homes in St. Paul and Minneapolis, paid for largely by their mothers, 
and 83 were on hand at the Receiving Home in Chicago. 

We are glad to report that so many of our people apply for children, so 
that children can be readily placed as soon as they are ready for placement. 


DAY NURSERIES 

Our day nurseries are located as follows: 545 45th St. S., Brooklyn, N. 
Y., and 1802 N. Fairfield Ave., Chicago, Ill. - 

During the year, the two nurseries have cared for 304 children, with an 
average daily attendance of 74. 

Our nurseries are located in communities where they are mostly needed. 
The poor mothers get their children cared for during the day so that they 
can go to work and earn the support for themselves and their children. 

The Chicago Nursery also conducts a kindergarten, with an average daily 
attendance of 29 children. Mothers’ meetings are held monthly, with an 
average attendance of 18 mothers. It also conducts a nursery boys’ club and 
a girls’ sewing class, and a fresh air activity. 159 families were ministered 
to during the year. 

Both nurseries are thankful for all kinds of clothing for distribution. 

The day nurseries and kindergarten are wonderful mission stations, being 
that many of the children and their mothers knew nothing about Christ and 
Christian work before they came in touch with Him there. 


THE RESCUE HOMES 


Our three rescue homes for girls are the following: The Lutheran Girls’ 
Home, 1918 19th Ave. N. E., Minneapolis, Minn.; The House of Mercy, 407 
North Spring Ave., Sioux Falls, S. D.; The Lutheran Home, 1505 5th Ave. S., 
Fargo, N. Dak. 

During the year, the three Homes have cared for 206 adults, including 33 
convalescents at the Lutheran Girls Home, and 197 children: total 393 pati- 
ents. 134 children and 14 adults were baptized: total 148. 16 mothers were 
married. There were 45 confinements at the House of Mercy and Lutheran 
Home. The Lutheran Girls Home does not confine the girls at the home. 

There were 74 court cases handled by the Lutheran Girls Home and the 
House of Mercy. 
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The Lutheran Girls Home received $3,950.02 from patients; the House ot 
Mercy $2,481.75, and the Lutheran Home $779.04; total $7,210.81. 

Of the patients, there were 56 Germans, 60 Norwegians, 16 Swedish, 4 
French, 1 Irish, 4 Finnish, 10 Americans, 2 Syrians, and 1 Indian. 

The religions of the patients were: 116 Lutherans, 13 Catholics, 3 Method- 
ists, 3 Christians, 2 Evangelical, 1 Episcopalian, 3 Baptists, 5 Presbyterians, 
and 7 not belonging to any church. 


FOLLOW-UP WORK 


The Unmarried Mother 


During 1926, 42 unmarried mothers were supervised and cared for by the 
Central Office. Two of them became married during the year. Most of these 
girls have been cared for by our Rescue Homes during and subsequent to 
their confinements. Most of them have no homes, friends, or relatives who 
can help them get on their feet, but there are plenty of those who will do 
what they can to hinder them. The follow-up work for these girls helps to 
restore them, provides good boarding homes for their babies, secures posi- 
tions for them so that they can support themselves and their babies, gets them 
in touch with churches, and in a general way supervises their lives. 


Her Child 


We have a list of 55 boarding homes in St. Paul and Minneapolis. These 
homes are selected and supervised by us and certified by the State. During 
1926, we boarded 74 children in these homes. The children are taken to the 
children’s clinic monthly and are under the continual care of a specialist in 
children’s diseases. 

We are thankful for all kinds of wearing apparel both for adults and chil- 
dren, especially for infants, as we are often called on to supply them with 
clothing. 


CITY, SLUM, AND HOSPITAL MISSIONS 


This work is conducted in Brooklyn, Chicago, Colorado Springs, Denver, 
Duluth, Dunseith, N. D., Fergus Falls, Los Angeles, Minneapolis, Portland, 
Ore., Rochester, San Francisco, Sauk Center, Minn., Seattle, St. Cloud, Minn., 
St. Paul, Yankton, Walker, Minn. 

There are 30 missionaries serving in these 18 cities. They visit regularly 
193 institutions, besides doing a great deal of private work. They made 
6.253 visits to 36,123 patients, conducted 1,169 services, 242 baptisms, 225 com- 
munions to 718 communicants, and 131 funerals; attended juvenile court 171 
times and other courts 232 times, and distributed 43,463 pieces of literature. 

Portland, Oregon, was added to the list during the year. Rev. P. O. Bru- 
land of San Francisco has accepted a call jointly from the Board of Home 
Missions and the Board of Charities, and will divide his time between these 
two Departments. 

The Twin Cities have been merged under one man. Upon the resignation 
of Rev. J. A. Bergh, the Board of Charities decided to call Rev. P. L. Bjerre 
to take care of the work formerly handled by Rev. A. L. Dahl and Rev. TAN 
Bergh. Rev. Bjerre is a comparatively young and active man. 

Sauk Center, Minnesota, is not included in above statistics by reason of 
the peculiar work done by Rev. J. A. Johnson at the State School for Girls 
(Reform School). He conducts regular services for the 90 Lutheran girls 
every other Thursday; conducts a bible class, prepares them for confirmation 
and confirmed 31 girls, of which 7 were baptized. He has baptized 22 chil- 
dren of these girls. His work is like taking care of a congregation in this 
State institution. 

At St. Cloud, Minnesota, State School for Boys, Rev. O. S. Rindahl is 


doing practically the same work for the young men as Rev. Johnson does at 
Sauk Center. 
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_ The superintendents of these and other State institutions are very apprecia- 
tive of the work, and cooperate splendidly in facilitating the service. e 
have heard so much about the GODLESS STATE INSTITUTIONS. If 
they are so, it is because the Church has not tried to make them Godly. Their 
doors are open to the Church to make them Godly. 


A Glimpse of City Mission Work 


Å mother was destitute, without home, money, or friends. Her husband 
was a drunkard, and her children starving. Finally her strength failed; she 
was taken to the tuberculosis sanitarium, and the city took charge of the 
children. Our missionary found her at the hospital. She told him the story 
of her life. He told her “what a friend we have in Jesus,” but her heart was 
cold. Several times he called to see her. She was hoping once more to be 
able to live with her children. She read the Bible, and gradually the peace of 
God entered her heart. One day at the sanitarium, he did not see her any- 
where. “Where is Mrs. F..” he inquired. "She died suddenly last night” was 
the reply. A mother gone; the weeping children left to be cared for. 


OUR PRISON MISSION 


Rev. Nils Lunde, 1491 Branston St., St. Paul, Minnesota, is our prison 
missionary. During 1926, he visited 7 Reform Schools, 5 State Asylums, 6 
State Hospitals, 4 County Asylums, 1 Tuberculosis Hospital, 4 State Prisons, 
4 County Jails, 2 Veterans’ Insane Hospitals, 2 County Poor Farms and 1 hos- 
pital, located in Minnesota, Wisconsin, North Dakota and Iowa. He has 
visited these 36 institutions 48 times altogether, and spent from one to six days 
at each visit. He conducts services in the chapels, converses privately with 
the inmates, administers the Sacrament, and corresponds extensively with the 
inmates. During the year he has instructed and confirmed 1 prisoner and ad- 
ministered communion to 14. In order to reach all inmates, he has distributed 
40,000 cards and 25,000 tracts, written extensively in the papers, and lectured 
about the work.

II. Report from Board of Trustees 


To the District Meetings of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
“T can do all things through Christ which strengtheneth me.” Phil. 4:13. 


The Church exists for the propagation of Christianity, the emancipation of 
souls from the bondage of sin and darkness. The magnitude of the fields is 
beyond our comprehension and it is only the promises of Him, who is the Head 
of the Church, that gives courage to launch out from year to year. It is at 
His command our Church casts the net on the “right side,” trusting Him for 
the success of the work. His shall also be the glory. 

As the opportunities have presented themselves and one challenge after an- 
other has come, our Lord has given to the constituency of our Church grace 
to provide the necessary means by placing their gifts at the disposal of our 
Church until such contributions aggregate amounts that are perhaps larger 
than most of its members realize. 


These trusts must be carefully administered and it is with a deep sense 
of responsibility the Board of Trustees also through the year 1926 has en- 
deavored to care for the complexities of duties which devolve upon it. 


The Church at its general convention last year adopted the following 
resolution: 


“No legislation for the general Church Body shall be adopted at district 
conventions.” (See Annual Report, 1926, page 103, Par. 7.) 


In view of this resolution, the report hereby submitted will only be of a 
general character. 


General Survey 


Through the strenuous work of the Loan and Investment Committee of 
the Board of Trustees, delinquencies in payment of interest on farm loans have 
been greatly improved. Some have found it impossible to keep up payments 
of interest and taxes on account of poor crops and conditions that followed 
the War and some lands have been acquired, some of which have already 
been sold and it will necessarily require some time to liquidate these holdings. 
We have, however, every reason to believe that the ultimate outcome, con- 
sidering such loans as a whole, will be favorable. 


In view of the conditions in which some of the investments of Endowment 
Funds were when turned over to the present organization and also in view of 
the depressing financial conditions since that time, the Board of Trustees 
hereby reports that a marked improvement has been made. 


With reference to the placing of new loans, the Board of Trustees, through 
its Loan and Investment Committee, has placed this on a very careful and 
efficient basis. No loans are being made without a careful inspection of the 
premises and detailed field notes reported to the Committee and the greates 
of care is exercised in the investment of funds. : 


In view of the steady progress made financially by increased endowments, 
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added legacies received from year to year, as well as a wholesome develop- 
ment in general, our Church has reason to thank God who has so wonder- 
fully “established the work of our hands.” 


General Indebtedness 


The general indebtedness of the Church consists mostly of advances that 
have been made to different institutions in order to take care of emergencies 
or special needs that had to be met before the money could be raised, most 
of which will undoubtedly be taken care of except about one-half of the amount 
advanced Augustana College, which part the Church has assumed.

Budget Indebtedness 


$334,870.82 now has been raised for the budget indebtedness, while the ac- 
cumulated amount still to be raised now aggregates $502,597.56. 

It is much to be regretted that the final accounts had to be closed with 
a deficit of $69,726.88, which is included in the above amount. The Board 
feels that considering the endowment funds raised last year, it is very grati- 
fying and encouraging that the budget deficit for 1926 is not larger.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the District Meetings of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

“The Lord worked with them.” Mark 16:20. 

It was with confidence and hope our Church made appropriations for the 
work of the ensuing year. 

A retrospect at the close of the year brings to our minds how wonderfully the 
Lord has blessed the many endeavors of the Church and how He has worked 
through the Church. 


The Lord has given grace to its constituency to recognize the privileges 
as well as the obligations of those who are members of the household of God. 

God has given our people a vision of the greater work, hearts of devotion 
and willingness to sacrifice for a new determined advance and a forward pro- 
gram. It is with thanksgiving and praise to Him we close the year 1926. 

Inasmuch as the district conventions will not act on matters pertaining to 
the general church body, the Committee will this year submit only a brief 
report. 


General Status of the Budget 


The Church voted a budget in the amount of $1,078,665.36 for the fiscal year 
January 1st to December 31, 1926. A meeting of the general president of the 
Church, the District Presidents, District Financial Secretaries, Field Super- 
intendents and the finance committee was held and the budget plus a margin of 
15% apportioned to the districts. The congregations responded as follows: 

663 congregations contributed an aggregate amount of $33,217.50 in excess 
of their apportionment. 236 less than last year. 

367 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned. 4 less than 
last year. 

1,355 congregations contributed in part, but fell short an aggregate amount 
of $260,207.08. 75 less than last year. 

494 congregations did not contribute to Education. 56 more than last year. 

344 congregations did not contribute to Home Missiions. 36 more than 
last year. 

333 congregations did not contribute to Foreign Missions. 37 more than 
last year. 

447 congregations did not contribute to Charities. 47 more than last year. 

253 congregations did not contribute to any of the activities as represented 
by the budget. 15 more than last year.

The tabulation as shown above is an analysis of our giving to the Lord 
and visualizes this part of our work. 

While it is to be regretted that we had to close our accounts with a deficit 
for the educational budget of $56,979.60 and in the budget for home mission 
$12,747.28, making a total deficit of $69,726.88, it is, however, very gratifying 
that an amount of $13,622.82 was contributed for foreign missions and $1,831.75 
for charities in excess of the amount of disbursements. These amounts, in ac- 
cordance with resolutions of our church, have been placed at the disposal of 
the respective boards. The total amount contributed to the four activities is 
$1,032,971.59 or 93.2% of the total appropriations. 


Deficits 


According to resolutions adopted by the Church, the budget deficits were to 
be raised separately from the regular budget. As this work was progressing 
nicely and a net amount of $334,870.82 had been raised, the work had to be 
discontinued in order to give the Luther-St. Olaf College Endowment Fund 
campaign the right of way. While the balance of the budget indebtedness and 
the regular budget for the year would undoubtedly have been raised if the 
work could have continued, it must however be considered of a much greater 
consequence that minor campaigns were cancelled in order to center all efforts 
on the one project and that the endowment funds were raised. 

The committee in charge has as yet felt reluctant about resuming the com- 
pletion of the campaign for the budget indebtedness being so soon after the 
campaign for the endowment funds. 
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The following figures show the status of the budget deficits at the closing 
of the Treasurer’s accounts for the year:

The Women's Missionary Federation 


The work of the Women's Missionary Federation is characterized by 
efficiency and progress. Also this year has this organization rendered our 
Church most effective assistance. Much valuable information has been brought 
to our people through tracts and pamphlets. The general meeting of the Fed- 
eration, and the district and circuit meetings, have become a strong factor in 
bringing to the hearts of the women the unparalleled opportunities at home and 
abroad, the cries of need from the many in distress and the manner in which 
our Church endeavors to meet this challenge to service. These meetings are a 
promotional agency and an inspiration to more work, more prayer and a greater 
consecration. 

The results of the work of the Federation are noted by increased contribu- 
tions from year to year. The special projects such as Thank-offerings for Chris- 
tian Education, Mission boxes for Home and Foreign Missions and Self-denial 
offerings for Charities have brought most gratifying results. It is readily 
understood that it requires much work and careful study to carry out in detail 
this comprehensive plan of organization and the many willing workers, who 
have been in charge of this work, deserve any support and encouragement the 
Church can give them. The work of the Women’s Missionary Federation must 
be remembered with much gratitude. 


Young People’s Luther League 


The fact that the Young People have adopted the slogan: “Every leaguer 
a regular contributor to the Lord’s work” is an evidence of their interest in 
the general work and the welfare of our Church. 

An amount of $11,839.53 was contributed to the budget by the young people’s 
societies of our congregations. The hearty co-operation of the individual so- 
cieties, as well as the Luther League as a whole, in the general work speaks 
well for the future of our Church. 

It is much to be commended that in addition to the amount contributed to 
the regular budget, $10,876.37 has been raised for the 1926 project and the 
scholarship fund. The Young People are making their own the motive of, Him 
who came into the world to serve. '

I. REPORT 


a) Board of Publication 
To the District Conventions of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The year 1926 we experienced an unusual response from our church people 
in co-operating with Augsburg Publishing House in the distribution of Chris- 
tian literature. The young people are more and more considering it a personal 
matter to bring our church papers into the homes of the congregations, and in 
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this task they have received valuable counsel and guidance from their pastors. 
It is evident that the demand for good reading is on the increase among the 
men and women of our Church. 

The combined net profit for all departments of Augsburg Publishing House 
for the year 1926 amounted to $40,051. The Manufacturing Department has a 
net profit of $17,076.89; the Book Department, $15,778.48, and the church 
papers, $7,718.74. 

The circulation of our church papers as of December 31, 1926, was as 
follows: Lutheraneren, 21,188; Lutheran Church Herald, 17,179; Our Young 
People, 21,655; Lutheran Teacher, 4,202; Children’s Friend, 43,095; Little Folks, 
19,342; Barnevennen, 6,102; Teologisk Tidsskrift, 550. Total circulation of our 
Church and Sunday School papers, 133,308. Teologisk Tidsskrift and Barne- 
vennen had a small decrease, while the other papers had a substantial gain in 
circulation. 

A new publication was started in September, 1926: The Lutheran Teacher, 
a weekly paper published in the interest of Elementary Christian Education 
and under the auspices of the Board of Elementary Christian Education, with 
Dr. G. M. Bruce as Editor, and Rev. H. P. Grimsby, Associate Editor.

Annuities for 1926 
Donations from congregations, ladies’ aid societies and individuals during 
1926 amounted to $20,841.02. This amount, added to the regular income of the 
fund, made it possible to pay 226 annuitants at the rate of $320 for 1926, or a 
total of $67,745.91. 
The Board makes use of this opportunity to thank all who contributed to this 
needy and worthy cause. 


Annuities for 1927 
The annuity account for 1926 to be disbursed for annuities during 1927 
amounts to $55,647.00. We are starting out at the beginning of the year with 90 
old age annuitants, 8 sick annuitants, 119 widow annuitants, and two pensions 
to 3 orphans, a total of 220, to which a number will probably be added during the 
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year. These beneficiaries will receive the usual amount, 320 dollars, only on the 
condition that the congregations take an offering during 1927 for this purpose, 
and that the ladies’ aid societies send in a contribution toward it. 

All general conventions and district conventions have passed resolutions since 
1917 asking the pastors to take an offering each year for the payment of the 
annuity. 

When we remember that most of them have little or nothing else to live on 
than the annuity that they receive from the Church, it beomes a serious matter 
both for them and for the Church. 


How to Solve the Pension Problems 


We cannot take up space in an annual report to consider the necessity, justice 
and importance of the minister’s pension. We must take that for granted, as the 
Church, by establishing its pension fund, has recognized its duty towards the 
retired minister. 


Church Pension Funds—What Other Denominations are Doing 


The problem of adequately pensioning their ministry confronts each denomi- 
nation and has been receiving most earnest thought in many of the leading ones. 
_It has been clearly demonstrated that Relief grants or Annuity plans that 
depend upon income from endowment funds and places in the benevolence budget 
for their support are not adequate enough, nor is their income sure enough, and 
therefore, such plans can never be solutions of the pension problems. 

The real solution lies in the establishment of modern reserve pension plans, 
providing larger schedules of benefits financed through direct payments from 
the ministers and the local churches to the Pension Funds. Such plans are 
operated on an actuarial reserve basis, the funds necessary to provide the benefits 
outlined being accumulated during the years of the active service of the minister. 

The Congregationalists and the Northern Baptists have in operation reserve 
pension plans financed by payments equivalent to 6% of the salary basis of the 
minister. These payments make very satisfactory provision for age annuities 
to men rendering full service under the plans, but the funds are not sufficient to 
make adequate provision for the ministers in the event of early disability or for 
the widows in the event of death—early in the accumulation periods. 

* In the Congregational Churches they have raised a large endowment fund, 
called the Pilgrim Memorial Fund, the income of which is designed to pay a con- 
siderable part of the 6% dues. The local church is expected to share the pastor’s 
dues with him in paying the remainder of the 6% dues. 

Out of funds raised for the purpose, the Northern Baptists are providing 70% 
of the current dues after the first year, leaving but 30% to be paid by the minister 
and the local church. 

The Episcopalians have in successful operation a plan financed by payments 
wholly on the part of the local church, of amounts equivalent to 744% of the 
rector’s salary no contribution being asked from him. This plan makes larger 
provision for the minister and his family than the 6% plans above referred to. 

The Northern Presbyterians will soon have in operation a Plan based upon 
10% payments—shared 714% by the local church and 21% by the minister. 
These larger payments will enable the Pension Board of the Presbyterian Church 
to provide more satisfactory schedules of benefits than can be provided through 
the 6% and 74%9% plans. 

The Northern Methodists and the Disciples of Christ have in preparation 
plans that will probably require payments of 1014%4%, shared 8% by the local 
church and 214% by the minister. They will be able to provide even more satis- 
factory schedules of benefits. 

The current payments above referred to do not provide annuity credits based 
upon service rendered prior to the inauguration of the New Plan. This con- 
stitutes what is called the “accrued liability” problem, which is financed separate- 
ly by raising sums of money to be used principal and interest for that specific 
urpose. 

‘i rhe Episcopal Church raised a fund more than $8,000,000 for this purpose, 
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and the Northern Presbyterian Church is now in the midst of a campaign for 
$15,000,000 for accrued liabilities. i 

While the several modern reserve pension plans that have been put into 
operation or are being completed may differ in their details, they are alike in 
their fundamental principles, in that they provide a minimum of protection 
to the widow and minor children, to the minister in the event of his disability 
and also there are set aside each year, sums of money to provide annuity credits 
payable in later years, on account of each such year of service. The minister's 
future pension, therefore, becomes the sum total of annuity credits relating 
back to particular years of service with special provision for the financing of 
annuity credits on account of service rendered prior to the operation of the 
New Plan. 

The benefits provided under the plans in operation or in process of forma- 
tion in the other denominations might be summarized as follows: 

1. Age Annuities: Payable upon retirement, building to amounts approxi- 
mating half the average salary during service. 

2. Disability Annuities: Payable upon total and permanent disability oc- 
curring prior to retirement—in amounts approximating 40 to 45% of the current 
salary with a reasonable minimum. ; 

3. Death Benefits: Approximating $500 to $1,000 payable to the widow, if 
any, or minor children at the death of the minister while in active service. 

4. Widows’ Annuities: Approximating one-t lf of the minister’s annuity 
with not less than $300. 

5. Minor Children’s Annuities: Providing $100 to each minor child, with 
provision as to educational requirements between ages 18 and 21, and subject 
to limits as to the maximum amounts of Widows’ and Minor Children’s Annui- 
ties combined. 

6. Benefits payable upon withdrawal from the service of the Church, so that 
there would be no forfeiture of the money paid in by the minister. 

These benefits are financed by regular yearly payments into the Fund, as 
items of expense rather than benevolence, by the local churches alone, or shared 
by the minister. The payments range from amounts equivalent to 6% up to 
10%% of the minister’s salary, with the developments rather favoring the latter 
1014%, so as to provide the larger benefits as outlined above. 

Under all the plans considered, those who are now drawing annuities and 
those who are now members of an existing pension or annuity fund are assured 
of receiving not less than the benefits now being paid by the respective funds. 

Provision is further made for increasing these payments as available resources 
justify. 

Your Board of Pensions believe, that the time has come when these principles 
should be recognized, in the matter of the proper planning and financing for the 
protection of the ministers of the Norwegian Lutheran Church, and for their 
families. 

It is very clear to your Board that our Church should put into operation a 
reserve pension plan covering all ministers in active service. 

Pursuant to the order of the General Convention of 1926, your Board is, there- 
fore, preparing a reserve pension plan to be presented for the consideration of 
the 1928 Convention, but which will be submitted beforehand and in plenty of 
time for adequate study, to the ministers and the members of the Church. 


The Liabilities of the Present Fund 


Our present fund prior to the last Convention required the setting aside of all 
the principal into an endowment fund. Under this plan we are barely able to 
pay the $320 a year now being paid with every prospect that these payments 
will have to be reduced if the present plan is continued without further change. 

It is probable that without adding new members to the Fund, the pension roll 
of the present fund will gradually increase during the next twenty years until 
it reaches its peak with 600 annuitants. Then it will begin to go down and grow 
smaller and smaller until the last annuitant is dead. Each new member means 
an added liability. In taking in more members, the peak will not be reached as 
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long as the number of our ministers is increasing; the liabilities will continue 
to increase accordingly. 

It would require a fund in excess of $3,500,000 to finance to the full $500 
the annuity payments under the Old Plan, without adding any new members. 
This would be a reserve fund to be used up both as to principal and interest.

ANNUAL REPORT FROM THE BOARD OF ELEMENTARY 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Board of Elementary Christian Education held ten regular meetings 
last year, and many special committee meetings to discuss ways and means of 
promoting the all important cause of religious education in our Church. All 
Board members have spoken the cause at rallies, institutes and circuit meetings 
when called upon. Our executive secretary, Dr. Tanner, has given a great deal 
of his time to correspondence and conferences with district and circuit officers 
and institute instructors, besides all his speaking appointments. 


A committee of the Board has had conferences with respresentatives from 
the Augusta Synod, the Joint Synod of Ohio, the Iowa Synod, the United 
Danish Church, the Lutheran Free Church, and the United Lutheran Church 
regarding fundamental principles in Christian Education. Another committee 
elected by our Board, Rev. J. N. Andersen and Prof. C..A. Mellby, had also had 
conferences with representatives from the above mentioned Lutheran Synods 
regarding the publication of a uniform English translation of Luther’s Cate- 
chism by 1929. The special committee on translation is: Dr. J. Sheatsley, Dr. 
C. A. Mellby, Dr. G. A. Fahlund and Dr. Mattes. 


We are very glad to note the increasing interest in Christian Education on 
the part of district officers, pastors and congregations. Especially it is very 
encouraging to note the effort put forth in raising the standard and efficiency 
of religious instruction in our congregations. 


Experience has taught us that the best method of arousing interest in and 
a better understanding of the importance of Christian Education is through 
institutes, rallies and circuit meetings. Pastors, teachers and parents are very 
interested in such meetings. During the last year 38 teachers’ institutes were 
conducted in the different districts of our church and about 1400 pastors and 
teachers were in attendance. Part time field workers were employed to conduct 
these institutes and to help organize the work in the circuits. 
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Every circuit in our Church should by this time have its Board of Elemen- 
tary Christian Education, whose duty and privilege it should be among other 
things, also to arrange for teachers’ institutes in the circuit every year. Be- 
cause of the small appropriation allowed the General Board, the Circuit Boards 
and local congregations where institutes are held will have to finance the cir- 
cuit institutes. But if the institutes are properly advertised collection received 
will.in most cases cover all necessary expenses. 

One of the greatest problems before us is how to secure efficient teachers. 
Those who are in the service must be helped and future teachers must be 
trained. It is especially thru teachers’ training classes in the local congregations 
and thru Bible classes that we can help our teachers and secure new ones. The 
Board is glad to report a growing interest also in this part of the work. 

At the last annual meeting of our Church our Board was authorized to call 
a full time field worker. The Board called Rev. J. N. Andersen of Story City, 
Iowa, for this position with the title of Synodical Director of Elementary 
Christian Education. Rev. Andersen has moved to Minneapolis and assumed 
his duties Jan. 1, 1927. Rev. Andersen will gladly accept invitations to speak 
at institutes and other meetings as far as his time permits, and without any cost, 
since his expenses are paid by the General Board. Invitations are coming in so 
fast that Rev. Andersen has already had to decline many of them, and in two 
months he has traveled over 9000 miles on speaking tours. 

Fifteen congregations received help from the Aid Fund last year, assisting 
them in conducting 310 days of school for 388 children at an expense of $1.44 
per child. Our endowment fund for Elementary Christian Education now 
amounts to $23,868.00. Those who are interested in real mission work can find 
no better investment than to help increase our endowment fund for Christian 
Education. ; 

The Week-Day School of Religion is increasing very rapidly in several 
states of the Union. In Minnesota about 400 such schools were in operation the 
Education, is raising the standard of efficiency in instruction in Christianity 
last year. At least 120 of our own congregations in Minnesota had Week Day 
Schools, and about 6,500 of our children were in attendance. The Week-Day 
School of Religion is opening the eyes of parents to the need of Christian 
education and thereby making religious education interesting to the children. 
Where the opportunity is given and congregations can afford it, they should 
by all means organize Week-Day Schools of Christian education. ) 

The last annual meeting of our Church authorized our Board to publish 
a paper for teachers and pastors. "The Lutheran Teacher” has therefore been 
published since last September, and has at present a circulation of 4,500 copies. 
Our other Sunday School papers have at present the following circulation: 
“Our Young People”, 22,600 copies, “Children’s Friend”, 44,400 copies, “Little 
Folks”, 19,500 copies, and “Barnevennen”, 5,600 copies. Our papers are ably 
edited and we urge all our Sunday Schools to use our own papers rather than 
Reformed papers. One way in which pastors and teachers can help improve 
our papers is to send in brief articles and news items of interest to the editors. 

Certain Publishing Houses state in circulars that they are especially inter- 
ested in rural schools and are especially equipped to provide needed supplies 
at a very low cost. Our own Publishing House is prepared to furnish any of 
our Sunday Schools with all supplies that they require, and we urge our Schools 
to make inquiries at our own Publishing House before ordering supplies else- 
where. 

Our Board used less than half of its appropriation last year, as follows: 
Board expenses, $403.03; field work, $2,481.55; and the Aid Fund, $530.00; total, 
$3,414.58. 

During the last year the Board published the second and third quarter of 
“Manual of Bible Teachings,” and the last two quarters of “Elementary In- 
troduction to the Bible.’ The Board has previously published “Lessons on the 
Life of Christ,” “Elementary Christian Psychology,” “Adult Class Manual” 
and three pamphlets: “Plan of Organization,” “Week Day Church School, 
and “Teacher’s Training.” 
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Again the Board wants to emphasize the importance of home training and 
home cooperation with the teaching agencies of the congregation. Without 
Christian influence, nurture and discipline in the home, the best of Christian in- 
struction outside the home will largely fall on barren ground.

1. Eastern District 
A) President’s Report 


Acts 1, 8: “But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: And ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 

The Apostle had from Christ received the commission to make disciples. 
With the world as their field this opened to them a work of tremendous 
magnitude, placed upon them the heaviest responsibility that has ever been 
given a group of men to carry and gave to them the greatest privilege that 
has ever on this earth been enjoyed by mortal man. å 

With Christ's commission still ringing in their ears, with their eyes upon 
the vast field of labor, wellnigh overwhelmed by the greatness of the task, 
trembling under the weight of their responsibility, but withal happy to know 
that the privilege was theirs, to bring to dying humanity life eternal in Jesus 
Christ—in this state of mingled anxiety and joy—they receive the assuring 
words of Christ in Acts 1, 8: "But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: And ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 

In a sense the work of the Apostles has been completed, viz., when the 
Lord called them away from the Church militant to the Church triumphant. 
In another sense their work was only a beginning—to lay a good foundation 
upon which succeeding generations until the end of time might build. 

Following the latter thought the race is still on, to reach the uttermost 
part of the earth and make disciples of all nations. The torch has been handed 
on. Now it is for us to run. Now has come our shift to work. 

For us, too, there is the vast field, the great responsibility, and the wonderful 
privilege. But how can we, aye, how must we carry on the work assigned 
to us? The words of Acts 1, 8, are as applicable today to our needs as in the 
days of the Apostles to their needs. å 

I. "But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 

ot 

å It is evident that the Apostles would have been utterly helpless to carry 
out the command of the Lord had not the power come upon them from on 
high. The written marvel of the ages, the Bible, would not have come down 
to us from these and the Old Testament Holy men of God had they not been 
“moved by the Holy Ghost.” The conversion of 3000 on the first day of 
Pentecost would not have taken place by the power of Peter's eloquence. It 
was the Spirit of God who there and then manifested His power. 

If our pastors, our congregations, our Church, shall perform the tasks laid 
upon us by the Lord, we, too, need first of all to "receive power.” And the 
power must come today as of yore, not from any human or human-made 
source, but from the Holy Ghost. O that the Spirit might take possession of 
our hearts and fill us with power to do our work, to carry the torch onward 
along the course, to complete our part of the unfinished race! 

In order that the Holy Spirit may fill us with His divine power and love 
it behooves us to seek Him where He may be found—in prayerful meditation 
upon His Word and devout use of His holy sacraments. 

Friends, with the family altars in ruin and many of the pulpits of the 
Christian churches desecrated by the materialistic and Godless philosophy of 
heathen minds, making the rostrums the playground of human nostrums, we 
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need to shout again and anon a warning and an exhortation, "Remove not the 
ancient landmark, which thy fathers have set.” 

Let the Word of Christ dwell among you richly! Restore the family altar! 
Preach the Word in season and out of season! Be instant in prayer! Then, 
and only then, can we come to the knowledge of our own sin and guilt and 
receive faith in the grace of God in Jesus Christ. Then, only, can we look for 
the “power” from on high without which we labor in vain. å 

Then, though the magnitude of the task may overwhelm us, though many 
may leave the old green pastures and the running waters of the pure Gospel, 
we need have no fear, knowing that God lives, is still Almighty, is still with 
us, still fulfilling His glorious promise, "But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 

II. “And ye shall be witnesses unto me.” 

The Lord desires to use human beings as His agents to carry the water of 
life to dying mankind. 

“Ye shall be witnesses.” Ye, Peter, John, Andrew, Thomas, Paul. Today 
He would surely have us apply this also to us of the Lutheran church and 
say, ye of the Lutheran church of America shall be witnesses. 


In other words, the Lord gives us work to do, work. Idleness has no place 
in the Christian church. “Shall we whose souls are lighted with wisdom from 
on high, shall we to man benighted the light of life deny?” As pastors and 
congregations we are called to work. It is encouraging to note, that most of 
our pastors and most of our congregations are conscious of their privilege and 
responsibility and are consumed by the desire to give their time, their strength 
and their means to the work that the Lord of the church has assigned to us. 
I have been tremendously moved by the evident willingness on the part of 
our pastors and their faithful help-meets to give their all to the work of the 
Church. And in some cases I can testify to the same effect regarding con- 
gregations. 

One may ask, what do you mean by the “work” of the Church. I mean 
that which Christ says, "ye shall be witnesses unto me.” As far as my knowl- 
edge goes the pastors of our churches and thus also the churches are witnesses 
unto Christ. While the controversy is raging in other camps, Modernism 
versus Fundamentalism, we can rejoice in the fact that we stand in the 
N. L. C. A. with a solid front on the impregnable Rock of Ages. Our two 
Church papers have carried on a rather protracted discussion regarding the 
separation of Church and State which has revolved about a proposed law in 
the State of Minnesota. The two papers have had divergent views on this 
incidental matter, viz., the proposition submitted to the State Legislature of 
Minnesota. But let us with thanks to God recognize the big, outstanding fact 
that in the fundamental question of the Bible vs. falsely so-called science, of 
Christianity vs. materialism, our spokesmen, the editors of these papers, "Lu- 
theraneren” and “Lutheran Church Herald,” have stood shoulder to shoulder. 
The creation of man in the image of God, man’s fall into sin and consequent 
total depravity, the virgin birth, the divinity of Christ, the vicarious suffering 
of our Savior and full atonement through His blood for the sins of the world 
salvation by the grace of God through the righteousness which is in Christ 
Jesus, the verbal inspiration of the Bible—on these and other cardinal doctrines 
of the Lutheran church, we stand united. We are Fundamentalists. Let us 
proclaim it to the ends of the earth, and thank God that we have the glorious 
privilege of being witnesses unto Him Who redeemed us upon the Cross with 
His own precious blood. 

III. “Both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

The Master opens the various doors to the workers as they go forth. 
There was work at home and work abroad for His disciples. These same 
doors have been opened to us. Arranged or Classified in four departments, 
Education, Home Mission, Charity, and Foreign Mission, we see the same 
doors that were opened to the first disciples of Christ, “in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 
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Our program at this convention has been arranged in such a way as to 
bring messages to us from these various departments. Printed reports will 
be given by the heads of departments. The President of our Church has also 
in his report stressed many matters of general interest. I shall therefore 
endeavor to confine myself to the matters pertaining to the work of our 
Church within the borders of our Eastern District. 


Home Mission 


4 A considerable part of my time since our last convention has been spent 
in the home mission field and in deliberations regarding the work in this field. 
The field is truly great and ripe to the harvest. If we only had the means to 
call the men we need, and had the means to assist them to the fullest extent 
when they had been called! The Mission Committee has endeavored to reduce 
the appropriation to the various congregations along the whole line and urged 
the congregations to become self-supporting as soon as possible. The St. 
Albans congregation served by Rev. C. A. Crouch has already built an addition 
to the portable church donated to the congregation and erected last year. It 
has pledged $50.00 per month toward the pastor's salary. The Edison Park 
congregation has been given a portable chapel for a period of two years by the 
Home Mission Board. The chapel has cost the mission $1,600.00. The 
members of the congregation erected it in about four days. The chapel will 
be owned by the Home Mission Board and moved in the course of time to 
another location. It is expected that the congregation at Edison Park in 
two years will be able to build their own church. In Belmont Park, Chicago, 
Rev. E. G. Nilsen has opened another mission, where about 200 children are 
enrolled in the Sunday School. He has built a chapel which is to serve as a 
temporary place of worship. Some money has been collected toward a lot for 
‘a permanent church home, where we hope by the grace of God and the efforts 
of the people gathered into the church together with the aid of Church Ex- 
tension, to have a church in the not distant future. In Detroit Rev. Beri, 
Gabrielson and his faithful assistants in the congregation have opened a mis- 
sion in a hall in a promising field. The Sunday School already looks as large 
as that of the mother church. I believe there are over 100 children enrolled. 
A parish worker or an assistant pastor will soon be needed to take care of 
this work. At Muskegon Heights our little congregation is patiently waiting 
for a pastor to take up the work in this promising field. A chapel has already 
been built and over 100 children enrolled in Sunday School. I mention these 
things merely to give a glimpse of the field. 

If our Church is to assume greater and greater financial burdens to support 
our Christian schools, foreign missions and charity, it seems very clear to me 
that it is almost imperative to grow, first, inwardly in love to Christ and willing- 
ness to work and sacrifice, but, secondly, outwardly in capacity to work and 
give. This growth cannot be accomplished through the other three activities 
of our Church. The more our schools, our foreign mission and our charitable 
institutions expand, the greater will be the cost to the Church. But the home 
mission field gives us more and more strength to carry an increased load as it 
grows. Let us, therefore, particularly at this time when our foreign mission 
work is crippled, owing to conditions in China, improve the opportunity to 
carry on a more vigorous home mission work than ever before. 

It seems to me that the individual congregations and pastors do not grasp 
every opportunity to establish and support mission stations in their own 
vicinity. In some places mission congregations have been worked up until 
they are almost selfsupporting when they are finally turned over to the Home 
Mission Committee. 

Older congregations may also at times need an admonition to release its 
members to struggling missions of our own Church within whose natural 
parish boundaries such members may live. The spirit shown by Our Savior’s 
congregation of Milwaukee toward one of our missions is the spirit that 
wins our approval and surely that of God. This congregation turned its whole 
branch Sunday School over to the mission when this moved close enough to 
take care of it and stands ready to release the members that may wish to be 
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transferred. The mission has also shown the right spirit in giving up its >wn 
location and giving heed to the advice of the older congregation and the Home 
Mission Committee in the selection of a permanent location for the church. 

May God fill our hearts with love and give us a broadened vision of the 
work before us. 


Elementary Christian Education 


I cannot refrain from calling your attention, especially, to that part of 
President Aasgaard’s report which deals with the subject of the instruction 
of the children. Would that we might translate this admonition into fruitful 
work. The future of our Church and our country will to a very great extent 
depend upon our performance of this sacred duty of instructing our children 
in the way that they should walk. God has spoken clearly in this matter and 
promised to reward us richly if we are faithful. May we by a faithful perform- 
ance of this duty and privilege become a blessing to coming generations and 
by the grace of God some day be permitted to stand before our Redeemer 
who loved also the little children and say, "Here am I and the children Thou 
gavest me.”

Rev. J. Nordby, attended part of 
the convention of our Church last year when he was stricken with illness from 
which he did not recover. He passed away a few weeks later at the St: Paul 
Hospital. Rev. R. O. Brandt, McFarland, Wis., was stricken while attending 
a meeting of his congregation, March 24. Rev. B. O. Steffenson was suddenly 
bereft of his helpmeet when their automobile was struck by a train. The Lord 
has also called away from this life Mrs. O. H. Stenson, the wife of Rev. O. H. 
Stenson. Rev. and Mrs. L. S. Marvick have lost a daughter. Rev. and Mrs. 
Helmer Halvorson likewise mourn the loss of a daughter. Appropriate resolu- 
tions will be adopted at this convention. 


Children’s Homes 


The Homme Children’s Home, Wittenberg, Wis., has not only taken care of 
its own children but also made room for a number of the children rendered 
homeless on account of the destruction of the Martin Luther Home at Stough- 
ton. Though I have not had the opportunity of visiting our institutions at 
Wittenberg this year, many good reports have come to me through various 
sources. The children’s home has evidently had a very good year and been 
permitted to do its work in the usual efficient manner. 

The Martin Luther Children’s Home is still not in shape to function. A 
splendid building has been erected but the heating plant and laundry have not 
been built. The decision of the Church to carry out the policy of “pay as you 
go” and not to incur a debt on account of these buildings has made it im- 
possible to proceed more rapidly with the completion of this plant. It seems 
that a sum of about $6,000 is needed to complete the heating plant and laundry 
and to furnish the main building. I sincerely hope that this amount will be 
forthcoming very soon, There are no doubt many congregations in the district 
that have contributed nothing to this cause. The Women’s Missionary Federa- 
tion has carried on the work with energy and zeal. Let us back them up and 
finish the task! 

We are happy to welcome the new superintendent, Mr. Arthur Bragstad, 
who comes to us with fine recommendations, with much of valuable experience 
and with the good wishes of our Church, that God will bless his work. 

The Edison Park Children’s Home, Chicago, is not an institution of our 
Church directly, but it is to a considerable extent supported by our Church 
people and gives our Church an opportunity to do no small amount of mission 
work through the superintendent and teaching staff and through the neigh- 
boring church and pastor. Rev. Roy Harrisville has during the year confirmed 
a class of the children of this Home. An effort is being made to add more 
buildings to the institution. “A chapel, a gift from one man and his wife, is 
already under construction and an effort is under way to gather funds for a 
new heating plant. May the Lord bless these efforts! 


Hames for the Aged 


The Homes for the Aged, the Homme, Wittenberg, Wis., and the Skaalen, 
Stoughton, Wis., have had another year of blessed work for the aged who have 
sought their shelter and comfort. Rev. B. J. Larson, who has been in the 
service of the Church as superintendent of the Skaalen Home, has resigned. 
A number of improvements have been made in regard to equipment during his 
superintendency. The barn has been greatly enlarged and a Holstein herd that 
has won statewide recognition has been developed. 

Mr. Bragstad, the Superintendent of the Children’s Home, will superintend 
the work also at the Home for the Aged. The two farms are adjoining one 
another, making this a practical arrangement in more ways than one. 

It has been my good fortune to visit at the Eger Old People’s Home, 
Staten Island, New York. The beautiful location, the rather unusual furnish- 
ings and the cheerful Christian atmosphere make this an ideal haven of rest 
for the aged who have wearied of the mad rush in the whirlpool of the great 
metropolis. The Atlantic Circuit is sponsoring the work at this Home. May 
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their efforts to raise much needed funds to wipe out the debt on the institution 
be crowned with success! 


Our Schools 


06 has fallen to my lot to visit but one of the three schools of our district 
this year, namely Pleasant View, Ottawa, Ill, where I had the honor of 
installing Prof. Rader as the President of the institution last fall. 

I believe it may be truly said that our schools have had a successful year, 
especially since we do not measure success here according to numbers. Owing 
to the increasing number and strength of the high schools the academies have 
their serious financial problems. It seems clear that more support must be 
given our academies if they are to continue to render the service which they 
are capable of rendering our Church. Serious consideration might be given the 
question of “a broader and more general program” for the academies, as 
suggested by one of our school men, in order to “make them better instru- 
ments in furthering the mission of the Church.” This question will no doubt 
be considered by the socalled “Survey Committee” of our Church. But it is 
well that all of us give these vital matters touching our schools most serious 
thought, because in the last analysis the Church must act also in this matter. 
May God grant us continued wisdom, courage and willingness to build and 
maintain our Christian Schools! — 

A committee representing the three schools of our district will lay before 
the district a proposition touching the future of these schools. Sympathetic 
and earnest consideration should be given this matter. In dealing with this 
important question it is well to bear in mind: 

1) The district cannot legally hold property because the district is not 
incorporated and therefore not recognized as a legal entity. 

2) The district can manage property under certain conditions, for instance, 
the N. L. C. A. which is incorporated and which can legally hold property, 
might by a proper resolution authorize the district through its officials or 
through a committee elected in accordance with instructions given by the 
Church Body, to manage a certain piece of property, but the district cannot of 
its own authority undertake to manage property which is owned and held by 
the entire Church Body. 

3) The district has not at this time the power to appropriate for its use 
money raised for the general education budget from which under the present 
arrangement the secondary schools are subsidized. The N. L. C. A. determines 
the budget and allocates it and appropriates it to the various districts and 
activities. Consequently a resolution by the N. L. C. A. would be required in 
order to give the districts a clear field in this matter. 

4) The district has delegated powers under a constitution adopted by the 
N. L. C. A. It has no other powers than those thus delegated. Any amend- 
ment to the district constitution and any additional powers must therefore of 
necessity originate and be derived from the same source, tuer NA GN 

I am not now attempting to debate the question or express an opinion as to 
the merits of the cause, but merely directing attention to our form of organiza- 
tion and consequent mode of procedure. 


The Deaconess Home and Hospital, Chicago, 


deserves our united and enthusiastic support in its endeavor to provide a 
home for the sisters and nurses. These faithful workers, who have given their 
life unselfishly to the service of our Church whether it takes them to the 
mission fields of Alaska, China, Africa, or the slums of Chicago, have been 
waiting for years for a suitable home. Now their hopes are by the grace of 
God to be realized. Through the generous gift of Dr. E. E. Henderson an 
example has been set. May we all again join wholeheartedly in the efforts 
made by the good women of our Church to complete this project. 

In Brooklyn the blessed work of our consecrated deaconesses has been 
carried on through the Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital. 
May the Lord continue to bless these institutions. 
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The Seamen’s Mission 


at Boston is very successfully carrying on the work of our Church among the 
seafaring men. The sailors will tell us that they meet with few men in this 
work whom they learn to love and respect as they do our missionary, Rev. 
Axel Bergh. When the Christmas cards come to us from this mission, let 
us gladly respond. It is remarkable to note the amount of money that these 
cards may bring and the amount of good the dollars that are returned in 
response accomplish. 


The Indian Mission 


has been laid upon our hearts in various ways by the Women’s Missionary 
Federation. When we hear of the little chap who died last fall after a hearty 
meal of good nourishing food at the home because his starved body was unable 
to assimilate the food, having subsisted before his coming there on grass, and 
when we hear that nearly all of the children who came to our school were 
greatly undernourished,—when we think of this and that they are starving also 
spiritually out in the woods, can we fail to burn in our zeal to help them and 
cave them in the name of Him who has redeemed also these children of the 
woods with His own precious blood. 


The Immigration Mission 


is quietly and systematically doing its work among those who come and go 
through the great port on the Atlantic. It has been suggested that this mission 
might in some way see to it that the name of every immigrant to this country 
and within reach of this mission might be sent to the pastor of our church 
nearest to the immigrant’s destination in order that the church might continue 
to minister to his wants, in the hope that the immigrant might in time become 
a member of the church and continue in covenant relations with God. 


The Mission Home, Chicago 


Upon a number of visits at this institution, I have been impressed with the 
opportunities offered in the great cities to do protective and preventive work 
by the church in providing proper environment for the homeless. The girls 
coming as strangers to Chicago will find a fine Christian home in this institu- 
tion, among people of our own faith. å 


Various Missions 


My time has not permitted me to visit the headquarters of other missions 
in our district, the Day Nurseries, the Kindergarten, City, Slum and Hospital 
Missions, the Home Finding Society of Illinois and other states, but reports of 
their work will no doubt be given by the proper officials. = 


National Lutheran Council 


May 1 be permitted to call your attention to the stirring appeal of our 
general President, in his message, in behalf of the afflicted Lutherans in Europe. 
Without detracting from the works of mercy carried on by others through 
their Near East Relief, and other agencies, this European Relief carried on 
through the agency known as the National Lutheran Council is clearly our 
special field, for which we must be held responsible. Dr. J. A. Morehead, 
Executive Secretary of the National Lutheran Council, has been kind enough 
to promise to present this cause at our convention in person. I bespeak for 
him your sympathetic attention. 


Uniform Church Liturgy 


A resolution adopted by the La Crosse special conference, relative to 

church liturgy, merits some attention in my opinion. I therefore quote it in 
toto: 
Resolution adopted by the La Crosse special conference in re-uniform 
liturgy for the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: "Whereas, there 
exists a deplorable lack of uniformity in the liturgical services within the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and— 
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Whereas, such lack of uniformity can be corrected largely by a revision of 
the various editions of Liturgy for Church services formerly edited and pub- 
lished by the three former church bodies, now constituting the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America, and— 

Whereas, it is highly desirable that the true unity now existing within 
said Church should find its expression in a uniform Liturgy. Now, therefore, 
be it resolved that it is the recommendation of the La Crosse special conference 
assembled at La Crosse, Wisconsin, this 7th day of April, 1927, that the 
district meetings, to be held this year, take steps to have said matter brought 
before the general church convention in 1928. 

Be it further resolved that the secretary be and is hereby instructed to for- 
ward this resolution to President Aasgaard and to the district .presidents.”

C) Resolutions 


I. Church Affairs | 


1. The work in the field of Home Mission has received a great deal of at- 
tention. As a work of paramount importance in our Church, Home Mission 
activities deserve the continued support necessary to insure their prosperity. 

2. The various institutions of charity within the district deserve well of 
the constituency of the District, and measures tending to their increased use- 
fulness deserve the favorable attention of the convention. 

3. The matter of Christian Education of all grades is ever of vital im- 
portance to a Lutheran Church Body. The measures concerted by the N. L. 
C. A. for promoting Christian education ought therefore, to receive the hearty 
support of every loyal church member. 

‘he primary education, in the home, the Sunday school and the vacation 
school, deserves greater attention than it has received from our congregations 
hitherto. ø 

Our secondary schools, the three academies of our district are performing 
a work of the greatest possible importance to our Church. 

It is recommended, therefore, that the committee recently elected by them 
to look after their interests and to propose a plan for their adequate and fair 
support be made the committee of the Eastern District for the same purpose, 
and that their plan for such support be submitted to the convention as soon as 
possible. 

4. The usefulness of letters of transfer and of keeping pastors informed 
of the individuals and families moving from one parish to the other deserves 
to be noticed and to be impressed upon the minds of our pastors. 

5. It may serve a useful purpose to elect a committee to consider the ad- 
visability of urging a more uniform liturgy within our Church. 

6. With gratitude to God who is the Author of all good work, we thank 
the pastors and congregations of our District for the faithful and efficient work 
done during the past year. 


Election of President 


Rev. D. G. Ristad moved it is the sense of this convention that the Rev. 
O. J. H. Preus is President of the Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America to the end of the unexpired term, 1931, and that this con- 
vention elects a Vice-President. Adopted. 

The following motion was adopted: 

That the committee be instructed to prepare a resolution setting forth that 
the Eastern District’s interpretation of the constitution is that when a vacancy 
occurs in the Presidency, the Vice-President becomes the President without 
any further election and that this resolution be forwarded to the other District 
* meetings. 

Rey. S. Gunderson moved that the Secretary be authorized to cast the ballot. 
The Secretary then cast the ballot for the Rev. O. J. H. Preus as President 
of the Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America for the 
unexpired term of the late President J. Nordby (to 1931). 

The Chairman declared President Preus elected President for the unexpired 


term. 
II. School Affairs 


1. The Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in 
convention assembled voices its thanks to Almighty God for the blessings 
which have attended the educational work of our Church both in the field 
of the elementary, secondary and higher Christian education and rejoices in a 
greater realization on the part of our congregations of the importance to our 
Church of continual and diligent attention to our opportunities and obligations 
in the field of Christian Education. 

2. The District meeting endorses the sentiments expressed in the report 
of the Board of Education and calls special attention to the following para- 
graph of that report: 


i 
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“In this age, when unbelief so aggressively operates through practically 
all opinion—creating agencies, and particularly through that of education, it 
should be a source of joy that as a church body we have been permitted to 
hold a section of the educational field for the cause of Christ and the advance- 
ment of the Kingdom of God among men.” 

3. The District meeting calls the attention of our pastors and congregations 
to the timely message of the General President on the subject of Elementary 
le ge Education in his report to the Church and in that connection recom- 
mends: 

(a) Provision for the training of the teachers of our Sunday Schools; 

(b) Support of Sunday School Teachers’ institutes in connection with the 
Circuits. 

(c) Continuation classes for our boys and girls after confirmation. 

(d) The service of our Young People’s Societies not so much as a social 
unit in the congregations as an effective agency in Christian Education. 

4. In view of the fact that the Teachers’ Association of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church has passed a resolution requesting that we again adopt the 
custom of salaried teacher in our congregations, the district meeting recom- 
mends that the Board of Elementary Christian Education in the Church at 
large take this matter under advisement and bring its recommendations to the 
general convention of the Church. 

5. The District meeting recommends for consideration at this meeting the 
findings of the special committee representing the academies of our District. 

6. We are grateful to Almighty God for the protection He has given our 
Higher Educational Institutions and for the growth and success He has per- 
mitted them to enjoy. We also rejoice in the response shown on the part of 
our congregations in the wonderful success of the endowment campaign for 
our Colleges. 


Report on the Schools in the Eastern District t 


In view of the fact that nothing definite has been done in the Eastern District 
to complete the Endowment Fund of $150,000 voted at the District meeting at 
Stoughton in June 1919 to be raised for the three academies, namely Gale 
College, Central Wisconsin College, and Pleasant View College for the support 
of these schools, and, 

Whereas, it is conceded that our Secondary Christian Schools are an im- 
portant branch of our Home Mission Activities in our Church, and are doing 
a work of inestimable value to our young people in keeping them in the Lu- 
theran Faith and as active workers in our Church, and, 

Whereas, the support and appropriations by the Church at large are decreas- 
ing instead of increasing, and it has become evident that these institutions 
cannot survive and continue their good work unless some substantial aid or 
support is given them immediately, therefore, be it resolved, that the Eastern 
District in biennial convention, at this time petition and recommend that the 
three academies, subsidized secondary schools, be granted, by the Norwegian 
‘Lutheran Church of America, twenty-five percent of the total amount paid in, 
in the District towards the educational budget, and that said twenty-five percent 
be equally divided among the three schools, and be it further, 

Resolved, that in case this appeal or demand is granted, in that event these 
schools shall make no demand for financial support from the educational budget 
of the Church, and it is understood that the arrangement shall be effective 
until an adequate endowment is provided for these schools, or some other 
means of supporting them is effected, which will give them an equal aniount 
to what is demanded herein.

III. Home Mission 


1. The Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
expresses its gratitude to God for His manifold grace in blessing the work of 
our Home Mission during the past year. 

2. The District, furthermore, expresses its sincere thanks and appreciation 
to the Home Mission Board, the Home Mission Committee of the District, the 
various Home Mission pastors and other workers for faithful service in their 
respective fields, as well as all those who in prayer and deed have supported 
our Home Mission work. 

3. The District realizes the great importance of Home Mission work. At 
the present time, therefore, when the work on our Foreign Mission field is 
meeting with peculiar difficulties and uncertainty, it would seem the part of 
wisdom and prudence to place more emphasis than ever upon our Home Mission 
work. 

4. The District heartily approves the sentiment expressed by its President 
to the effect that the Congregations receiving aid from the Home Mission 
Treasury be urged to become self supporting as soon as possible. 

5. However, the District desires that the support of the local congregation 
should not interfere with also the Mission congregation sending in their con- 
tributions to the Synodical Budget. Every congregation, the smallest mission 
congregation included, ought to regard it as a privilege as well as a duty to 
make regular contributions to the work of the Church Body. To further this 
desirable end, the District recommends an Every Member Canvass and the use 
of the envelope system for both local and Synodical expenses. 

6. The District recommends and approves the building of portable churches, 
wherever practicable, to be used by Mission congregations until they become 
able to build permanent houses of worship. ge 

7. In order to reduce unnecessary losses, all pastors are exhorted to urge 
members moving from their parishes to affiliate with the congregation of our 
Church located in the vicinity of their new home. The District urges every 
member who contemplates moving from one congregation to another to ask his 
pastor for a letter of transfer. 

8. The District again directs attention to the Book Mission of our Church, 
and urges the people to support this work so that the printed word may be 
used more fully in the Lord's service. 

9. The District rejoices at the opportunity open to it to serve the Lord 
by bringing the Gospel of Christ also to the Indians within its jurisdiction. 
We thank the Lord for the degree of success this work has had. It is, however, 
deplorable that between fifty and sixty Indian children physically and spiritually 
helpless, had to be turned away from our Indian Mission on account of lack 
of funds. May the good Lord give our people vision and willingness to avail 
themselves to the full of the opportunity revealed by this circumstance. 

10. The District deplores the fact that the sum contributed for Church 
Extension by the whole Church for last year was only $5,719.84. In many 
places Home Mission work is hindered, not to say made impossible, by lack 
of church facilities. A more united effort is urged in behalf of Church Ex- 
tension throughout the whole Church. ; 


IV. Foreign Missions 
1. The Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
does hereby express its gratitude to God for His gracious guidance and pro- 
tection in the midst of the tremendous difficulties that our China Missions have 
encountered these difficult times. 
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It is our prayer the unfortunate situation obtaining in China today may 
be changed in favor of a better China and greater opportunities for the activi- 
ties of Christian congregations and missions in the country. 

2. We extend our heartfelt sympathy to the China missionaries who have 
been subjected to suffering for the Name of Christ, and commend them to the 
kindly and special consideration of our churches. 

3. To the veteran missionaries, Rev. G. Torvik and Rev. P. A. Bjelde and 
their families who are returning to Madagascar, we extend our hearty greetings 
and wish God’s abundant blessing upon them. 

4. We extend to our former Secretary of Foreign Missions, Rev. M. Sater- 
lie, our deep appreciation of his long and faithful service and we assure his 
successor, Rev. H. Høverstad, of our loyal support. 

V. Charities 


1. The Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
expresses sincere thanks to Our Heavenly Father for the many blessings be- 
stowed upon us in the work of mercy and charity in our Church. 

2. We are glad to note the support by our people in this department. 

3. We wish again to call attention to the necessity of providing a home 
for the sisters and nurses at the Deaconess Home and urge upon our congrega- 
tions in the District to wholeheartedly assist the women of our Church in their 
efforts to complete this project. 

4. We urge upon the congregations of the Eastern District to immediately 
furnish the $8,000.00 required to complete the Martin Luther Children’s Home 
so that the contract for heating and furnishing can be let at once. 

5. The committee wishes to call attention to the fact that, although there 
are three Rescue Homes within our Church, none of these are located within 
our District. Yet here we have the largest centers of population with their 
crying need for such an institution. 

VI. Finance 

1. The Eastern District in convention assembled, expresses its gratitude 
to God, and to the people of our Church for the large contributions that have 
been made to the work of God, also the last fiscal year. 

2. The convention views with great concern the fact that also last fiscal 
year had to close with a deficit in the budget account of nearly $70,000. In 
particular it is remembered that our District failed by nearly $40,000 to raise 
its budget allotment. Our total budget shortage not including the present year, 
has therefore, reached the staggering sum of over $500,000. 

It is therefore, recommended that the proper officers of the Eastern District 
in conjunction with the proper officers of the general Church take immediate 
steps to pay the old budget indebtedness and arrange the work so as to make 
budget deficit unnecessary in the future. 

3. Resolved that a committee of three be appointed to consider ways and 
means for providing suitable residential quarters for the District President. 

This committee will report to the 1928 District Meeting for final action. 

Committee on ways and means for “providing residential quarters for the 
district president”: Rev. D. G. Ristad, Rev. H. J. Thorpe, Mr. Andrew Sende, 
of De Forest, Wis. 

VIII. Pensions 

As parents of good Christian children are delighted when their children are 
concerned about the needs and wants of the parents and bless their children 
for their tender love, so do old retired pastors and their wives of our dear 
Lutheran Church rejoice when their spiritual children show concern for their 
old age and bless them for such love. True Christian children consider it a 
great blessing from the Lord to have with them in their house and under their 
care their beloved feeble parents, although they are unable to render any more 
service, so do we as the spiritual children of our retired pioneer fathers and 
mothers in the ministry consider it a great blessing to care for these faithful 
servants who have given all and received very little. 

1. Therefore, the Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America render heartfelt thanks to our Father in heaven who has made it 
possible for our Synod to do what has been done for the Pension Fund, and 
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our prayer today is that God will open our hearts and hands for the great 
cause. : p 

2. We also wish to express our appreciation of the able service rendered 
the pension cause by the Secretary of the Pension Board, Rev. G. Smedal. 

3. We appeal to every congregation in our District for an offering to pen- 
sion fund in September in order that the pensioners may receive at least the very 
small amount of $320.00 per year. 

4. We wish to call the attention of the pensioners to the fact that they 
would render God a great service in case they do not need pension received, 

to return same or a part of it as a donation to the fund for the benefit of pen- 
sioners less favorably situated or who are solely dependent on pension. 

5. It is the sense of this convention that an annuity plan would be a great 
improvement to our pension fund; therefore, we urge the pension board to 
prepare such a plan for adoption in the near future. Tel . 

6. We beg to call the attention of the pastors and congregations in our 
District that when wills are made and the activities of the Church are remem- 
bered in such wills, that our pension fund is not forgotten.

2. Northern Minnesota District 
A) President’s Report 


Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus, 


Grace and Peace: 


At the beginning of our meeting let us take a few minutes to meditate on 
the words God has given us by the Apostle John: "For whatsoever is born 
of God overcometh the world: And this is the victory that overcometh the 
world, even our faith” (1 John 5:4). 

John was called the Apostle of Love. But more than any of the other 
Apostles he uses the words of the battle field as, combat, victory, over- 
cometh, etc. 

His love was not a weak sentiment. His love was shown in his zeal for 
the Master’s glory, in his burning indignation against all that seemed to out- 
rage it. To him more than to any other disciple, there is no neutrality between 
Christ and Anti-Christ. He is intolerant of compromises and concessions. 

He comes before us as one who lives in the unseen, eternal world, rather 
than the secular. 

Nowhere as in the writings of the Apostle John is the vision of the eternal 
word, the glory of the only begotten of the Father so unclouded. Jesus is 
brought to us saying: “I am the first and the last, I am the living who was 
dead, and behold I am alive forever.” The whole book of Revelation given 
to the Apostle John in that glorious vision calls to us: “Behold the Lion of 
the Tribe of Judah,” and when we look, “Lo, in the midst of the throne, stands 
a lamb as it has been slain.” We know Him. It is the patient Jesus, the 
suffering Redeemer, “The Lamb of God that taketh away the sins of the 
world.” It is the almighty God, the Redeemer of the world, ready to defend 
His Church so “That the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” The Church 
that He “bought with a price,” “that He gave Himself for.” 

"Whatsoever is born of God, overcometh the world.” 


Christianity is a warfare. The Christian is a soldier. The enemies he 
fights are the world, the flesh and the devil. Our text speaks especially of the 
world. People are led captive by it. The Christian fights and overcomes it. 

The fight has been more dangerous at some periods in the history of the 
world than at others. But the object of the world is always the same. 

In the three first Centuries of the Christian era, the destruction of the 
Christian Church was sought by killing the Christians. In our day the destruc- 
tion of the Christian Church is sought by denying the Divinity of Christ, by 
the teaching of the theory of evolution. Evolution is defined as: “Continued 
progressive change according to certain laws and by means of resident forces.” 
If this is true there is no need of God, no need of a Savior as there is no sin 
and no life after this. Man is descended or ascended from the animals. His 
life is that of an animal and as of an animal, death is the end of all. 

But can such a theory, such a heathen philosophy be dangerous? es: 
when it is taught the growing generation as a fact and preached in many so- 
called Christian pulpits. 

The natural man will grab at anything to escape the accusations of his 
own conscience. 

Scepticism becomes common, and Scepticism brings forth superstition as 
its complement. Neither an individual nor a people can long endure the empti- 
ness of unbelief. It is impossible to live in a vacuum. And so the soul emptied 
by scepticism fills up with superstition. The denial of the true leads by an 
internal necessity to affirmation of the false. Then people will believe even the 
monkey theory. 
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There is nothing new in this. The only thing new is the willingness of 
our age to compromise with unproved theories and falsehoods. When even 
those that profess to be Christians are willing to discount the teachings of the 
word of God to be in harmony with the so called science, then we may well 
ask, Has the ‘salt lost its savor, wherewith shall it be salted?’ 

The effect of such teachings is clearly visible in our social and political life. 
“Ror the tree is known by its fruit.” There is no need to point this out in 
detail. i : 

The sincere Christian is anxiously asking, “From whence cometh my help.” 
The answer is clear, “My help cometh from the Lord, which made heaven and 
éarth.” 

“The gates of hell shall not prevail” against the Christian Church any more 
in our day than in its beginning. 

The Christian shall conquer the world. It does not look that way. Consider 
the world in all its glory, in its apparently unlimited resources of wealth and 
learning, of art and science arrayed in battle against the humble Christian. 
Yet God speaks by the Apostle John: “Whatsoever is born of God overcometh 
the world.” 

From whom had John first heard the expression. It was from Jesus him- 
self. When to human eyes all seemed lost, the defeat certain, just an hour 
before Gethsemane, then we hear the clarion note of triumph, of victory. “Be 
of good cheer, I have overcome the world.” It did not seem much like victory. 
His life had been that of a poor man. What the world calls success was no- 
where visible. At thirty-three years of age he was to die on the cross, the 
death to which the greatest criminals were sentenced, yet He could say, “I 
have overcome the world.” 

That gave a new light to John and to all followers of Jesus Christ on all 
the conditions of human life, and on what victory and defeat, success and 
failure in this world means. 

The world conquers us when it succeeds in hindering us from believing in 
God. From loving Him, praying to Him and serving Him. 

But we Christians conquer the world when we force it to. assist us in getting 
closer to God, when all its temptations, all its luxuries, all its riches, all its 
persecutions and hatreds assist in bringing us to a clearer vision of Him, a 
deeper love and a more glad consecration and service of Him. That is victory 
over the world when all its tempting voices cannot draw us away from listening 
to the only true voice, God’s own Word, the source of happiness, of a good 
conscience, of hope in death, of eternal salvation. 

But who is He that can overcome the world? Our best answer: “What- 
soever is born of God overcometh the world.” And this is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith. 

The true victory over the world is won by a new life born of God, a life 
kindled in men’s souls through the faith in Jesus Christ. By faith we are in 
union with God. God is stronger than the world. In Him we receive the 
streneth to conquer. 

The victory has been won by every Christian that remained faithful unto 
death and was taken home to glory. The victory was won by the Christian 
Church in its conflict with Heathendom in the first centuries. It was won by 
witnessing and enduring, by loving and suffering, by pouring out innocent blood 
all through faith in Jesus Christ. 

The victory is won today by every one born of God, the only person that 
knows what Christianity is. 

The conflict with external Heathenism in the so called Christian countries 
may be over; but the struggle with Heathenism in the Church is not over. 
The fight goes on. Today we are in the midst of it. Stronger and more 
insidious is the attack on Christianity than ever. The heathen spirit in modern 
guise is fighting against Christian thought and life. When we consider the 
activities of many of the great institutions of learning that have almost un- 
pours Toe Encieiispecalt when er consider the anti-Christian theories 
AA ee - oy pie le el cv and the consequences of such teach- 

; r day must be gathered up into the question: 
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"Shall we remain Christians or become heathens again?” Shall a Christian 
civilization with its untold blessings be handed down to our children or is it 
doomed? 

These questions may well trouble us, we have cause to be anxious. May we 
all be aroused to the fact that in the conflict which we have to wage only one 
thing is victorious, faith, living faith, confessing with joy, working by love, and 
enduring in hope. å 

May God in his mercy strengthen his church in the faith on Jesus, give faith- 
fulness and endurance, lead it forth into battle, give victory so that the world 
with all its might and power shall be conquered and must confess: “Nazarene, 
thou hast conquered!” 


The General Condition of our District 


As to the spiritual life and condition of our congregations God who sees 
the heart of the individual knows. When we form an opinion it must be based 
on external things only. But doing so, we know that a great deal of work is 
done. God has given us the promise that it shall not be in vain. Our Pastors 
are working hard. They do not spare themselves either on the Home Mission 
field or in the older congregations. Perhaps the work of the pastor has not 
at any time in the history of our Church been as hard and as difficult as in our 
day. But as far as I have been able to observe, the work of the pastor is 
appreciated by our congregations as evidenced by the willingness to give a 
somewhat more adequate support than before. 


At the visitations held I am informed that the Church attendance is good, 
in some cases all that can be expected. We should then expect good attendance 
at the Lord’s Supper. But many are complaining that the number communing 
is small. It is hard to conceive of a person neglecting the Lord’s Supper if 
his aim and purpose in life is to be saved. A full and complete instruction in 
the blessings received at the Lord’s Table as well as instruction how it can be 
worthily received should be the aim of every faithful pastor. 

The various organizations or societies within our congregations, especially 
the Ladies’ Aids and Luther League deserve the sincere gratitude of the Church 
. for the work they are doing. | 

The pastor serving several congregations has so many appointments that it 
may be difficult to find time for the midweek meetings. But no meetings can 
be more fruitful of great blessings than these. Call them Bible hours or prayer 
meetings, the faithful attendants are faithful workers. 

It would seem fitting that a word is said about the budget. The great 
majority of pastors and congregations deserve the thanks of the Church for 
their faithful work, this past year. Times have been hard. The crop condi- 
tions were not good. A large number of banks closed. Many farms, especially 
in newly settled parts of the District, have been sold for taxes. In spite of all 
this our District has paid at the time of this writing 99.2% or $111,812.61 for 
the 1926 budget lacking $891.32 of the full amount expected. 


In addition to this an. Endowment Fund for Concordia College was sub- 
scribed to the amount of $758,595.00 in its territory. This was increased lately 
by $60,000.00, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Elias Steenerson of Crookston. To 
Luther-St. Olaf Endowment Fund was subscribed in the District $73,174.00. 

A substantial sum was raised last year for Park Region Luther College, 
Fergus Falls. i 

But we cannot close our eyes to the fact that a number of congregations 
have not contributed to the budget of 1926 what could be reasonably expected, 
while some have given more than we expected. Let us remember: “He that 
soweth sparingly shall reap also sparingly; and he that soweth bountifully 
shall reap also bountifully. Let each man do according as he hath purposed 
in his heart, not grudgingly, or of necessity, for God loveth a cheerful giver.” 

Let us be zealous for the glory of Zion. Think of what we could accomplish 
if every congregation would carefully organize and enlist its entire member- 
ship in the building of God's Kingdom! Let us thank God for what he has 
given us willingness to do, and let us continue to pray and work that the 
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Gospel of the Crucified Savior shall go out even unto the ends of the world, 
declaring the glad tiding of the coming of the King. 


Our Home Mission Work 


The program Committee has placed this work first on the program of our 
convention. 

It is the proper place. nay 

No work among us is of greater importance. Your Home Mission Com- 
mittee has faithfully done its work. 

Days have been spent in discussing the various problems. 

The strictest economy has been exercised in giving financial aid to the needy 
congregations. 

There can be no just criticism of the actions of the Committee. 

The Secretary’s books and all resolutions passed are open to the inspection 
of anyone that may desire to investigate. 

The meetings of the Committee are not secret meetings, anyone interested 
in the Home Mission work of the District is welcome to attend. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church at the Convention of 1923 passed the 
following resolution that the Home Mission pastors as well as their congrega- 
tions must pay attention to: "Be it resolved, that under ordinary conditions a 
minimum sum of $50.00 be deducted each year from the amount contributed 
by the Home Mission to the support of such a charge.” (Report p. 184, the 
English Report p. 194). 

If a Home Mission charge ignores this resolution and even asks for increased 
help year by year, and if it does not contribute the small amount asked for the 
budget in order to show their gratitude to God and his Church, the Committee 
will have to determine if the work shall be continued with aid from the Home 
Mission in such a charge. 

God grant that the congregations of our District may be aroused to a greater 
zeal for our Home Mission work. Now is the time. If we do not take care of 
our people, others are ready with men and means to do so. Are we going to 
fail in this great work God has given us? Are we going to help our sons and 
daughters to remain faithful in the truth they have known from childhood? Or 
are we going to leave them a prey for the sects? 

It should be fundamental to every Christian to win others to the Joy they 
know in their Savior. 

Missionary enthusiasm, loving service to one another, to our children that 
have left the dear mother congregation to establish a home somewhere, these 
are trade marks, if you please, of Christianity. A 


Our Young People 


The daily press and numerous magazines bring reports of great gatherings 
of young people. Students of the great Universities in the European countries 
as well as here are gathering by the thousands discussing the problems of the 
day. It is of common report that the Church has been severely criticized. But 
a careful examination of the adverse criticism of the Church from young men 
and women reveals that they are the same as coming from older folks. It is 
not only the young people of the world that criticized, but the world has always 
found fault with the Church. It cannot be otherwise, as Christianity is living 
faith in the Savior Jesus Christ, and none but a true Christian is qualified to 
form a true estimate of the Church. 

But the very criticism, which has not found its best expression in seeking 
for the truth as to the Church, should be a powerful incentive for the Church 
to manifest its Divine power of the word and the gift of the Holy Spirit in 
true service to humanity, and the young with their love for the ideal would be 
the first to respond. The young are seeking and expecting something from the 
Church, let them not be disappointed. The Gospel of Jesus received in living 
faith will satisfy the craving of the hearts of young and old. 

The problems raised by modern anti-Christian thought trying to ensnare 
our young people must be met by the Christian Church. It shall be found that

the Church is able to meet it today as before. God will again call His Son 
out of Egypt. = 

“But an active campaign of Christian education is necessary. Showing 
among other things that Christianity is entirely adequate and perfectly ap- 
plicable to the religious need of modern men, because it is God’s own revelation 
for re of how men may come into the right relationship to God and be 
saved. 

This means Christian education in the home. 

Å well organized and efficiently conducted Sunday School. 

Å thorough preparation for Confirmation. 

The Pastor who slights this work is unfaithful and unworthy of his high 
calling. Sufficient instruction of the confirmands is fundamental to the future 
welfare of the congregation. 

After confirmation the young people should be given the opportunity to 
attend Bible classes and Luther League meetings. 

It should be unnec&ssary to state that the young people ought to be min- 
istered in the language they understand. 

Further let us not forget that a great need of the day is a Church-wide cam- 
paign of evangelization beginning at the home, that by the grace and power 
of God our profession of Christianity may become a living reality in order that 
our great spiritual heritage may be transmitted to the coming generations, 
and that our faith may be manifest in true service at home and abroad. 


Institutions in our District 


First of these I want to mention Concordia College, Moorhead. The en- 
rolment of students the last school year was 430 exclusive of music students. 
Twelve of these are in the Academy, which leaves an enrollment of 418 full 
time College students, in the department of arts and sciences. 

Of the religious life at the College we learn that in addition to the usual 
Chapel exercises and class work in religion, special series of devotional meetings 
were regularly conducted during the first semester, and also special services 
by one of the Evangelists of our Church. 

The President of the College reports: “Quite a number of our young men 
and women have signified their intentions of consecrating their lives to the 
Lord in some special service in His Kingdom. For these and all other tem- 
poral and spiritual blessings we give thanks to our Heavenly Father from 
Whom all blessings flow.” 

With thanks to God and to the Pastors and Congregations within the ter- 
ritory of Concordia College, mention must be made of the generous response 
to the appeal for an Endowment Fund for the College. With the old Endow- 
ment Fund of $90,000.00 and the great gift of Mr. and Mrs. Elias Steenerson, 
the Vivian Steenerson Memorial Fund of $60,000.00, the Concordia College En- 
dowment Fund is about $900,000.00. 

Of the new Endowment Fund subscribed $300,000.00 has been collected up 
to date. But it will take years before the College can have an income of the 
whole Fund. 

But the Lutherans of the Northwest that have again re-affirmed their faith 
in Concordia College and pledged their willingness to faithfully and generously 
support Christian Education, will come to the aid of Concordia as the need 
may be. 

Mention must also be made of the fact that in March this year Concordia 
College obtained full and unrestricted accreditation with the North Central 
Association of Colleges. 

Naturally the faculty and students rejoice over this fact, and many more. 


We can truthfully say: Concordia College stands for the best obtainable in 
the matter of secular education, it stands for Biblical learning, for a morality 
based upon the Gospel of Jesus Christ. It is deserving of our support, and of 
educating our Children. 
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Park Region Luther College 


The President reports a blessed school year uninterrupted by any serious 
sickness. He further states, “It really is a wonderful privilege, though a hard 
task, to work at one of our schools and help our young people prepare them- 
selves to spend their lives as God would have them. And when we see that 
our efforts are bearing fruits, we cannot but give thanks to God.” 

The attendance was 220 not counting over a hundred music students. 

Instruction is given in the following departments: Junior College, Normal 
Academy, Commercial, and Music. 

Special mention must be made of the fact that a new addition to the building, 
76x90 has been completed. This will give Park Region Luther College ten 
new class rooms, besides a mech needed auditorium and gymnasium. Sufficient 
funds for the erection of this building have been subscribed. 

May God bless the work done at these Schools to the glory of His name, 
and the welfare and happiness of generations to come. » 

Let us not forget that we have not too many schools. A great number of 
the children of our church people are sent to schools where no instruction in 
Christian faith and living is given, but many are led away from the teaching 
of Christianity and therefore to a life without peace and happiness. 


Children’s Homes 


Two of the Homes for children are located within our District, Lake Park, 
and The Wild Rice Children’s Home. 

At the Lake Park Orphans’ Home 97 children have found their home during 
the last year. The health of the children has been good. The school work 
could be conducted without any break. 

The Ladies’ Aids and other organizations have remembered the Home with 
gifts of many kinds. 

From the Manager of Wild Rice Children’s Home, we learn that 144 
children were cared for during the last year, of these 116 remained -at the 
Home on January lst. Twenty-eight children left during the last year, some 
returned to their homes, some had temporary employment. 

The Manager writes: “A great number of applications have been handled 
on investigation and through work with the Juvenile and District Court; some 
of these families have been able to continue and the problem has been solved 
without breaking up. A large number of Juvenile and District Court sessions 
have been attended and children cared for whereby both the Church and State 
have been saved from taking on this burden, and according to reports, all 
going fine.” 

There is considerable indebtedness on the Home. This indebtedness has 
been incurred by the buying of land, erection of the new building and barn, 
loss of dairy herds through tuberculosis. Attempts have been made at various 
times to collect the money necessary to pay the debt. But the solicitors have 
been called off in order not to be in the way for other subscriptions that could 
not be postponed. 

At this time a field man has been called to solicit funds to pay the debt, 
Mr. Jens Sethney of Twin Valley. We hope that you will give such help to 
this worthy cause as you are able to, when he calls on you. 


The Glenwood Old People’s Home 


Fourty-three old people have this last year been cared for at this Home. 
Six died last year, and eight new inmates were admitted. Considerable work 
of charity has been done at this home, as some of the old people have not 
been in position to meet the necessary expenses. 

The Manager, Rev. H. J. Stormo, has resigned on account of old age. 
For ten years he has been manager of the Home. Faithfully he has cared 
for the temporal and spiritual needs of the inmates. The Home under his able 
management has been a real home to the old people. May God in his grace 
reward him, ' 
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Rev. M. N. Knutson has been called to the position of manager of the 
Home. We welcome him to this important position and bespeak for him a 
kind reception when he visits our congregations and presents the needs of the 
Home as well as all the other activities of our Church. 


Elementary Christian Education 


Fourteen teachers institutes were conducted in the District last year. 
About 300 teachers attended and about 30 pastors. Dr. J. Tanner reports that 
this is more than in any other district and that the interest is steadily growing. 

As this work is of vital importance more pastors should have been in at- 
tendance at these institutes. 

As these institutes are of untold blessings, productive of effective Sunday 
School work, and as we have a number of Pastors that have made a study 
of Sunday School work as to its organization and best methods of teaching, 
it is to be hoped that these institutes may be continued. 

The Executive Secretary, Dr. J. Tanner, reports: “A change has to be 
made in the financing of the institutes because our little budget will be unable 
to take care of the work as before. A Workers’ Conference will be held to 
consider how best to plan the work.” 

The Synodical Director, Rev. J. N. Andersen, is encouraging teachers 
training classes in the congregations, and is meeting with considerable interest 
along that line. The final solution of the teacher question lies in the training 
classes in the local congregations. 

The Executive Secretary has also made a survey of the week-day Church 
Schools in Minnesota, and can report over 400 week-day schools of our Church 
in operation. 

It is encouraging to note the growing interest among us in the Christian 
instruction of the child. "Where withal shall a young man cleanse his way? 
by taking heed thereto according to thy word.” How can he take heed unless 
he has been instructed in the way to go? God grant that our interest in this 
fundamental work may continue to grow. 


National Lutheran Council 


The Lutheran Church Bodies in America, except the Synodical Conference, 
organized the National Lutheran Council. There were two reasons for organ- 
izing the Council; one, to form a general Lutheran front in America for witness 
to the full truth of the Gospel before the public at large, and, to relieve the 
distress, préserving the lives of Lutheran People and churches and to rally 
the forces of Confessional Lutheranism in the countries of Europe impoverished 
by the world war, through the activity of Lutheran World Service. There is 
cause for thankfulness to God that he has enabled the Lutherans of America 
to accomplish this work, and that he has blessed it with such fruitful results. 

The work of the Lutheran World Service was at first financed by Nation- 
wide campaigns or drives. 

But the size of the programs has decreased year after year with the slow 
recovery of the countries affected by the war. A little more than $100,000.00 
is to be raised from almost two million people in the Lutheran Church Bodies 
in America. The plan is now to raise the amount required by each participating 
Lutheran Church Body. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church is asked to raise $18,470.00. Of this 
amount our District is asked to raise $2,486.63. 

The greatest need for help exists in Russia. This will be fully explained to 
the convention. 

I recommend that a committee be elected to present this cause to the Con- 
vention and suggestions as to the best method of raising our allotment.

As member of the Union Committee that wrote "Opgjør,” the basis for 
union of the divided Lutheran Church among us, he rendered valuable service. 

God has blessed our Church through the safe, sound leadership, manifested 
in true Christian love and charity. Let us not forget to give thanks to God 
“always for all things,” and pray that He will send us Servants that will 
follow in the steps of those He has taken to his Heavenly Home. 


Uniform Church Liturgy 


The following communication was received and is hereby presented to the 
District for such action as it may deem advisable. 

“Resolution adopted by the La Crosse Special Conference as to a Uniform 
Church Liturgy for the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

Whereas, there exists a deplorable lack of uniformity in the liturgical 
service within the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and 

Whereas, such lack of uniformity can be corrected largely by a revision of 
the various editions of Liturgy for church services formerly edited and pub- 
lished by the three former church bodies, now constituting the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America, and 

Whereas, It is highly desirable that the true unity now existing within 
said Church should find its expression in a uniform Liturgy; 

Now, Therefore, be it resolved that it is the recommendation of the La 
Crosse Special Conference assembled at La Crosse, Wis., this 7th day of 
April, 1927, that the district meetings, to be held this year, take steps to have 
said matter brought before the general church convention of 1928. 

Be it further resolved, That the secretary be and is hereby instructed to 
forward this resolution to President Aasgaard and to the District Presidents.”

Paragraf 1. Takkeresolution. 


A. Nordre Minnesota distrikt samlet til aarsmøte i Trefoldigheds luth. 
menighet, Thief River Fals, Minn., i betragtning av Guds uforskyldte godhet 
og i ydmyg erkjendelse av vor uværdighet uttaler vi vor dyptfølte tak for al 
legemlig og aandelig velsignelse i det svundne aar. 

Vi mindes at det nu er 10 aar siden den Norsk Lutherske Kirke blev 
stiftet i St. Paul, Minn., den 9de juni 1917, og takker Herren for det store 
arbeide som vort samfund i hans navn og kraft har utført i de forskjellige grene 
av kirkens virksomhet. 

C. Vi anbefaler at distriktet idag paa 10-aarsdagen tilsidesætter 15 minutter 
HA fællesbøn, ledet av formand Aastad, takkende Herren for velsignelsen i disse

Hvor presten er for meget optat til selv at være til- 
stede og lede disse møter bør en av menighetens diakoner eller en anden dertil 
skikket lægmand ta ledelsen av møtet under menighetens opsyn. 

B. Med hensyn til denne kirkeraadets anbefaling om prestekaldenes grænser 
saa henvises den sak til menighetenes grundige overveielse og til endelig av- 
gjørelse paa basis av kirkeraadets anbefaling ved et senere fællesmøte av sam- 
tundet. 

C. Distriktet tilstemmer kirkeraadets anbefaling angaaende reisende prædi- 
kanter og pengeindsamlere saalydende: Besluttet at nogen fremmed person 
under normale forhold ikke har ret til — ifølge Guds ord — at optræde som 
prædikant i en menighet uten paa indbydelse av menigheten selv og i samraad 
med menighetens prest og diakoner. Ingen fremmed person som reiser for 
gjøremaal eller anstalter utenfor samfundets eller distriktets beslutning bør 
foreta nogen pengeindsamling i en menighet uten i samraad med menighetens 
prest og efter menighetens samtykke. 

D. Hvor nadverbordet forsømmes pulserer ikke kristenlivet som det burde, 
enten fordi der ikke er noget saadant liv, eller fordi det negtes næring. Men 
grunden til for liten nadversøkning kan være bevisstheten om egen uskikkethet 
- eller frygt for at ete og drikke sig selv til dom. Folk som bevislig er uskikket 
til nadvergang bør ikke opmuntres dertil før de omvender sig. Under enhver 
omstændighet bør prestene indprente sine menigheter betydningen av den rette 
bruk av dette naademiddel, og kredsmøtene ved diskussion av dette tema 
klargjøre nadverens begreper for vort menighetsfolk. 

E. Kvindforeningenes store arbeide i vore menigheter for Guds rikes 
fremme er et lysende eksempel paa hvad kjærlighet til Guds sak kan utrette, 
og kirkens tak og bøn følger dem i fremtidens virke. 

F. Den offervillige aand som har ledet distriktets prester og menigheter 
i de nærværende vanskelige økonomiske omstændigheter er en inspiration til 
vort hele samfund. Det var særdeles glædelig at distriktet ydet 99.2 procent 
SE ilignede budget i det svundne aar, og vi haaber at det blir 100 procent 
i ; : 

Par, 7. Institutioner. 

A. Det er isandhet gledelig at Concordia College for sit grundfond sub- 
skriberte $758,595 i sit strøk, og at fondet i det sidste er øket med $60,000, en 
gave fra Mr. og Mrs. Elias Steenerson, Crookston, Minn., for hvilken store 
gave vi uttrykker vor dybtfølte tak og vil opmuntre andre bemidlede venner 
at følge deres eksempel. 

B. Park Region.Luther College har ogsaa hat en glædelig fremgang i det 
svundne aar med god søkning og øket interesse.

La Crosse Pastoral Conference) for vort samfund, og vi anbefaler at kirke- 
raadet fremlægger forslag i den sak til fællesmøtet i 1928.

2. Skolesaker 


1. Northern Minnesota district in Convention assembled expresses its 
sincere thanks to God that He has held His protecting hand over our Seminary, 
colleges and secondary schools during the past year. We would especially 
remember with gratitude to God that He has given us teachers that are true 
and loyal to God’s word and the confession of our Church and guarded us 
from the modernistic tendencies of the day. 

2. We of the Northern Minnesota district have special reason to be grate- 
ful to God and rejoice together that Concordia College thru the raising of 
the Endowment Fund and the maintenance of the high standard of scholarship 
of its professors have obtained unrestricted accreditation with the North 
Central Association of Colleges. The future of our college is now by God’s 
help secure. To God belongs the glory and to our people thanks. 

3. We are glad to learn that there are å number of our students both at 
our academies and Concordia College who have signified their intentions of 
consecrating their lives to the Lord in some special service of His Kingdom. 
It is to our own Christian schools we must look for the workers who shall 
be the leaders and builders of the Church in the future as has been the case in 
the past. Therefore we would place it as a burden upon the hearts of our 
people that fervent prayers be sent up to God that He would pour out of His 
Spirit upon our professors and students that many may in the years to come 
present themselves to serve God in His Church. 

4. We recognize with thanks to God the blessed work of our secondary 
schools. It is evident that if these schools are to continue their good work 
for our Church they will need the added support of an endowment fund. We 
therefore recommend that the decision of the general church body to this 
effect may soon be put into operation. 

5. Northern Minnesota district sanctions the same method of procedure in 
the ingathering of the additional $5000 allocated Concordia College territory 
for Concordia College and asks the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church to give mandate to the general treasurer to pay out this sum 
for the year 1927-1928. 

6. Being that Concordia College now has attained to a position in the first 
rank among the colleges of our state and nation, we should without hesitation 
both invite and urge worthy students to attend this college in our midst where 
they may receive the most liberal education based upon the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. We further invite the attention of our people to the high school or 
preparatory course, the normal and business courses, as well as the Junior 
College facilities furnished by Park Region Luther College at Fergus Falls.

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3. Indremissionssaker

Par. 1. a) We thank God that His Spirit moved the hearts of our people, 
so that our Church has been able to collect the full budget for our charity 
work during the past year. 

Rais 2: Deaconess, Home and Hospital. 

a) We note with joy that the interest in the work of mercy is increasing. 
Many are dedicating their lives to the service of God in the cause of suffer- 
ing humanity as deaconesses and nurses. f 
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b) The funds for the erection of a new deaconess home are now being 
collected, so that the Church may make use of the gift offered them by Dr. 
E. E. Henderson. We express our thanks to Dr. Henderson for so generous 
a gift, for the erection of the much needed home. 


Par. 3. Our Homes. 


a) The homes for the aged as well as for the children have accomplished 
untold good by providing for the many who knocked on their doors for help. 


_b) The home finding department, day nurseries, the rescue homes have ac- 
complished untold good among the unfortunate ones in our cities as well as 
in our rural districts. 


c) We call your attention to the work done in our state institutions for cor- 
rection at Sauk Center and St. Cloud by Revs. J. A. Johnson and O. S. Rindahl. 
They conduct regular services, Bible classes and prepare the inmates for bap- 
tism and confirmation, in other words, reclaiming the lost and bringing them 
back to our blessed Savior and His Church. 


d) We express our sincere thanks to Rev. and Mrs. H. J. Stormo who 
after ten years of faithful service have been compelled to resign, because of 
poor health, as superintendent and matron of the Glenwood Home. 

We wish their successors Rev. and Mrs. M. N. Knutson God’s rich blessing 
in their work. 


Par. 4. Inasmuch as our children’s homes at Twin Valley and Lake Park 
are now collecting funds to pay the indebtedness which has been contracted, 
and since the general body authorized the raising of the required sums, we 
recommend that the congregations of our district help to obtain the necessary 
amount to cover the debt. 


6. Finances 


Par. 1. a) We express our thanks to the Lord, the giver of all good gifts, 
who has blessed our Church and district in the ingathering of funds for 
carrying on and extending the work in “His Vineyard,” also in the past year. 

b) We express our sincere gratitude to every congregation, organization 
and individual that have faithfully and liberally given their financial support 
to this work. 


c) Though the district fell $800.00 short of raising the sum allocated to it 
last year, this is explained at least in part by the fact that nearly $360,000.00 
was subscribed in the district to schools—$250,000.00 to Concordia College, 
$74,000.00 to Luther-St. Olaf and $35,000.00 to Park Region Luther College; 
also, by the fact that a great number of congregations have been affected by 
failure of business institutions; and finally by the fact that weather and road 
conditions during the past fall and winter seriously hindered the work. 


d) As encouraging features we wish to mention that 81 congregations con- 
tributed more than their “fair share,’ 78 congregations have sent in the total 
sum allocated to them, while the number of congregations falling short of 
contributing their allotted sums, or not contributing at all, has been greatly 
reduced. Only 36 congregations failed to contribute anything to the budget, 
a number of them newly organized mission congregations. We also wish 
to call attention to the fact that 25 per cent of the congregations have promised 
to send in half of their budget during the first half of the fiscal year and the 
balance before November lst. 25 per cent have promised to raise their full 
share by November lst, and as many of the remaining congregations as have 
been reached to date have promised to do all they can to send in the total 
sum allocated to them. Another encouraging feature is that considerably more 
money had been sent in by May 3lst, this year, than ever before. We wish, 
also as an encouraging feature, to call the attention of the district, to the fact 
that Milaca Circuit, a mission district, contributed 135 per cent of its budget. 

Par. 2. a) Large sums are paid out annually in interest on borrowed money, 
because most of the congregations sent in their contributions during the latter 
part of the year, we therefore urge that each congregation make every effort. 
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to raise a part of its allotment during the first half of the year in order to 
stop this loss. 

b) We wish to recommend that the organization of circuits and congrega- 
tions according to the plan proposed by the finance committee of the Church 
be carried out as rapidly as possible. 


Par. 3. Church Extension. ; 

Many congregations which have received loans from the Church Extension 
Fund delay payment of dues or wait until larger sums can be remitted. We 
urge that such congregations as soon as they have funds for this purpose on 
hand send them in, even though sums thus remitted be small. In this manner 
the money will not lie idle but can be loaned out to other congregations which 
are eagerly and patiently waiting for help from the "Fund.” 


Par. 4. District President's Residence. 


The indebtedness of the district president’s residence is $3700.00. å 

The district financial secretary has been delegated to attend to the lifting 
of this debt. Congregations are urged to send in the small amounts they are 
asked to pay as soon as possible in order that this debt may be paid. 


9. Religionsundervisningen 


Par. 1. Jesus sier: "Jeg er veien, sandheten og livet. Ingen kommer til 
Faderen uten ved mig.” I lyset av dette Jesu ord og hans formaning til at

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A) President’s Report 


Beloved in the Lord: Grace and peace! 


“Labor not for the meat which perisheth, but for that meat which endureth 
unto everlasting life, which the Son of man shall give unto you: for him hath 
God the Father sealed” (John 6:27). 


These words were spoken by the Lord to a certain number of people who 
were eagerly seeking for Jesus. The previous day they had witnessed His 
miraculous feeding of the five thousand in the wilderness. At the close of that 
remarkable and eventful day His disciples embarked into a ship, and went over 
the sea toward Capernaum, and Jesus departed into a mountain Himself—alone. 
During the night Jesus walked on the sea and saved His disciples, who were in 
jeopardy because of a great wind that blew. 


The following day when the people found Jesus on the other side of the 
sea, they asked Him wondering: “Rabbi, when camest Thou hither?” 

These seekers belong to a class of people who sought Him merely for 
physical and temporal advantages. However, the Lord had occasion by this 
gathering to speak a word of standing importance to the church people in all 
ages, pointing out the fatal mistake of seeking fellowship with the church merely 
for the sake of temporal gain, and also the danger of using the “loaves” as a 
means by which to draw people to the church. “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Ye seek me, not because ye saw the miracles but because ye did eat of the 
loaves and were filled.” Brethren, is not this an important message to use in 
this age when entertainments have become so popular with the churches, and 
when the demands for the “loaves” have become so intense. In order to attract 
these people dominated by carnal interests, our churches are tempted to lower 
their standards, and adopt means inducing primarily to the unconverted world. 
Against this tendency the Lord gives this warning: “Labor not for the meat 
which perisheth.” To accomplish its divine mission the church must hold her 
standard high, and take a position relative to the world as a city on the 
mountain, and as a light on a candlestick. All compromise with unbelief is 
detrimental to the church. 


To spend our energy laboring for the satisfaction of bodily wants endang- 
ers the interest of the soul. The Lord directs our interest to something much 
more valuable; He teaches of the bread which endureth unto everlasting life. 
The Son of Man promises this life bread to everyone who desires to have it. 
Jesus Himself is that bread. He came to this world in order to give life unto 
men. Him hath God the father sealed. So it is said in the book of Esther: 
“The writing that is written in the King’s name and sealed with the King’s 
ring, may no man reverse” (Esther 8:8). Deeds and documents are sealed to 
testify to its execution and solidity, so God has sealed His Son and offers life 
to men thru Him. “Labor for the meat that endureth,” says the Lord. Every 
means and activity of the Church should be arduously used and applied for 
this sole end and purpose to apprehend Christ Jesus and thru faith in Him 
promote the welfare of the soul. By a diligent use of the Word, the sacra- 
ments, prayers, and Christian fellowship the believers should labor for the 
bread that endureth unto eternal life. 


The Lord does not confine Himself to showing the folly of only seeking the 
meat that perisheth, but is also careful to show the true food for the soul. By 
His example, the Lord teaches us how to care for immortal souls. To point 
out the disease without showing the remedy would not meet the need of the 
world. Every branch of church activity whether among old or young, Jews 
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or Gentiles should be directed and concentrated upon this aim and end to 
show men their need of Christ and to help the individual to come to Him. 
In the following report we aim to point out the manifestation of active life 
in its various branches of church activities as we find it among our congrega- 
tions, 

Administra‘ion of the Word and the Sacraments 


In an age of religious confusion and false philosophies we learn more and 
more to appreciate the positive truth given to us in the inspired Word of God, 
a perfect and reliable guide to believers down thru the ages. As far as we 
have been able to observe, the Word of God is preached and taught in its truth 
and purity in our congregations, according to the measure of grace that God 
has bestowed upon the various individual workers. 

The apostolic worship had these five distinct parts: Baptism, The Doctrine 
f the Apostles, the Lord's Supper, Fellowship, and Prayer. We find the same 
‘lements in our worship today, except, perhaps, with a lower degree of zeal in 
yur worship. This is particularly noticeable with reference to fellowship and 
Mayer. It can not be said that love among the brethren is an outstanding 
eature of our Church life, and prayer life is manifestly and signally weak. We 
see very little of the apostolic prayer life in our churches. 

On the average, church attendance is good. Baptism and the Lord’s Supper 
s regularly observed. It may be possible that many of our communicants are 
parely habitual attendants at the Lord's Supper, but we have reason to believe 
that there are many sincere and truly penitent and believing souls who feed 
upon the hread of life in the Lord’s Supper to the satisfaction of their souls 
and for the strengthening of their faith. Special preparation meetings for the 
communicants, led by the pastor, would give more opportunity efor individua! 
spiritual consultation and help. Family devotion is much neglected. 


Religious Instruction 


The value and importance of religious instruction of the children can not 
be overestimated. With a few exceptions, Sunday schools and week-day 
schools are being conducted in the congregations. My impression is that this 
important duty is more or less neglected in the homes. Conscious of its im- 
portance, the president has made use of his opportunities to emphasize its need 
and Christian privilege. 

With reference to the pastor’s instructions of the confirmation classes, I wish 
to advise that even more time and zeal should be spent on this work. The in- 
struction of the young is laying the foundation for the future church. We can 
not engage ourselves in any thing more promising. 

Teachers’ institutes have been conducted in the various circuits. This in- 
stitution is new yet, and our congregations need to become more acquainted 
with its work in order to appreciate its value. Properly conducted these in- 
stitutes can become a great help in qualifying young women and young men 
as teachers in the Sunday schools. The district board together with the 
general board has met and discussed ways and means for the advancement of 
this cause. 

Please notice this resolution passed by the General Board: “That we make 
an effort to reach every circuit board, that is, the general executive secretary 
stimulates the district board to action, who in turn are held responsible, as 
far as possible, for all circuit boards to arrange for at least one institute in 
every circuit.” et 

Also remember that it was further decided that the circuit boards be re- 
quested to lay before the circuit meeting the problem of arranging for the 
teachers’ institutes in their respective circuits, and of electing instructors. By 
this arrangement the responsibility rests with the circuits. Å 

The so-called "Gary Plan” is adopted by a number of congregations, and 
the Graded System is extensively used. The circulation of printed leaflets 
containing information of the opportunity and method of starting religious in- 
struction according to the “Gary Plan” would be helpful to many. 
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Home Missions 


Thru out the Southern part of the state of Minnesota, our Church is fairly 
well represented; yet we discover neglected fields where mission work by our 
Church is needed. I think it is generally agreed that Home Mission work 
should receive more support. To do substantial mission work in a field like 
Southern Minnesota where communities are settled, as we have them today, 
requires both money and well qualified men. It is no small achievement to 
hnild a true Christian church in the midst of modern environments. 

The mission committee together with the district superintendent have met 
at regular times during the year for consultation and discussion concerning the 
mission problem, I believe it can be said, that they have done the best they 
could to advance the cause. They have applied conscientiously the limited 
means at their disposal. God has blessed the work and the mission churches 
have enjoyed an average progress. 

At the time of the union in 1917 twelve congregations in Southern Minnesota 
received support from Home Mission funds. Since then thirty-two congrega- 
tions have been added, consisting either of new organized mission congrega- 
tions or admitted as such. Twenty-three congregations receiving support dur- 
ing this period are now self supporting churches. Twenty-three congregations 
receive support at the present time. Seventy-one men have been in the service 
of the Home Mission of the district since the union of 1917. About 2,000 
children receive instruction in the Word of God today thru these supported 
churches and approximately 3,500 souls are fed with the bread of life. 

The total expenditure for this Home Mission activity in our district since 
1917 until the present time amounts to about $155,000.00. How many souls are 
actually saved and led into fellowship with Christ and His saints thru this 
mission work God only knows; all will admit that yours or my soul alone is 
worth more than the whole expenditure. Have we, brethren, then any reason 
to regret what has been spent for Home Mission in our district during the 
period of the last ten years? 

During this time our mission has started and organized seventeen new con- 
gregations. These are all exclusively English congregations, excepting one. 

Considering the marked advance in the use of English language in all our 
congregations and conventions it would seem untimely to start a new American 
conference within our church at this time, and thereby cause a division in the 
work. 

Another important feature of Home Mission is the activity proceeding di- 
rectly from the local congregations into their immediately adjacent localities. 
In many places in the midst of our churches, we discover unchurched and 
spiritually neglected people. Such isolations are, to a large extent, caused by 
the difference of language. The adoption of the English language removes this 
cause and a larger field is opened to our congregations. As American people 
our Home Mission field is not limited to the descendants of the Norwegians, 
or of any particular nationality. With the extension of the field the responsi- 
bility is increased respecting both congregations and pastors. Lift up your 
eyes and see the fields close at home! 


Evangelistic Work 


Evangelistic work is in demand. Some of our congregations have suceeded 
in getting the services of our regularly called evangelists, and the Lord has 
wonderfully blessed their work. Because of the numerous invitations only a 
limited number could secure their services. y 

Last year the following resolution was passed: “Be it resolved that the 
Mission Board of the Southern Minnesota District be authorized to call an 
evangelist as soon as in their judgment the demand for his service makes it 
necessary and desirable.” 

This authorization of the committee still remains in force. There are two 
reasons why the committee has not acted in this matter, namely: first because 
we have no appropriation by the general church for district evangelists, and 
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it has proven to de difficult to raise extra funds outside of the budget; secondly, 
the opinion is quite prevailing that the evangelistic work should rather be 
under the control of the general church, and now the General Mission Board 
has elected Mr. Lokken as an additional evangelist. If the various gifts of 
grace possessed by the Christian believers were exercised more in the congrega- 
tions, those gracious gifts of God would greatly develop and become useful 
for the edification of the Christian faith and life. In the social activity in the 
congregations we have many active members, but in the field of real soul 
winning work by prayer, testimonies, and spiritual help, there is a sad tendency 
to remain inactive and to pass into a state of spiritual lethargy.

Mission Work at the State Schools 


The Mission work has received support at the following state institutions: 
The State University, Minneapolis, Minnesota, The Agricultural School of the 
University of Minnesota, The Winona Teachers’ College, School of Agriculture 
at Morris, Minn., State Teachers’ School, Mankato, Minnesota. 


This work has been conducted under the same management and has been 
practically of the same character and of the same extent as related in the annual 
report for last year. See annual report for 1926, pages 136 and 137. 


The Christian work among the students at our State Schools is an important 
missionary enterprise, and deserves our interest and attention. The result of 
this mission during the past year is gratifying. An increased interest among 
the students is noticeable. 


The most extensive work is conducted at the University of Minnesota, and 
is directed by Rev. C. S. Thorpe. 

The work at Faribault State Institutions is of a different character. To this 
mission Rev. H. O. B. Bjorlie devotes the most of his time laboring among 
the deaf, blind, epileptic, and feebleminded. The attendance at the Efata 
church is very good. Twenty-eight are at the present time receiving instruc- 
tion for confirmation, and 125 received communion at a recent service: A most 
blessed work! 


World Service Appeal 


Because of the emergencies as a consequence of the world war a need was 
felt for a general Lutheran front in America for relieving distress and for 
preserving the lives of Lutheran people and churches abroad. That the form- 
ing of this compact of Lutherans was really needed is amply proven by the 
great and extensive World Service of love rendered thru the National Lutheran 
Council since the war. For European relief and for support of foreign Lu- 
theran Mission a total amount of $137,284.00 was expended last year. 

Only seventy-nine Lutheran pastors are left in Russia, and more than two 
thirds of all Russian Lutheran congregation are vacant. There is only one 
Lutheran pastor in all Siberia with its hundred thousand Lutheran people. The 
poverty of the congregations is so great that they can not repair as much as 
a leaking roof without aid. Similar conditions exist among the Lutherans in 
many other countries in Europe. The need for help is still great. ; 

For the execution of the approved World Program for 1927 $104,000.00 is 
needed. The council had decided to try to get this amount by dividing it along 
synodical lines. In order to take our share of this sum the quota of the Norw. 
Luth. Church of America would be $18,470.40. Our share as the Southern 
Minnesota District amounts to $3,570.63. A similar amount was allotted to us 
last year, but our general church contributed only $1,900.00. This record does 
not show much credit to us in the great world service. The question is now, 
what shall we do? This is a call to us to feed the lamb of God. 

To help support this great cause and take our share of the amount needed, 
I would suggest that the district ask its congregations for an offering to be 
made for it either on the last Sunday in June or the first Sunday in July next. 
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Society Work 


This is a great time for organizing. In almost every congregation we find 
a number of societies organized for various purposes. Too many organizations, 
rules, and regulations may stunt the freer development of personal life and 
interests. 

The district Luther League held a successful convention at Mankato last 
summer. The convention was both edifying and inspiring. 

Many local leagues are doing good work in the various congregations. 
The women’s district Federation and each local aid society are conducting a 
noble and valuable activity in every congregation thruout the district, and are 
carrying a large share of the financial burden. 

"Landsforbundet” is recognized by the Church equally with the Luther 
League. Some of the league organizations within the district are affiliated 
with “Landsforbundet.” ‘Lhese two organizations are boih engaged in mis- 
sion activity and in the advancement of spiritual awakening and Christian life. 

Our Lay-men’s society is actively engaged within our district conducting 
devotional meetings in congregations which invite their gatherings. The Lay- 
men’s movement is recognized by our Church, and should be encouraged. We 
hope and pray for its sound development in the spirit of the Word of God and 
in Christian harmony with the church in general. 

Another society not formally belonging to the church, but since its be- 
ginning closely connected and supported by our church bodies is the Zion 
Society for Israel. Its purpose is the salvation of Israel. It is now an inter- 
synodical society, but had its origin among the Norwegian Lutheran people, and 
has always received its main support from them. Says Secretary Vang: “Just 
lately we have experienced wonderful answers to prayer in our work. Last 
night one of our young Jewish ladies in St. Paul, Lillian Cohen, was baptized 
in the First Lutheran Church—Swedish—where Rebekah was baptized a 
year ago.” 

The Jewish Daily Courier says: “During the years 1911 to 1923 about 12,000 
Jews in the city of Vienna, Austria, renounced Judaism.” “Of those who left 
Judaism, 25% joined the Lutheran Church.”—Bulletin Nat. Luth. Council. 


The Circuits 


The Southern Minnesota District is divided into ten circuits designated as 
Albert Lea, Fillmore, Goodhue, Lac qui Parle, Montevideo, Mankato, Luverne, 
Twin City, Willmar, and Austin. 

The circuits have held their regular meetings, counseling together concern- 
‘ing the things pertaining to the Kingdom of God at home and abroad. Good 
reports are being received concerning these meetings. 

Life in the congregations: According to my observation the average church 
attendance is good, and with some few exceptions good harmony exists. We 
regret to state that two congregations have resorted to the civil court to settle 
disagreements. 

The Lord’s Supper is regularly celebrated from two to seven or eight times 
a year. Many attend. Baptism is regularly observed. The fruit by repen- 
tance, faith and sanctification appears to be disproportionate to that from the 
administration of the means of grace. It can, however, be truly said to the 
encouragement to all who love the Kingdom of our Lord that the Gospel of 
Christ has not been preached in vain. The saving grace of God communicated 
by the Word and Sacraments has proven its sustaining energy for the daily 
renewal of true faith as well as for spiritual awakening, repentance and faith. 
In some localities the revival of the Spirit of God has been experienced in a 
special measure. Many devout members of our congregations are not satisfied 
with inane religious formality; they see the need of a change of heart and real 
life fellowship with God. Referring to young people complaining of too much 
formality and spiritual deadness in the Lutheran Church, the following sugges- 
tions were made to the Church Council by Dr. M. Hegland and Rev. N. M. 
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Ylvisaker, representatives of the Luther League: “Do not abolish liturgical 
form, but explain their significance so they may become filled with spiritual 
content in the minds of the young people. A church-wide campaign of evan- 
gelization from the home outward, that by grace and power of God our people 
may be aroused from spiritual lethargy, our church machinery and forms 
vitalized by a throbbing spiritual life, our wonderful spiritual heritage trans- 
mitted undiminished to coming generations and our Christianity become a 
dynamic factor in community and world life.” 

That a spirit of worldliness is prevalent in many churches can not be denied. 
We have many conventional and habitual worshippers whose names are on the 
Church rolls, but whose hearts are with the pleasure of the world. We feel 
that in order to hold the interest of these, too much importance has been given 
to entertainments and games, to the detriment of a high standard of church 
life. This is not only regretable, but should be a cause for great anxiety con- 
cerning the very life of our churches. May the Lord grant grace to the erring 
ones to see their need of salvation and newness of life. 

With reference to our financial stewardship, though honest effort has been 
put forth both by pastors and leading members for the interests of local and 
general expenses, we are compelled to admit that the standard of giving reached 
among our people is not high. A better system would be a great help in many 
congregations. In addition to this if in each circuit the financial secretaries 
from the congregations would meet about twice a year and review the situation 
within the circuit, and if at least once a year, all the circuit secretaries together 
with the president, would meet to consider ways and means for soliciting the 
budget, it seems almost certain that great economy would result in the gather- 
ing of funds for our supporters. 

Prof. N. N. Esser has made a complaint addressed to Southern Minnesota 
District of the N. L. C. of America. 

I would suggest that this complaint be referred to committee no. 1.

Mr. B. L. Belleson of Minneapolis was particularly known for his ardent 
effort to promote the welfare of the Norwegian immigrants, and for his un- 
tiring labor to stimulate amicable relations between the emigrated Norwe- 
gians and their kindred and friends in Norway. In recognition of his services 
the king of Norway presented him with “The Golden Medal.” 

To these departed co-laborers and friends we owe honor and respect, and 
thanks to God for the noble service they were permitted to render. God 
comfort the sorrowing. 

Personal 


My above report specifies only certain official acts. The services rendered 
at numerous other occasions attended by the president in the congregations and 
at various other meetings, together with an extensive correspondence, are not 
included. Excepting one Sunday during my month of vacation, I have preached 
two. or three times every Sunday during the year, and including special ad- 
dresses, I have spoken as many as six times on some Sundays. Also I have 
made frequent addresses on weekdays. I state this only to show that the 
office of the District President gives ample opportunities for active service. 

A decennary has already gone by since the Church Union in 1917. Thru - 
common worship and co-operation the members from the former Church bodies 
are being led into closer union and harmony. The success of the union move- 
ment, we believe, may not be attributed to increased wisdom and piety of the 
present generation, but rather to the guiding hand of God, who undoubtedly, 
has some special purpose in view by this joining together of His forces. 

The accomplishment ‘of God's purpose thru the Church, is not absolute and 
what advance is had must depend on the loyalty of the believers, and on their 
unselfish submission to the Lord. The real strength of the Church can not be 
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measured in terms of Church membership, nor by the learning of Church mem- 
bers, nor by their wealth, but by their implicit faith and confidence in God. 
This is the vital point which will decide the future of our Church. We thank 
God for all the advantages which we have gained thru the Church union. We 
admit, however, that this process of union is not complete. Former synodical 
interests, traditions, customs, and varied opinions demand attention. To expect 
otherwise would be contrary to human psychology. Former church affiliations 
will not be forgotten by this generation. Wisdom and fairness, therefore, re- 
quire that the government and administration of the Church be adapted to 
our peculiar situation. Fair consideration must be shown to all concerned, 
without which harmony and good will can not be expected. The Golden Rule: 
to put the most charitable construction on our neighbor’s actions and not to 
speak evil of each other, are points of great importance. 

May I also respectfully call attention to my resignation as District Presi- 
dent. The resignation is stated to take effect at the end of July 1927. The ten 
years I have been privileged to serve as president of the Southern Minnesota 
District have not constituted a period of vacation. It has pleased God, how- 
ever, to bless me with good health, equal to the strain of the work, so I have 
not suffered particularly on that account. 

To occupy the position of District President and avoid altogether dealings 
of an unpleasant nature could not be expected, nor may the District President 
expect always to enjoy universal approval of his actions. On the whole, how- 
ever relationships have been pleasant. For this I am thankful to God, and I 
wish to express my appreciation to the pastors and congregations whose kind 
co-operation, love and respect, I have enjoyed. Also may I say that I deeply 
appreciate the personal expressions of good will which I have received both 
in conversations with the brethren and thru letters, Wherever God may lead 
me*l shall always entertain a feeling of close fellowship and love to the con- 
gregations and pastors in our Southern Minn. District. I wish to thank you 
for the honor and confidence you have placed in me by electing me to the 
important office of District President. I admit my shortcomings and mistakes 
and sincerely appreciate your forbearance and love. 

I can assure you, brothers, that I have always tried to do my utmost for 
the best interest of the Kingdom of God. In my service I am not conscious 
of ever having from selfish motives withheld my best counsel and advice. I 
have tried to make my activities be consistent with justice and love. As to 
the wisdom with which I have dealt and the efficiency of the service I leave 
that to the judgment of others. 

Finally, brethren, let us not forget that our time is short and our respon- 
sibility great, and let us constantly remind ourselves that the chief objectives 
of church activities consist in feeding the flock of God, and going out to seek 
and save that which is lost. 

And now may the God of all grace, who hath called us unto His eternal 
glory by Christ Jesus, after that ye have suffered a while, make you perfect, 
stablish, strengthen you.

C) Resolutions 


1. Church Affairs 


1. Southern Minnesota District in convention assembled, recommends that 
the pastors and delegates take to heart the admonitions included in the Presi- 
dent’s report in connection with the words: “Labor not for that meat which 
perisheth, but for that meat which endureth unto everlasting life, which the 
Son of man shall give unto you; for Him hath God the Father sealed.” 
John 6:27. 

2. The Convention rejoices and thanks God that the Word of God is 
taught in its truth and purity, that the sacraments are rightly administered, 
and we are sorry that our beloved President should have to say: “It can not 
be said that love among the brethren is an outstanding feature of our church 
life, and prayer life is manifestly and signally weak. We see very little of 
the apostolic prayer life in our churches.” We earnestly impress upon all that 
these admonitions be taken to heart. 

3. Special preparation meetings for communicants are strongly recom- 
mended not as a condition for participation in the Lord’s Supper, but as a 
privilege and information. 

4. The President has put his finger on a sore spot in our Christian home 
life when he complains that “family devotion is much neglected.” This is no 
doubt one of the chief reasons for the lack of spirituality in our homes. 

5. Religious instruction. 

a) In close connection with the complaint of lack of family worship come 
the remarks on religious instruction. The District urges upon homes more 
attention to children’s lessons both as to learning and understanding them. 

_ b) Teachers’ institutes are highly recommended and the President’s advice 
in his report should be closely studied and followed. It is recommended that 
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all pastors call an annual meeting of each congregation of a whole call to con- 
sider this matter. 

c) The district also expresses its appreciation of the Teachers’ Association, 
and highly recommends its work. 

6. Home Mission. 


a) The district appreciates the work done by or through Home Missions 
and the men in charge of the work. But when the President calls attention 
to the neglected fields, the reason is lack of funds. The greatest need of our 
district is the work in the cities. 

b) The district urges upon its congregations and pastors to do their ut- 
most to support the great common activities of our Church, especially Chris- 
tian Education, Charity, Home Missions and Foreign Missions. 

7. Mission Work at State Schools. 

The district emphasizes the President's expression: "The Christian work 
among the students at our state schools is an important missionary enterprise, 
and deserves our interest and attention. The result of this mission during the 
past year is gratifying. An increased interest among the students is noticeable.” 
We are very happy over the report and urge our people to support this work. 

8. World Service Appeal. 

The appalling need of our Lutheran brethren abroad as pictured in the 
President's report and our Church papers calls for immediate help, and as 
our district last year fell far short of the sum asked for help, by the National 
Council, the district urges upon congregations to lift an offering to this cause 
according to the appeal in the President's report. 

9. Society Work. 

a) We express our appreciation of the work that various societies are doing 
and recommend such society work as makes for the upbuilding of spiritual 
life and the kingdom of God. 

b) The winning of Israel for Christ is growing constantly dearer to the 
hearts of our people and we heartily recommend the work. 

c) We recommend the work of societies not under congregational or 
synodical control as long as they work in harmony with the faith and practice 
of our Lutheran Church, and do not duplicate or interfere with local or syn- 
odical work. 

d) The district emphasizes that according to the Word of God and the 
experience of the Christian Church the local congregation and its work is most 
important and all other activities however great are secondary. 


10. The Circuits. 

a) Not to be published. 

b) The President's complaint of general worldliness and his appeal for 
evangelical preaching is heartily approved. 

c) We urge upon pastors and parents to not grow weary in warning against 
the danger to spiritual life because of the growing worldliness and amusement 
madness. 

d) The President's recommendation in regard to organized circuit budget 
financing is heartily approved. 

e) Not to be published. 


11. Necrology. 

The committee recommends that this matter be referred to the committee 
on resolutions. 

12. Tenth Anniversary and President's Resignation. 

a) Southern Minnesota district rejoices that the first ten years of the union 
have passed in peace and brotherly understanding, and urges upon congrega- 
tions and circuits to commemorate this great blessing of God in special services. 

b) The words of President Eastvold in connection with his resignation, "I 
can assure you brethren, brothers, that I have always tried to do my utmost 
for the best interests of the kingdom of God,” are accepted by the district as 
a true expression of Rev. Eastvold’s work as president and the district ex- 
presses its gratitude: to God for such faithful service. We wish God's blessing 
apon Mr. and Mrs. Eastvold in their new field.

Whereas there exists a deplorable lack of uniformity in the liturgical ser- 
vices within the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and 

Whereas, such lack of uniformity can be corrected largely by a revision 
of the various editions of liturgy for church services formerly edited and pub- 
lished by the three former church bodies, now constituting the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church of America, and 

Whereas, it is highly desirable that the true unity now existing within the 
Church should find its expression in a uniform liturgy. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved that it is the recommendation of the La 
Crosse Special Conference assembled at La Crosse, Wis., this 7th day of April, 
1927, that the district meetings, to be held this year, take steps to have said 
matter brought before the general church convention in 1928. 

Be it further resolved, that the secretary be and is hereby instructed to 
forward this resolution to President Aasgaard and to the district presidents.

anbi8ning i hans hellige ord. Kun da, naar vi det gjør, fan vi vente at Herren 
vil bedfjende fig bort virke, og legge fin velfiqnelfe til bore beftræbelfer. 

Gud3 velfignelfe gjør rif. Uten den er alt forgjæves. Herren felv er bygme- 
fteren. Wi er fun hand medarbeidere. 

»Derjom Herren iffe bygger Hufet, arbeider de forgjeve3, fom bygger paa det; 
derfom Herren iffe vogter ftaden, baager bægteren forgjæves.” 

Den Hpiejte bor iffe i templer, bygget med hænder, hbor ftore og prægtige de end 
maatte opføres. 

,Stulde Gud virfelig bo paa jorden? Ge himlene og hHimlene3 himle rumme 
dig iffe [langt mindre da dette hus, fom jeg har bygget”, fier Golomo da han indvier 
det tempel Hvorpaa 244,000 mend ftiftevis hadde bygget i fhyd aar.

Det var iffe Iden av Herrens ftemme gjennem hand hellige ord3 forkyndelfe, 
bønnerop der fteg op til Gud3 naadetrone og falmefang til hans nabn3 ære og pria, 
men pengevefslernes forretning, druefremmernes ffraal og offerdhrene3 brølen, der 
fyldte templets haller.

Det er færlig tre ting jeg her i denne forbindelfe ønffer flgtig at nævne: Det 
grundlag Hborpaa bor tro og alt vort firfearbeide maa hvile faafremt det ffal beftaa 
i prøvens fiund, og bli til ære for Gud, og til fand velfiqnelfe for 03 felb og vort 
folf, famt de midler fom alene maa anvendes under arbeidets utførelfe, og endelig 
de berfoner fom har betingelje for at funne utføre tjenefte i Gubs menighet: 
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Grundbvolden for den friftne kirke og for hvert enfelt medlem av famme, har 
Gud i fin altforbarmende fjærlighet felv lagt ned. 

»Saa har Gud eljfet verden, at han gav fin føn, den enbaarne, for at hver den 
fom tror paa ham iffe jfal fortapes, men ba evig liv.”

[ebende Guda føn”, bygger Herren fin firfe i berden. 

Midlene hvorved firfen bygge, utbrede3 og bevares, er alene ordet og fafra- 
mentene. Naar ordet, loven og evangeliet forfyndes ret, og faframentene forvaltes 
ifølge Herren3 egen indftiftelfe. og annammes i tro, da frelfe3 fhndere, og blir 
fande medlemmer ab Nefu Nrifti rife. 

De er naademidler. fe faa at forftaa, at ved at eie og bruke disje midler for- 
Hoerbes naaden. Nei. Naaden fan iffe fortjencs. Den faaes for intet, og paa 
en anden3 regning, nemlig for Sefu Kriftt flyld. Ved hans bitre lidelfe og for- 
foningadød er naaden forhvervet for alle menneffer. Naademidler Ealdes de netov 
ab den grund at bed disfe midler meddeler Gud 08 frelfe og falighet ene og alene for 
Sefu Sriftt ffyld. 

Betingelje for at funne tjene i menighetens opbhggelfesarbeide. 

Kirkens herre falder felv fine tjenere. Uten Guds fald blir ingen en Herrens 
tjener. Profetene løp, men jeg har iffe fendt — fier Herren. 

, eg har iffe git Dem befaling, og iffe talt til dem. De fylde eder med tomme 
indbildninger. De taler fit get Hjertes fin og iffe av Herrens mund. De profetere 
for penger og lærer for betaling. aa Herren ftoler de og fier: Cr iffe Herren 
i bor midte? Der fommer ingen ulyffe over 03. De profetere Iggn, og preftene 
herffer efter bere anvisning, og — mit folf vil gjerne ha det faaledes. Men hvad 
vil I gjøre, naar enden paa dette fommer?”

C) Resolutions 


Committee No. 1—Church Affairs 


1. Thanks to God. The Iowa District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America assembled in Convention at Decorah, Iowa, gives thanks to Al- 
mighty God for the means of Grace that have been administered during the 
year, for the faithful service rendered by our pastors and congregations, for 
the spiritual growth made possible by the use of the means of Grace and for 
the protecting care bestowed upon us and our work during the year. 

2. Parish Boundaries. The Convention respectfully calls to the attention 
of our congregations the resolution adopted by the Church Council in regard 
to parish boundaries. On the basis of this resolution we urge upon our con- 
gregations and pastors to observe the following: 

(a) That parish boundaries be established wherever possible and that the 
Committee on Home Mission take due notice of this when organizing new con-: 
gregations. 

(b) That people who move from one congregation to live within the 
boundaries of another should soon transfer their membership to the congre- 
gation within the boundaries of which they go to live. 

(c) That pastors who resign from a parish should refrain from performing 
any ministerial acts in such parish without sanction of the pastor in charge 
and the consent of the congregation. No pastor shall conduct religious services 
within the boundaries of the congregation of another pastor without first ob- 
taining the permission of the pastor and his people. 

(d) That no layman within our district shall conduct religious services in 
any of our congregations or visit the congregation for the purpose of doing 
any religious work whatever without first obtaining the permission of the local 
pastor and the congregation. 

(e) ‘That when a member of one congregation seeks admission into another 
congregation without changing location, the reason for such step should be 
carefully investigated before such move is permitted. 

3. Pastors’ Salaries. We note with pleasure that many congregations have 
expressed appreciation of their pastor’s efforts by increasing his salary. We 
suggest to congregations that have not done so that they consider this matter 
carefully in order to assure themselves that the pastor is receiving at least a 
living salary. 

Concerning Our Man Power. We respectfully call to the attention of 
our congregations the resolution of our Church Council pertaining to the calling 
of pastors. On the basis of this resolution we urge upon congregations when 
about to call a new pastor that they carefully consider: å 

(a) If a pastor proficient in the English language is an absolute necessity. 

(b) They are asked to remember that the use of more English will not 
eliminate all troubles and that an experienced, tactful, elderly man may quiet 
troubled waters even if his English is not the most polished. 

‘ 3. Book Mission. We are grateful for the assistance rendered by our book 
mission and urge upon pastors and congregations to make more use of the 
booklets and to remember this mission with gifts. “We urge our committee 
and book mission to print more leaflets and tracts of a confessional nature for 
the strengthening of our people.” 
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6. Referred Matter. (a) Matters pertaining to the Deaconess Home in 
Chicago is referred to Committee on Finances. 

(b) Matters pertaining to the National Lutheran Council is referred to 
Committee on Charity. * 

7. President’s Vacation. Your committee calls the Convention’s attention 
to the fact that our District President, Rev. H. C. Holm, has never had a vaca- 
tion from his strenuous duties. The Iowa District therefore extends to Presi- 
dent Holm the privilege of taking a much needed rest of at least six months. 


Committee No. 2—School Affairs 


Part sl 


1. The Iowa District desires to express sincere thanks to the Almighty 
and All Merciful God, who also this year in His fatherly care has protected 
the educational institutions of our Church and caused them to prosper. Out 
of His abundant Grace He has poured out blessing upon our Church through 
these institutions. 

2. We rejoice to hear that the faculties of our schools are composed of 
men and women of high Christian ideals, adhering firmly to God’s Word 
revealed in the Holy Bible, and that in the spirit of the Master they are endeav- 
oring to instruct the many boys and girls of our Church entrusted to their 
care in the truths conducive to the development of good Christian citizenship. 

3. We rejoice that to this day we have been spared from the destructive 
teachings of rationalism in our schools. We earnestly urge all to pray God 
to protect the faculties and student bodies of our schools from the pernicious 
influence of false teachings so prevalent in our times. 

4. We solicit the hearty support of our Church for the faculties of our 
educational institutions in the noble work they are doing for our people. 


Part IT 


1. We rejoice over the progress made by our schools during this last year, 
and over the growing interest of our people in our schools, manifested by in- 
creased attendance at all our schools. - 

2. We would earnestly urge all parents to weigh carefully the educational 
advantages prevailing at our own institutions, under the wholesome Christian 
environments when selecting a school home for their children. 


Part LIL 


1. We call the attention of pastors and delegates to the blessed work con- 
ducted by Lutheran pastors and laymen among Lutheran students at our state 
institutions of learning, Iowa State University, Iowa City, State Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Cedar Falls, Iowa, and Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa. We call the at- 
tention of Lutheran parents of our Church, sending their sons and daughters 
to these institutions, to urge them while studying at these institutions to show 
loyalty to their Church by participating in this work. 

2. We especially call the attention of the members of our Church to the 
work of the student pastor of our own Church, Rev. L. A. Pierson, at Iowa 
State College, Ames, Iowa. We highly appreciate the work carried on by him 
among the Lutheran students at this institution, and urge our people to give 
him loyal and hearty support in his noble work. 


Committee No. 3—Home Missions

Committee No. 4—Foreign Missions 


1. We, the Iowa District of the N. L. C. A., assembled at Decorah, Iowa, 
June 10-15, render thanks to God for the abundance of His mercy and the 
power of His protection as revealed on the foreign mission field during the 

ast year. 

k 2. The District recognizes with gratitude to God the progress made on 
the foreign mission field of South Africa, Madagascar, and China during the 
decade which has intervened since the amalgamation of the former Church 
synods. The light of the Gospel of Jesus Christ has touched a great number 
of souls. 

3. The District regards with grave concern the special trials that have come 
to the workers in Christ and prays God that conditions might soon become such 
that our missionaries might return to their respective fields of Christian service 
and that the Lord will preserve His people in the meanwhile. 

4. The District welcomes the missionaries who have returned home whether 
by reason of emergency or by reason of furlough. 

5. The District commends the loyal spirit of the congregations in support- 
ing the work in the foreign fields and urges a continuation of this support by 
prayer and gifts. 

Committee No. 5—Charities 


1. Unto God do we first render our sincere thanks for His fatherly pro- 

tection and loving kindness in guiding and directing the work at our District’s 
institutions of Mercy—The Beloit Orphanage, The Aase Haugen Old People’s 
Home at Decorah, Iowa, also the Story City Old People’s Home. 
- 2. We would express our sincere thanks and appreciation to those in 
charge of these institutions, and all of the kind friends who so generously have 
contributed toward the comfort and material welfare of those who there have 
found shelter and protection within their walls, by gifts of money as well as 
gifts “in natura.” 

3. We also cherish the hope that the many friends of these homes will not 
discontinue the good work, but rather increase their donations that these in- 
stitutions may not only continue, but may be able to meet the ever increasing 
demands to accommodate those less fortunate. 

4. We urge all pastors and delegates to be ever mindful of our great 
responsibility in assisting in this important work of the Church, by informing 
the people of the local churches as to the great need, as well as remembering 
ep ey promises of our Savior to such as carry on His work among the 
needy. 

5. Ås prayer is the one and only power we possess, whereby we may move 
the hand of God, we plead with all that these institutions be remembered before 
the Throne of Mercy. 

The following resolution was offered by Committee No. 5. 

“We recommend that pastors and congregations within the Iowa District 
grant the manager of the Aase Haugen Home, the opportunity to visit the 
local congregations and present his cause in meeting the financial obligations 
of this institution. We therefore urge pastors to extend invitations to Rev. 
O. E. Schmidt to visit their respective congregations. This opportunity should 
also be granted to the managers of our other institutions of Mercy.” 

On motion, this resolution was adopted. 

The following resolution was also offered by Committee No. 5: 

“We heartily endorse the building project of a new Deaconess Home in 
Chicago, for the training and special education for the sisters in the Lord. who 
there come yoluntarily to dedicate their lives in the service of the Master. 

We further hope that the appeal made by our President in his reports will 
be sanctioned by the District here assembled.” 

On motion this resolution was adopted. 
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Committee No. 6—Finances 


1, The Iowa District expresses its gratitude to Almighty God in view of the 
face that its members have been inspired by the Spirit of God to give liberally 
of their means towards the work of the Kingdom especially the last year. 


2. The Report of the Financial Secretary shows that the District had this 
last year in reality exceeded its quota as far as total contributions were con- 
cerned. May the liberal gifts of our people towards the support of the work 
of our Church be continued also during this year. 


3. In order that misunderstandings relative to the ingathering of funds 
towards the budget may be avoided and to give more elasticity to the system 
of handling the funds by our Treasurer, we recommend the following change 
in the remittance forms furnished by the treasurer’s office. 

(Said proposal to be submitted as a recommendation to the general conven- 
tion of the Church 1928). 

Proposed that: 

In addition to the columns now found on said forms, that there be estab- 
lished a special column called the Adjustment Fund. All moneys sent to this 
Adjustment Fund can at the discretion of the Treasurer be transferred to any 
one or more of the four departments of the budget as need may be. The column 
called General Fund shall be retained. Money sent to this fund shall be pro- 
rated to the four departments as done heretofore, explanatory footnotes to be 
printed on the blanks. 

4. In references to the financial report, page 48, of Official Reports, we find 
the significant figures that 16 congregations of the Iowa District have not con- 
tributed to Education; 10 have not contributed to Home Missions; 11 have not 
contributed to Foreign Missions; 10 have not contributed to Charities; and 6 
have made no contributions whatever to the activities of the Church. 

And from the report of the District Financial Secretary we note that a 
number of larger congregations have failed to reach their quota in all of the 
four departments. This indicates lack of proper interest and love for the work 
of the Church as carried on in all these four departments. We therefore urge 
that serious consideration be given these figures by such congregations that 
have not met their proper apportionment, and that every effort be made to 
better this situation that fuller support be given to the finance program our 
Church has adopted. The district urges that its pastors give equal publicity 
and equal personal effort and consideration to each of the four activities of 
the Church. The Church has adopted four activities in the budget. No 
pastor should favor one to neglect any of the others. 

5. The District respectfully urges its congregations to give their generous 
support to the campaign now launched for building the much needed and long 
awaited home for our Deaconesses in Chicago. 


Committee No. 8—Pensions 


1. We, the Iowa District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
assembled in Convention at Decorah, Iowa, June 10-15, thank God for the 
blessing that the Pension Fund has proven to be to the aged laborers of the 
Church, the widows and the orphan children of pastors, and for the extra con- 
tribution which has made it possible to pay the annuitants at the rate of $320 
for 1926. 


2. And as we recognize that the present Pension Fund is insufficient to 
pay the minimum sum of $320 a year to the pensioners, we earnestly urge that 
every pastor and congregation within the District will remember the former 
resolutions passed by the general and district conventions to take an offering 
each year for the payment of the annuity, and we also request the ladies’ aid 
societies as well as individuals to remember the annuitants in the year 1927. 

3. And as we recognize that the present plan of Pension Fund is inade- 
quate, we hope that a plan soon can be realized which will in a sufficient manner 
take care of the pensioners. 
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Committee No. 9—Elementary Christian Education 


1. The Iowa District endorses the reports of the President of our Synod, 
Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, and of our District, Rev. H. C. Holm, concerning Elemen- 
tary Christian Education. ay 

2. The lowa District expresses as its conviction that Elementary Christian 
education is the most important and vital need of our Church. å 

3. We recommend that Week-day schools be established wherever possible, 
whether in connection with the public school or otherwise. We likewise re- 
commend that Sunday schools be established in all congregations. be: 

4. The Iowa District recommends that the Northwood plan for establishing 
funds for the education of the children be followed wherever possible. The 
details of this plan may be obtained from Rev. J. W. Ylvisaker, Northwood, 
Iowa. 

Committee No. 10—Resolutions 


1. The Iowa District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
assembled in Convention at Decorah, Iowa, June 10-14, 1927, offers praise and 
thanks to the Triune God who in Mercy has looked upon our needs and has 
blessed the various activities in the Lord's vineyard the past year.

The Sunday morning offering amounted to. $517.01, and the afternoon offer- 
ing to $137.90. 

The Sunday evening offerings amounted to about $47.00 in the F. N. E. L. 
Church and about $26.00 in the Decorah Lutheran Church.

A) President’s Report 


Dear friends in Christ: Grace to you and peace! å 

In my report to the District of its activities during the past year, I wish 
first of all to call attention to a word of Jesus in St. John 4:34-35: “Jesus saith 
unto them, My meat is to do the will of Him that sent me and to finish His 
work. Say not ye, There are yet four months and then cometh the harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest.” Jesus had a great task to perform, and He did it 
joyfully. It was a pleasure to Him. It was like eating. "My meat is to do 
the will of Him that sent me.” Jesus was always busy. Time seemed to be 
very precious to Him. He went about to all the cities and villages, teaching 
in their synagogues and preaching the Gospel of the Kingdom, and healing 
every sickness and every disease among the people. His greatest work was 
the work of redemption. "The Son of man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give His life as a ransom for many.” It was His joy, 
His meat and drink, His whole-souled and eager purpose to do His Father’s 
will and accomplish it even unto the end, till He could say, “It is finished.” And 
all this He did in order that we might live, and live to serve God and to take 
delight in the service. Even though He came to His own, and His own re- 
ceived Him not, though thousands and hundreds of thousands perish in their 
sins, because they refuse to accept His grace and salvation, yet His work, His 
living and dying were not in vain. “He shall see of the travail of His soul 
and shall be satisfied.” (Is. 53:11.) 


We are His followers, and as such we have a great task to perform. We 
are called to serve. We are saved to serve. Salvation first, of course, and 
then service. “Go and work today in my vineyard.” “Ye also shall bear wit- 
ness.” “Go and make disciples of all nations and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” “For we are laborers together with God.” The purpose of this 
service is to bring the means of grace to our fellowmen, to bring men out of 
the sinful world into the Church of God, where “faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the Word of God.” The purpose is salvation and eternal life 
for ourselves and our fellowmen. “The Son of man came to seek and to 
save that which was lost,” and “this is a faithful saying and worthy of all 
acceptation that Jesus came into the world to save sinners.” His purpose in 
coming was not to seek honor and comfort for Himself, but to seek the honor 
of His Father and to do His will. His purpose must be our purpose, and the 
only remedy for a sinsick, troubled and dying world is the Gospel of Jesus 
~hrist. 

We have the means. God has richly blessed our Church. We have the 
means prescribed by our Master and have them in their original form and 
meaning, the Word and the Sacraments. His last commission was to make 
all nations His disciples by baptizing and teaching. The Gospel of Christ 
is “the power of God unto salvation.” This being true, we will have none 
of the Spring styles and Fall fashions of Theology made somewhere else. 
Shall we listen to those who are trying to invent a new social gospel and to 
write a new Bible? No, “Thus saith the Lord: stand ye in the ways and 
see and ask for the old paths, where is the good ways and walk therein, and 
ye shall find rest for your souls.” Like the disciples in Acts 2:42 we will 
“continue steadfastly in the Apostles’ doctrine and fellowship and in break- 
ing of bread and in prayers, and the Lord will add to the Church daily such 
as should be saved.” 
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Now is the time. “Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest.” He emphasizes the immediate need. When the 
fields are ripe, the grain must be gathered into the garner. If not, all will be 
wasted. There is no time to lose for the salvation of the children of men. 
Today, today is His appeal to our benevolence, to our service and consecration. 
Immortal souls in great number are daily passing into eternity unsaved and 
many of them without the knowledge of a Redeemer. The field is large. It 
begins in your own heart and at your own door and extends to the uttermost 
part of the earth. In this restless age and busy time let us not forget the 
field of our own heart. And there is the home. What our country and our 
age need more than anything else are Christian homes where Christ is the 
head of the house, and the Holy Spirit is the moving power, where the Word 
of God dwells richly. 

How can we perform our work in the Kingdom? By prayer, by the 
faithful administering of the means of grace, by personal work, by giving of 
our time and means.

Christian Education and Augustana College and Academy 


Christian education is of vital importance. “Teach them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded you” was one of the last words from the 
lips of our Master. This is a life issue so far as our Church is concerned. 
Our success in the future depends to a great extent upon the success and good 
work of our schools. Therefore, this department of our Church is worthy 
of our keenest interest and whole hearted support. Augustana College and 
Academy have done well during the past year. The attendance in both the 
College and Academy has been very good, especially when we consider the 
adverse financial conditions. The teachers and students have faithfully and 
earnestly performed their tasks. We have a good and promising field for our 
school. A multitude of our young people seek an education. It is our duty 
to give them a Christian education that will prepare them well for the duties 
of life in Church and state. The future success of Augustana College and 
Academy will depend to a great extent upon our prayers, our loyalty and 
whole hearted support. 

Prof. H. M. Dale, after many years of valuable service at our school in 
Canton, has resigned and accepted a position at Concordia College. His loy- 
alty to our Church and faithful and hard work in the School is appreciated, 
and we do hereby express our sincere thanks for service rendered. Rev. B. J. 
Rothnem, Dell Rapids, S. D., has been called to succeed Prof. Dale. He has 
accepted the call and will enter upon his new duties about July 1st. We wish 
him abundant success in his new field of labor. 

The school question that has caused us some trouble and anxiety in the 
past has now been settled apparently to the satisfaction of all. This bodes 
well for the future. “In union there is strength.” But in order to insure suc- 
cess for the future, faithfulness, sacrifice, hard work and prayers are needed. 


The Endowment Fund 


Our people in the School District, which comprises our regular South 
Dakota District and certain counties in western Minnesota and western Iowa, 
responded nobly in the Endowment drive. Times were stringent and condi- 
tions difficult, yet we nearly reached the goal. When the work shall have 
been completed, we shall have more than the amount we set out to raise. It 
proves that Christian Education has a large place in the hearts of our people 
and they seem to be determined to secure the future for our schools. We wish 
to express our gratitude to all who responded so generously for the worthy 
cause. 


Elementary Christian Education 


Institutes under the direction of the committee for the advancement of 
elementary Christian education have been held in various parts of our District 
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during the past year. This is a very good work, and it should be encouraged. 
The children and the young people will be the Church of the future and 
a tremendous effort ought to be put forth in this branch of our Church work. 
Sunday School, week day, Saturday, vacation schools and Bible classes can- 
not be emphasized too much. Confirmation instruction is of vital importance - 
and no pastor and no congregation can afford to deal lightly with this subject. 

A resolution dealing with this matter has been sent us from the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Teachers Association by Rev. O. Lokensgaard with the re- 
quest that it be brought to the atténtion of this District meeting. This can 
be done at some later session. 


Home Mission and Church Extension 


We have a large Home Mission field. Four states constitute the territory 
of our District. We were often told last year in our Endowment campaign 
that over 151,000 had registered as Lutherans in the last census taken in 
South Dakota. -It is very probable that not more than one half are members 
of a Lutheran congregation. Where are the other 75,000? Scattered and cut 
loose from the influence of the life giving gospel of Jesus Christ. What about 
the other states for which we are directly responsible? We have a field in 
Colorado, Wyoming and Nebraska. A great door is open unto us. There 
are towns and communities where they have no churches, and many places 
where the work of the Kingdom is entirely neglected. We have marked time 
on the Home Mission field and our golden opportunity will soon be lost. The 
work of planting the Church in the homeland is fundamental. We have 4 
message to bring. Shall we not bring this message to the towns, the country 
districts and to the larger cities? It is our sacred duty and now is the 
time or it will be too late. Over thirty parishes in our District received more 
or less support from the Home Mission treasury. The Home Mission pastors 
are working hard. Often the fields are very difficult. The spirit of the world 
rules supreme and often all Church interest has died out. It takes a lot of 
courage, love, devotion and self sacrifice on the part of the Home Mission 
pastors. In most cases the salary is small, and that adds to the burden of 
some, Friends, this is not as it should be. In order that this may be reme- 
died, and in order that new fields may be occupied and developed, I appeal 
most earnestly to all congregations supported more or less by the Home 
Mission to make a tremendous effort for the support of their pastors and to 
become self-sustaining as soon as possible. And I want to appeal to our 
entire District to contribute liberally to our Home Mission work that we 
may extend the Kingdom and that the brethren out in the field may labor 
without temporal anxiety. 

Church Extension goes hand in hand with the work of the Home Mission. 
It is difficult to do Church work without a Church home. It seems to be 
impossible to make real success in gathering the people for the Kingdom with- 
out a Church building. But many congregations are too poor to secure 
one. They need help. The purpose of the Church Extension Fund is to 
give this help to needy and worthy congregations. But at present this fund 
is entirely inadequate.. There are a great many congregations throughout 
our Church without a house of worship, whereby our work is seriously handi- 
capped. How much more their efforts would. prosper if they had a Church. 
By giving whole hearted support to this fund, you will help many that are 
in need and you will do a good piece of Home Mission work. Let us do our 
best for this cause during this year. 


Church Interest in General 


Our congregations have done well for the budget. Our District went 
over the top in ali departments for 1926 in spite of crop and bank failures and 
our Endowment drive. This is very commendable. It shows that pastors and 
congregations are genuinely interested in the work of the Church. However, 
it is with concern that we report that 26 of our congregations did not con- 
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tribute anything to Education, 17 nothing to Home Mission, 20 nothing to For- 
eign Missions, 24 nothing to Charities and 14 did not contribute a cent to any 
of the activities. This must be remedied. 

Reports have come from various parts of the District that Church attend- 
ance is good and also attendance at Communion. However, there is room 
for much improvement everywhere. Family devotion seems to be on the 
wane. The spirit of materialism is getting stronger and stronger, and we need 
a deeper spirituality. Our congregations need a spiritual awakening, an evan- 
gelical quickening, a rekindling of the spiritual life that will last and increase 
and “abound yet more and more.” By the help of the Holy Spirit we will get 
more spiritual life in the hearts and homes of our people, and then will our 
work prosper as never before. 


The Women’s Missionary Federation 
This organization has been very active during the year and has done much 
good for the different activities of the Church. This work should be en- 
couraged. The welfare of the Kingdom concerns our women. To all the 
women’s societies of our District, both those connected with the Federation, 
as well as those not directly affiliated with it, we extend our appreciation and 
thanks for the support they have given our work. 


The Young People’s Luther League 

The work among the young people has progressed satisfactorily during the 
year. Regular meetings have been held in the congregations and larger 
Circuit meetings have taken place in every Circuit. These have been con- 
ducive to much instruction and inspiration. The best is not too good for the 
young people. To them belongs the future. Let us use every opportunity 
to enlarge and intensify the activities of the young people in our Church. 
Every pastor and congregation should take much interest in the young people. 


The Pastoral Conference 
The Pastoral Conference at Sioux Falls February 21-24 was well attended. 
The papers and discussions were of such nature that they were both in- 
structive and edifying. It should be the aim of every pastor to attend these 
conferences, if possible. It is a good investment of his time. The officers of 
the organization merit much praise for the work they have done in the interest 
of the conference. ° 


The Bible Institute 


A Bible Institute was conducted at Canton last year as in former years. 
The program was very instructive and inspiring. Bible Institutes for the pur- 
pose of enriching the Christian life ought to be very helpful, and we should 
take a genuine interest in them.

Mission Work at State Schools 


State University of South Dakota. 

State School of Agriculture at Brookings, S. D. 

Northern Normal School, Aberdeen, S. D. 

Eastern Normal School, Madison, S. D., and others. - 

A large number of Lutheran students attend our State schools. Many of 
them will become leaders later in life. Youth is the important period when 
habits are formed, character is molded and religious foundations laid. Our 
Church has a great responsibility at our State Schools. This work has been 
neglected to a great degree at some of them. May we realize more fully our 
obligations to the Lutheran students at our state schools so that our Church 
may extend a helping hand in this work. 


National Lutheran Council 


Many of our Church people do not realize what this organization has ac- 
complished in its World Service program. During the year 1926 the Council 
distributed aid as follows: For relief of distressed foreign missions of Euro- 
pean Societies—India $37,000.00, China $17,350.00, Africa $15,500.00. Total 
$69,850.00. 

For European Relief: Russia $24,801.00, Germany $22,939.00, Poland $1,- 
450.00, Austria $3,139.00, Roumania $2,025.00, Latvia $2,000.00, Czecho-Slovakia 
$1,819.00, Lithuania $5,500.00, Hungary $1,025.00, Jugo Slavia $1,131.00, France 
'$1,605.00—total $67,434.00. 

Thus for Foreign missions and European Relief the total of $137,284.00 was 
expended during 1926 for the preservation of endangered interests of the Lu- 
theran Church. A wonderful work under the blessing of God! How much 
did our Church body contribute last year for this blessed work? Only $1,- 
900.00. For 1927 the National Lutheran Council asks for $104,000.00 and our 
fair share is $18,470.40. Our District has been apportioned $1,586.24. How 
shall we raise it? This subject was discussed thoroughly in the Church Coun- 
cil. It was finally decided to appeal to our District meetings to pass a resolu- 
tion to ask every congregation to take a free will collection the last Sundays 
in June and the first Sundays in July. I am certain that our District will do 
its part for the poor and the suffering of our faith abroad. 


Necrology 


Mrs. B. O. Steffenson was instantly killed in a terrible accident last Sep- 
tember and her husband, Rev. Steffenson, seriously hurt. Our sincere sym- 
pathy goes out to the bereaved family. Rev. and Mrs. Steffenson have been 
faithful workers in our District for several years and had just moved to the 
Eastern District. We are very glad to hear that he is now able to take care 
of his work. 3 


Rev. N. Boe 


Our former esteemed president, Rev. N. Boe, felt that it was necessary to 
resign from his office last year on account of illness. He had worked hard 
and faithfully in the interest of our District and of the Church for many years. 
We are very sorry to hear that he is still sick and unable to do any work. It 
is our prayer that he will soon regain his health and that God might richly 
bless him and his family. 

Rev. C. E. Sybilrud of Madison, S. D., has been compelled to give up his 
work for the present because of failing health. His sickness seems to be of a 
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serious nature. He has sought the best medical aid. It is our hope that the 
Lord will strengthen this brother and that he will be spared yet for many years 
of work in our Church. 


Circuit Meetings 


We have now eleven circuits. Each circuit has held its several meetings, 
which have been generally well attended. Let us make an effort to make our 
Circuit meetings as instructive and edifying as possible. 


The Home Mission Committee in conjunction with the Executive secretary 
of the Home Mission Board has also decided to have a District Home Mission 
meeting early in the fall. 


Church Papers 


It should be our aim to get one of the Church papers into every home. 
Next to the preaching of the Gospel and the administration of the Sacraments 
the pastor will find that these Church papers are very capable assistant mis- 
sionaries in doing Church work. They create interest in the Church and 
enrich our Christian knowledge. They bring much food both to soul and 
mind. A little money invested in our Church papers is wisely spent. 


System in our Congregational Giving 


The problem of finances is often a difficult one for our congregations. How 
shall we meet the local and general expenses of the Church is a question that 
has brought worry to many of our members. What can be done? Different 
resolutions have been passed at our Church meetings and different suggestions 
have been given in our Church papers and otherwise to improve this part of 
our work. The envelope system, the weekly and monthly offering has been 
recommended as the best plan. Wherever this system has been tested, it has 
been found to be a good and intelligent method in the business of the Lord’s 
work. This is an age of system and organization and the more system and or- 
ganization we can get into our finances, the more we will succeed and prosper. 
For instance, a young man would be willing to give 50 cents a week in 52 
weekly installments, but if the same person should be asked for $26.00 to be 
paid in one sum experience tells that he would not be so willing and in many 
cases you would not get it. But probably the greatest merit of this plan is 
the training it gives to the children and the young people. Furthermore, this 
plan is the New Testament plan, for we read 1 Cor. 16:2: “Upon the first day 
of the week let everyone of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered 
him, that there be no gatherings when I come.” Every congregation ought to 
introduce this system and give it a good trial. 


Elections 


This year there is to be an election of one member on the Mission Com- 
mittee. Rev. Arneson’s term expires. He has for many years worked faith- 
fully in our District and also given valuable service on the committee. He will 
move to the Southern Minnesota District in the near future. Rev. R. Ulvilden’s 
and Rev. H. A. Okdale’s terms expire on the committee for Elementary Chris- 


tian Education; and one must be elected to serve out the unexpired term of 
Prof. H. M. Dale. 


Four candidates from our Theological Seminary have accepted calls to our 
District: O. G. Malmin to St. John’s Lutheran, Rapid City, and Grace Lu- 
theran, Sturgis, So. Dak.; L. F. Scheie to the Lily parish, Lily, So. Dak.; E. G. 
Burtness to Immanuel and East Trinity, Mt. Vernon, So. Dak.; Robert Walle- 
dom to the Fowler parish, Fowler, Colo. These four young men are to be 
ordained upon these calls, and the ordination must be approved by the District 
meeting. 
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In conclusion I wish to thank all the pastors and congregations for hearty 
and faithful cooperation in the work. May the Lord guide our deliberations; 
and may the divine blessings flow down upon our meeting here and upon our 
Church at large.

ADDENDA 


Sioux Falls Circuit 


Rev. M. Bjornson, president of this Circuit, has sent me the following 
communication in part: “Our Circuit was divided at the District meeting at 
Minneapolis last year (see Annual Report, pages 153 and 155). Owing to 
lack of time and absence of members concerned, there was no discussion of 
the question. Since then there has been considerable discussion and general 
dissatisfaction over the division as made. At the same time there seems to be 
considerable sentiment in favor of a division of some sort, especially in the 
extreme western part of the Circuit. At the Circuit meeting this spring, held 
in the Willow Creek congregation, Dell Rapids, So. Dak., May 17-19, it was 
decided to ask the South Dakota District to reconsider the division of the 
Sioux Falls Circuit made at the district meeting last year.” It is recommended 
that this action be taken in order that the circuit may work out a division 
that would be satisfactory and of best advantage to all concerned. 

The religious work of the deaf at the State School at Sioux Falls, S. D., 
has been carried on as heretofore by Rev. B. J. Rothnem, This is a noble 
work, and it is our sacred obligation to break the Bread of life for those 
unfortunate children and young people. Let us remember this mission in our 
prayers and in our giving. The following report is submitted by Rev. Roth- 
nem: “In reporting my religious work at the State School for the Deaf at 
Sioux Falls, S. D., for the year 1926, I am glad to say that the work was 
carried on without any interruption. The condition of health has been very 
good at the school. 

The work done was practically the same as that of the year 1925. From 
January to June I had three classes to instruct, but from September on I have 
had only two, as there were none being prepared for confirmation this year, 
1927. There were fewer Lutheran pupils at the School for the Deaf this year, 
hence the attendance in my classes was decreased. Some of the older con- 
firmed pupils have also been given work in the school that has made it im- 
possible for them to attend the Bible class. At the close of the school year, 
1925-1926, I had 15 pupils; at the opening of the school last fall and through 
the winter I had only 11. 

In the year 1926 I met with the deaf for religious instruction 31 times in 
two-hour periods, and held two services. On May 30, 1926, 4 were confirmed 
at the East Side Lutheran Church. They were Ruth Bjerke, Sioux Falls; 
Freda Dangaard, Dell Rapids, S. D., Edna Foglesong, Redfield; S. D., and 
Helen Bathke, Colome, S. D. May the Lord add His blessing to the work 
done in His name, to the salvation of these children and young people and to 
the glory of His name!” å ; int 

Religious instruction for our children is of supreme importance. It is in 
every way fundamental and we cannot stress this work too much. But the 
time for this instruction is so limited. One hour a week of the regular public 
school time was granted in this state a few years ago. We are very thankful 
for this and this hour ought to be utilized wherever it is possible. It is not 
sufficient, however, to be of any real value and benefit for the child in the 
open country. I believe that it would be wise to elect a committee at this 
meeting whose duty it should be to work for more time for week day religious 
instruction that the children in the country may have the same opportunity 
as those in the city. 

Rev. E. Nielsen, Sioux Falls. S. D., passed away the 2nd of June, 1927, at

the age of 73 years. He was ordained in 1891 and worked hard and faithfully 
as pastor at Valley City, N. D., and surrounding Home Mission territory for 
fours years and in Charles Mix County this state for eighteen years. Rev. 
R. A. Lavik, Milnor, N. D., father of Rev. J. R. and Rev. I. A. Lavik of our 
district, died this spring; and last fall Rev. J. A. Bergh, father of Mrs. Rev. 
J. R. Lavik passed away. Both of these men had served long and faithfully in 
our Church. May the Lord comfort the sorrowing!

C) Resolutions 


1. Church Affairs 


1. The South Dakota District in convention assembled at Mitchell, S. Dak., 
June 10-15, 1927, gives thanks to Almighty God for the manifold blessings we 
have been permitted to enjoy this past year. 

We also give thanks to the Lord for having placed before us an open door 
and for the privilege of working for the furtherance of God’s Kingdom in our 
midst, in all the acitvities of our Church, and pray that our Heavenly Father 
will further bless our efforts to the glory of His name and the establishment 
of His Kingdom in the hearts of our people. 

2. Be it resolved that all matters in the district president’s report as well 
as all matters in the general president’s report dealing with: General Education, 
Elementary Christian Education, Home Missions, Foreign Missions, Charities 
be referred to the committee reporting on these activities of the Church at 
this convention. 

3. The Budget. a) We feel deeply thankful to God, who, in spite of adverse 
circumstances, gave us the love and money and cooperation so that our district 
was able to go over the top in our budget, and in all the departments of the 
activities of our Church. 
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b) We desire in particular to commend the congregations who contributed 
the full one hundred per cent or more of their apportionment. We appreciate 
the endeavors of the congregations who contributed some, even if the full 
amount was not reached, and hope they will make an earnest effort to reach 
the goal in the future. 

c) We deplore that fourteen congregations “did not contribute a cent to any 
of the activities.” We most earnestly appeal to these congregations to share 
in the responsibilities and joys of the general work of the Church. The con- 
vention appeals to the auxiliary organizations within these, and all congrega- 
tions to remember the budget in their activities. 

d) We also note that eighty-seven congregations who did contribute to 
the budget apportioned their funds, so that one or the other of the four activi- 
ties of the Church received nothing. These, and all congregations, are urged 
oe their contributions as near to the budget apportionment as pos- 
sible. 

e) The convention desires to state that it does not consider the building 
of new churches or making other extensive local improvements, as valid excuse 
for not contributing their full quota to the budget. 

4. The Women’s Missionary Federation. a) Be it resolved that the Presi- 
dent’s statement concerning the Women’s Missionary Federation be approved 
by a rising vote. The resolution reads as follows: 

“This organization has been very active during the church year and has 
done much good for the different activities of the Church. This work should 
be encouraged. The welfare of the Kingdom concerns our women. To all the 
women’s societies of our district, both those connected with the Federation 
as well as those not directly affiliated with it, we extend our appreciation and 
thanks for the support they have given our work. 

b) Be it further resolved that all societies not affiliated with the Women’s 
Missionary Federation be urged to join. 

5. Pastoral Conference. The district desires to express its approval and 
appreciation of the pastors of the district for meeting together at least once 
a year for a pastoral conference and urges all pastors to attend. 

6. The Bible Institute. The district expresses its appreciation of the work 
of the Bible Institute and desires to recommend the same, particularly to our 
young people, as well as to urge upon all delegates and pastors to attend and 
to use their influence to get others to attend. 


7. National Lutheran Council. We note with thanks to the Lord, that in 
the year 1926, the National Lutheran Council was able to contribute $137,248.00 
for Foreign Mission and European Relief. We note with regret that of this 
sum, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America contributed only $1900.00. 
For the year 1927, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America is apportioned 
$18,470.00 of which our district is asked for $1,586.24. The South Dakota 
District herewith pledges to endeavor to raise this amount and agrees to comply 
with the request of the National Lutheran Council that we ask every con- 
gregation for a free will offering the last Sunday in June, or as soon after 
as possible. 

8. Sioux Falls Circuit. Concerning the division of the Sioux Falls circuit, 
the committee submits the following: 

Be it resolved that the motion passed at our district meeting at Minneapolis, 
1926 (see annual report, pages 153 and 155), be rescinded. 

9. Parish Boundaries. 

The South Dakota district desires to express its approval of President Aas- 
gaard’s report on Parish Boundaries and Pastors’ Salaries, as recorded in the 
official report (see pages 10-13), and requests all delegates and pastors to have 
the same read before their congregation at the earliest possible opportunity. 


President’s Residence 


10. Be it resolved that we, in convention assembled, request the next 
annual meeting of the South Dakota district to take under consideration the 
advisability of securing a President’s residence for the use of the district presi- 
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dent, and that we request the Finance committee of our district to present 
to the next annual convention, the necessary plans and resolutions. 

11. There still remained unpaid, on April 23rd, 1927, $682.88 on former 
President Boe’s house rent. This rent had to be paid and so money was 
borrowed at that time by the committee on the President’s house rent, and 
the committee, together with the district president, gave their personal note 
for this amount. This note is due September Ist, 1927, and can not be renewed. 
Therefore, this convention appeals to every congregation which has not taken 
up a collection for this purpose last year, to do so as soon as possible. This 
convention also urges the circuit presidents and financial secretaries to co- 
operate with the committee to secure a free-will collection from every congre- 
gation in the several circuits before September Ist, 1927. 

12. Systematic Giving. It is of the greatest importance that the congrega- 
tions have the proper financial system, both for the home work, as well as for 
the benevolences. 

Be it therefore resolved that we recommend to the congregations, to use 
as much as possible, the single or duplex weekly or monthly envelope system, 
lst Corinthians 16:2, both for city and rural congregations, and that an every 
member canvass for the budget be made early in the year, and that the money 
be sent in to our synodical treasurer monthly. 


2. School Affairs 


1. Whereas we believe that the Triune God has singularly blessed the edu- 
cational program of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America during the 
past year, which blessings have manifested themselves in an increased at- 
tendance at our Theological Seminary and at all our colleges and secondary 
schools, and in an increased interest in Christian education on the part of our 
people throughout our Church, manifesting itself in a marked way through 
the very successful endowment appeals. 

Therefore the South Dakota district expresses its heartfelt thanks and 
sincere gratitude to God for His mercy making possible our successful work 
in the field of Christian education. 

2. Whereas Modernism is on the ascendency quite generally in the world, 
and whereas it has made very marked inroads into a great many church 
denominations, and whereas it is exerting a powerful influence upon our people, 
through secular education and the literature of our times, especially upon the 
youth of our church educational institutions, thus endangering the very heart 
of our Church. And whereas it is observed that in spite of the powerful press 
of Modernism, and our Church stands firmly conservative as a Church and is 
guarding zealously the confessional stand of our educational institutions em- 
bracing the faith once delivered to the saints. 

Therefore be it resolved that we express our hearty thanks and apprecia- 
tion for the conservative position of our Church and schools. 

Be it further resolved that special vigilance be exercised relative to the 
confessional stand and practice of all the teachers in all our church educational 
institutions. 

3. Whereas the Augustana College Association has passed resolutions 
relative to Augustana College and its faculty. 

Therefore be it resolved that the South Dakota district acquiesce in, and 
heartily approve said resolution passed by the Augustana College Asso- 
ciation. 

4. Whereas Dr. E. Hove has been obliged, through serious illness, to dis- 
continue his much needed and much appreciated service at our Theological 
Seminary. 

Therefore be it resolved that the South Dakota district through its secretary 
send Dr. E. Hove a greeting of thanks and appreciation for his long, able, and 
faithful service in our Church. : i 


3. Home Missions 
1. As we look back upon the activities on the Home Mission field for the 
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last year, our hearts are filled with praise to God, and thanksgiving for the 
blessings He so bountifully has showered upon this work, and for His pro- 
tective care. “My soul bless the Lord and all that is within me bless His 
holy name.” 


2. “Behold, I set before thee, an open door.” As we look in at the open 
door, we rejoice to see the trust that the Lord in His loving grace has given 
unto us. Here we see not only the whole Northwest laying white unto harvest, 
before our general church body, but in our own district, thousands of such 
as have been “baptized at” our fonts and knelt at our altars and many others 
starving because the bread of life is not broken among them. When we con- 
sider the great obligation and our little strength, we are humble and filled 
with dismay, that we will not be equal to the trust. But we are reminded 
that He is with us, and that He is strong in the weak. We will, therefore, 
with fervent prayers and increased zeal, continue the work, and pledge our- 
selves to give that work our wholehearted support in prayers and donations. 

3 . We appreciate the sacrifice and hard work of our mission pastors. May 
the Lord bless them with a rich harvest. 


4. We are conscious of the difficult problems which in connection with this 
work from time to time confront the district president, and Home Mission 
board. These servants of the Church truly need divine guidance and wisdom. 
To this end may we also remember them in our prayers. 


5. We express our confidence in the good judgment of the District Home 
Mission Board, and in their willingness. to render necessary financial assistance 
to all deserving congregations and pastors, primarily to those located in what 
may be termed difficult or important and strategic places. We deplore unwise 
and harmful shifting of pastors from the Home Mission Field. 


6. We commend the efforts of our Mission Board in pressing mission 
charges, as soon as possible, to become self-supporting. This is very important 
as the money thus saved can be used at other and more needy places. 


7. We suggest to strong and well established congregations and their pas- 
tors that are near to a small and weak one, that they divide their spiritual 
blessing with the weaker church, and that our Mission Board encourage such 
work, and show their appreciation of it where it is done. 


8. Important city missions should be separated from surrounding mission 
work, so that more intensive and efficient work can be done in the city church. 


District Affairs—Evangelistic Committee 


Intro: The committee for securing an evangelist for the South Dakota 
district elected by the district meeting in convention assembled at Minneapolis, 
Minn., June, 1926, consisting of Rev. H. Solem, of Baltic; Rev. N. Klungtvedt, 
of Beresford, and H. A. Okdale, Watertown, S. Dak., met and organized by 
electing H. A. Okdale, president; Rev. H. Solem, secretary. 

The committee has met several times. One meeting was held with the 
Home Mission committee of the South Dakota district. Through these meet- 
ings, our committee came to the conclusion that the problem of securing an 
evangelist could best be solved by nominating candidates for said calling in 
the convention of the South Dakota district. 

1. We recommend that the district elect an evangelist and that the evan- 
gelistic work be under the supervision of the president of the South Dakota 
district, and the Home Mission committee of the South Dakota district. 

2. We recommend that three thousand dollars per year be the salary for 
the evangelist. Said salary to be raised by offerings in congregations employ- 
ing the evangelist, and others interested in the cause. 

3. We nominate as candidates for the position of evangelist of South Dakota 
district, Rev. O. F. Johnson, Sinai, S. Dak., and Rev. A. M. Mannes, Volga, 
S. Dak. 


Rev. A. M. Mannes was elected. 
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Committee No. 4—Committee on Foreign Missions 


1. We render thanks unto Almighty God for the open door He has provided 
for us in our mission work, and for the manifold blessings He has showered 
upon the various Foreign Mission fields of our Church. We thank Him for 
the progress that has been made during the past year, as shown by reports 
from the various fields, which show a greater number of baptisms performed 
than at any other time. We also thank Him for the increase in self-support 
by the native congregations. 

We are deeply grieved to hear reports of the severe civil disturbances in 
China, which have greatly interrupted the work of our missionaries there, and 
has now made necessary the temporary withdrawal of most of our workers 
from their fields of labor, but at the same time, we rejoice to know that God 
has graciously protected our missionaries, and has spared their lives under the 
trying circumstances and dangers of the present revolution in China. We feel 
that the hand of God is even now protecting His flock over there, and we 
hope that sooner than may now seem evident, He will again open the door 
of opportunity there, which appears now to be partly closed, so that the work 
may go on in the future, and bear even richer and more abundant fruit than 
it has in the past. 

We wish to express our thanks to the missionaries who have labored so 
faithfully in all our fields, oftentimes under severe handicaps, both physically 
and otherwise. We humbly pray that the Lord may give speedy recovery 
to those of our missionaries who at present are patiently laboring under 
trying physical weaknesses, and also to those who have had to lay down the 
work and return home on account of sickness. ' 

We are glad to note that several of our veteran missionaries who have been 
home on furlough, have now returned to their former fields of activity. 


2. We rejoice that our district, by the Grace of God was permitted to 
go “over the top,” in its contribution to all the activities of the Church, and 
in this connection, we wish to thank the congregations for the loyal and Chris- 
tian manner in which they have contributed to the cause of Foreign Missions, 
and this, during the Augustana College Endowment Drive, and in spite of 
numerous bank failures and general poor crop conditions prevailing through- 
out the entire district. ; : 

We regret very much, however, to learn that there were twenty congre- 
gations within our district that contributed nothing to the cause of Foreign 
Missions during the past year. We sincerely hope that this condition may not 
exist in the future. 

3. We are glad to note that the transfer of the Zulu Mission (Schreuder 
Mission), from the Society in Norway to our own Church, will soon be satis- 
enk completed. We pray God's blessing upon the work in this impor- 
tant held. 

4. We have learned that our Foreign Mission department will have an 
extra expense of perhaps $40,000.00 in connection with the recalling of our mis- 
sionaries from China. Because of the fact that no provision has been made 
in the budget for an emergency of this kind, step will have to be taken to 
raise this money as soon as possible. 

We urge upon our congregations to send in extra donations as soon as 
possible, to help cover this extra debt that has been caused by the unavoid- 
able condition that now exists. 

We would also recommend that, if possible, the Women’s Missionary Fed- 
eration of our district, assume the responsibility for raising a part of the 
amount that will fall to our district to raise for this purpose. 

5. We regret that ill health has made it necessary for our esteemed Mis- 
sion Secretary, Rev. M. Saterlie to resign from his position. May God 
strengthen him and still use him as He sees fit in His vineyard. We also pray 
God’s blessing upon our new Secretary, Rev. Helge Hoverstad, as he now as- 
sumes the responsibilities of his new office. 

6. May God speed the day when the Gospel of Salvation may be brought 
to every soul entrusted to us on our Foreign Mission Fields. 
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Committee No. 5—Charities 


1. The South Dakota District returns thanks to God for the success with 
which the work of this department has been crowned during the past year. 

2. The District acknowledges with thanks, the gift of Miss Betsy Melhus 
to the O. P. H. building fund, consisting of two-thirds interest in one hundred 
and sixty acres of land in Turner County, valued at about $12,000.00. Also for 
the other gifts and legacies received for the work, and urges that our people 
continue to remember the institutions within our District, especially in such 
ways. The District is glad to learn that this last year, the children’s home has 
cared for more children than ever before, and that in August it can celebrate its 
thirtieth anniversary of existence. 

3. The District recommends the project of building the Deaconess and 
Nurses’ home at Chicago, but calls attention to the need of our rescue home at 
Sioux Falls, and urges that The Deaconess and Nurses’ home project be not in 
any way allowed to interfere with the work or detract from the support we owe’ 
to our rescue home at Sioux Falls, S. Dak. 

4. The District calls attention to the appeals made for the needy Pastors’ 
and Widows’ fund, and urges the congregations to take definite action in this 
matter. 

5. The District expresses its appreciation of the work done in connection 
with the city slum and hospital missions. 


Committee No. 9—Elementary Christian Education 


The South Dakota District in convention assembled at Mitchell, S. Dak., 
expresses its thanks to God for the means of Grace as the means of regenera- 
tion, and of sustaining spiritual life, and for the opportunity of implanting this 
life, by His Grace in the hearts of the children. 

We further express our thanks to God for the agencies which make it pos- 
sible for us to instruct our children in the teachings of Jesus Christ: The 
Sunday School, the Week-day School, the Vacation School, the Bible Class, 
and the Catechetical Class. 

Be it therefore resolved: 


Par. 1—The Sunday School 


Sec. A. We rejoice in the ever increasing interest and activity of the Sunday 
schools of our Church. We realize that the Sunday School is not a complete 
solution, nor even the best solution, perhaps for the problems of childhood in- 
struction. And we deplore that there are thousands of children in rural com- 
munities and millions in cities which cannot easily be reached by the present day 
forms of Sunday School organization. Yet it is filling a definite and important 
place in our constructive church work, and we plead with pastors and laymen 
alike to give their most intelligent and careful attention to the problems of the 
Sunday School in their respective congregations. 

Sec. B. We express our gratitude to the Boards of Elementary Christian 
Education, both Synodical and District for their help in prompting the efficiency 
of our Sunday School system, by helping to prepare suitable text books and 
materials, by their newly established paper "The Lutheran Teacher,” and by 
encouraging and supervising the holding of circuit and local teachers’ institutes. 

Sec. C. We recommend and urge that a board of Elementary Christian 
Education be established in every local congregation, thus carrying the organi- 
zation of this branch of our Church, to its logical conclusion. 

Sec. D. We heartily commend both the establishment of the office of a di- 
rector of Elementary Education and the choice of an incumbent which has been 
made. May God bless him in this great work, and open our hearts and minds 
to receive his appeals and his counsels. 

Sec. E. In order that the fruits of Sunday School and Catechetical work 
may be conserved and applied we urge upon congregations, the need of standing 
by the boys and girls in the post-confirmation period. The Bible Class and 
Junior League are our most helpful agencies and they deserve our sincere 
support. 
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Par. 2—Week-Day Schools 


The State of South Dakota provides that parents may have their children 
excused from the public school one hour per week to receive religious instruc- 
tion in the church of their Church, recognizing the fact that more time must 
be given the churches other than Saturday, Sunday or vacation time. Further- 
more the state High School course of study provides in its curriculum an 
elective Bible study. 

Recognizing the need of more religious instruction of our children and young 
people and also our obligation to reach the unchurched in our cities, towns and 


villages, we strongly urge our congregations to make use of the allotted . 


time, one hour. Furthermore we urge congregations in rural communities to 
use the plan wherever practicable. It is unreasonable for us to ask for more 
time unless we use the time now allotted. 


Par. 3—The Vacation School 


We regard the vacation school as one of the major agencies in our program 
of Christian education, and strongly recommend that it be retained, even where 
the Sunday School and Week-Day school are in operation. The prevalent op- 
position to the vacation schools based on sympathy for the children attending 
is wholly uncalled for. Not only does the vacation school provide a means 
for enriching the spiritual life and Christian instruction of the child, but it also 
gives the child a wholesome atmosphere in which to spend vacation days. 


Par. 4—Catechetical Instruction 


In view of the fact that it is difficult in our day to find time for the proper 
and sufficient instruction of the children in our religious schools, we commend 
those pastors who have extended the period of catechetical instruction over two 
years and heartily concur in President Aasgaard’s suggestion that this practice, 
wherever possible, be made general throughout our Church. 


Par. 5—Family Devotion 


Realizing the fundamental importance of religious training in the home both 
before and during school age, the District urges upon all its pastors to give 
special attention to the imperative need for family devotion, to emphasize its 
relation to Christian living and to make an attempt to bring about the establish- 
ment and maintenance of the family altar in every home.

A) President’s Report 


Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus! 


“Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be strong. Let all 
your things be done with charity.” (1 Cor. 16:13, 14.) J . 

Thus the Apostle Paul earnestly admonished the congregation at Corinth. 
The city of Corinth was at the time of Paul the principal city of Greece. It 
was situated on the isthmus that joined the Peloponnesus to the rest of Greece, 
and had two ports adjoining, one to the east and the other to the west. 
Situated thus it is no wonder that Corinth should be a place of great trade 
and wealth. It was a large and beautiful city, abounding in art, learning and 
philosophy. But its affluence produced luxury and luxury produced degen- 
eracy and thus it came to pass that this fair city became infamous even in 
the gentile world for its debauchery and drunkenness. Yet even in this lewd 
city did Paul by the grace of God plant a Christian congregation. What a 
testimony to the power of the Gospel of Jesus Christ! 

We can readily understand that a Christian congregation in this great and 
infamous city would be in a dangerous and difficult position; dangerous and 
difficult not only because of the Greek learning and philosophy and the flagrant 
vice on every hand, but also because of the composition of the congregation 
itself. The membership was largely composed of gentile converts, but included 
also some Jewish Christians. We cannot take time to discuss how these various 
factors finally brought about a deplorable situation within this congregation 
at Corinth. We will only note the fact that having reprimanded the congrega- 
tion for gross sins among its members and having warned against temptations 
and dangers, Paul closes with the admonition: "Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, quit you like men, be strong. Let all your things be done with charity.” 
This is sound advice. It points to the true remedy. If the Christians at 
Corinth would constantly be on their guard, if they would stand fast in the 
faith, they would be able to quit themselves like men in dealing with the 
problems of the congregation, and if further, they would do all things in the 
spirit of charity, strife and faction would be removed. Strong in faith and 
rich in love, they would be in the proper relation to Jesus Christ the Redeemer. 

But the admonition of Paul to the congregation at Corinth may well be 
taken as an admonition to the Christian Church in our day and age. Not that 
the Christian congregation of today is placed in the identical position of the 
congregation at Corinth. Vice and debauchery and drunkenness do not stalk 
in our midst with the same wantonness that it did at Corinth, yet at the same 
time it is true that there is a laxness of morals and a spirit of lawlessness and 
crime in our day which in a larger degree than we realize, makes the position 
of the Christian congregation difficult. Furthermore, there is in our age a 
philosophy which calls itself science that is even more dangerous. I refer 
to the theory of evolution. Many of our Lutheran young people are being 
educated at our state schools, and it would be strange if they will not in some 
measure be affected by this false philosophy. This constitutes, in my opinion, 
no small danger for the future Christian congregation. Then there is modern- 
ism in religion which has gained such a large adherence in the Protestant 
church in our country. We may further enumerate indifference and worldliness 
among the membership of our congregations. Truly it behooves us to heed 
this solemn admonition: "Watch ye, stand fast in faith, quit you like men, be 
strong. Let all your things be done in charity.” 

The Christian congregation as well as the individual member of same is 
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always in danger; but the danger is greater at some times and under certain 
circumstances. Such seems to me is the case today. Therefore, if we would 
be secure, we must be on our guard. We must stand fast in our faith, that is, 
we must adhere to the revealed Word of God and not give it up for the wis- 
dom of the world. When we speak of the Word of God in this connection 
we refer particularly to the Gospel. We must be fixed in the faith of the 
Gospel. In other words, we must be fixed in our faith in Jesus Christ our 
Savior. Our future destiny is determined absolutely by faith in Jesus Christ. 
By this faith alone shall we be able to keep our ground in the hour of temp- 
tation; by this faith we shall overcome the world; by this faith we shall main- 
tain our integrity; by this faith we shall be saved. 

We are further admonished to quit ourselves like men. We should be 
manly and firm in our stand for the doctrines of the Church. We should be 
manly and firm in all contests with the enemies of the Church. We must not 
compromise in any point that lies at the foundation of faith and life. But 
while we do all these things, let us not forget the closing admonition: "Let 
all your things be done in “charity.” When we defend our faith, we must do 
this so that we do not at the same time devour and destroy, and think with 
ourselves that the wrath of man will work the righteousness of God. Let 
charity not only reign in our hearts, but shine in our lives and in our most 
manly defense of the Gospel. There is a great difference between constancy 
and cruelty, between Christian firmness and feverish wrath and transport. The 
Christians never appear to such advantage as when they bear with their mis- 
iaken brethren and oppose the open enemies of the most holy faith in love, 
when everything is done in charity, when they behave toward one another, 
and toward all men, with a spirit of meekness and good will. Let us endeavor 
to keep the unity of spirit in the bond of peace and do nothing through strife 
or vain glory, but in lowliness of mind. 


Elementary Christian Education 


Closely related to the problem of faith and conduct is the subject of Ele- 
mentary Christian Education. If the future membership of our Church shall 
be steadfast in faith and strong in conduct, our children must be reared in the 
fear and the knowledge of the Lord. We have not performed our whole duty 
merely by baptising them, but we must be ever mindful of the injunction that 
we must also teach them the things which the Lord has commanded. It re- 
quires much zeal and persistent effort in order to fulfill this duty faithfully. 
The Church as such is mindful of this fact, and tries to emphasize the impor- 
tance of the Christian Education. But the Church as an organization can not 
accomplish much in this respect unless there is a hearty co-operation on the 
part of the pastors and members. 

We have in our district several agencies for the promotion of this work. 
We have a District Sunday School Association, organized according to a reso- 
lution of the district. The purpose and aim of this association is to promote 
the work of Elementary Christian Education within the district, not only 
through the Sunday School, but also through week-day and vacation schools. 
This association shall hold one convention annually for the purpose of trans- 
acting necessary business and discussing problems of Elementary Christian 
Education. Such a convention for 1926 was held at Devils Lake October 5th 
to 6th in the First Lutheran Church, Rev. Geo. Loftness, pastor. We are 
not able at this time to announce the date for this year’s convention, but hope 
to give it more extensive publicity than heretofore, and we would urge upon 
the pastors and Sunday School teachers to attend these conventions. We 
believe that by your attendance and co-operation these conventions can be 
made the source of help and inspiration. We also urge that you would 
promptly and generously respond to appeals for financial support of the 
association. 

We have a Board of Elementary Christian Education, consisting of mem- 
bers elected by the district. This board is really at the head of all work for 
Elementary. Christian Education in the district. 
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Let me in this connection call your attention to the fact that the officers 
of the Sunday School Association and the District Board of Elementary Chris- 
tian Education constitute the executive committee of the Sunday School Asso- 
ciation. The president of the district is ex-officio president of the Sunday 
School Association and the Board of Elementary Christian Education. In 
this manner we have a close co-operation and union of all our forces. 

We feel that we have now somewhat completed the organization of our 
district for Elementary Christian Education, for in addition to the Sunday 
School Association and the district Board of Elementary Christian Education 
there are, with few exceptions, Circuit Boards of Elementary Christian Educa- 
tion elected by the circuit. These are to work under the guidance and in co- 
operation with the district board. We are urging the circuit boards to arrange 
for one Sunday School teachers’ institute in their respective circuits each year. 
In addition to the circuit institutes, we are planning four regional institutes 
at Fargo, Grand Forks, New England, and Minot during the first half of 
October. It is needless to say that if we shall ground our children in the 
Christian doctrines and sustain the spiritual life which has been created in 
their hearts in the sacrament of Baptism, we need efficient and consecrated 
teachers. We hope these institutes may be a means to this end. Therefore 
we urge upon the pastors to encourage the attendance of the teachers at these 
institutes. 


Concordia College 


We need not emphasize the importance of the Christian college. We shall 
only say that with the present tendencies in science as taught in most state 
institutions, we need the Christian college more than ever before. We are 
glad to note that there is an ever increasing understanding of this fact among 
our people. We are glad to report that in spite of the fact that parts of the 
Concordia College territory have suffered partial or total crop failures, the 
collections on the subscriptions to the endowment fund have been surprisingly 
good. Approximately $300,000.00 has so far been paid in cash. It shows that 
our people are concerned about keeping their pledges. An investment com- 
mittee of five has been chosen by the Board of Trustees to invest these funds 
in conservative bonds and farm mortgages. This committee has worked 
thoroughly and conscientiously. 

We are also glad to call your attention to two splendid gifts which have 
been contributed to the college during this last school year. Dr. Theodore 
Bratrud, Warren, Minnesota, has subscribed $5,000.00 to the Student Loan 
Fund. The interest of this amount is to be used to assist worthy students in 
obtaining an education. Mr. and Mrs. Elias Steenerson of Crookston, Min- 
nesota, have donated 1,500 acres of land appraised at $60,000.00. This gift 
includes the homestead of Mr. Steenerson’s father, located near Climax, Min- 
nesota. The income from this property is to be used for the benefit of the 
college and is to be known as the Vivian Steenerson Memorial Fund. These 
are very substantial gifts and deserve a word of appreciation. The donors of 
these gifts have set a worthy example. We hope that people of means will 
remember Concordia College. You will do well if you invest a portion of 
your means in this splendid institution. 

No doubt you are all aware of the fact that Concordia College has now 
obtained full and unrestricted accreditation with the North Central Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. Naturally it has brought a great deal of 
rejoicing to the faculty, students, and friends of Concordia College. One can 
not overestimate what this means to the college at a time when so much stress 
is being placed on standards and accreditation. The college is now recognized 
by the highest accrediting bureau in America. Concordia College diplomas 
will be recognized everywhere and the educational standards of the college 
cannot be called into question. 

We have noted with much satisfaction the able, faithful, and consecrated 
service rendered the college and our Church on the part of the president and 
faculty. We have found that while the scholastic is strongly emphasized, the 
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spiritual is receiving no less attention. There is a marked interest in the 
religious activities of the institution on the part of the students. This is what 
we desire above all things. For while we want our sons and daughters to 
receive the very best secular education, we do especially desire that by a true 
and living faith they may have peace with God in Christ Jesus. In addition 
to the usual chapel exercises, classroom work in religion and the work of 
religious organizations, there has been a series of devotional meetings con- 
ducted by Prof. A. B. Anderson of the Lutheran Bible Institute of St. Paul, 
Minnesota, and Rev. T. Tjornhom, evangelist of our Church, of Fergus Falls, 
Minnesota. Quite a number of the young men and women have signified their 
intentions of consecrating their lives to the Lord in some special service in 
His Kingdom. For the many temporal and spiritual blessings which have 
come to Concordia College this last school year, we are duly grateful to Him 
Who is the Giver of all good gifts. 


Lutheran Students at State Institutions 


In addition to building and maintaining her own institutions of higher 
learning, the Church also recognizes an obligation to the young people of her 
faith who attend the state institutions. The Church has, therefore, appointed 
student pastors, and urged these men to give some special attention to the 
Lutheran students at the institution in their city. The work of these pastors 
has been of much influence. Pastors and parents should notify these student 
pastors of students from their congregations and communities. 

In this connection permit me to call attention to the fact that because of 
the large student body at the University of North Dakota at Grand Forks, 
and the State Agricultural College at Fargo, the student pastors in these cities 
have found their work exceedingly difficult. There has, therefore, been a feel- 
ing that a more effective method of student work should be adopted, and that 
it would be well if the Lutheran Church could offer some courses in religious 
subjects, similar to those offered by the Wesley Foundation at the University 
and Agricultural College. At Grand Forks there is now an organization called 
the Luther Foundation, which has for its purpose the building of dormitories 
which may afford not only good and wholesome homes for the students, but 
also classrooms for such religious instruction. A fine building site has been 
purchased and the work of getting membership and raising funds is vigorously 
pushed. At Fargo plans are now being perfected which will facilitate a closer 
contact with the Lutheran students, and also in the near future enable us to 
offer some courses along the line which we have indicated. We believe that 
it would be well that this meeting gave some expression of approval of these 
efforts. 

National Lutheran Council 


We feel that a word should be spoken in regard to the National Lutheran 
Council. We can not take time to relate the story of the origin and develop- 
ment of the National Lutheran Council and its program of regular work at 
home and that of the Lutheran World Service abroad. We can simply make 
the statement that the National Lutheran Council has been of immeasurable 
service, first in forming a United Lutheran front in America for witness to 
the full truth of the Gospel before the public at large, and second in relieving 
the distress and preserving the lives of Lutheran peoples and Churches in 
the countries of Europe impoverished by the world war. There is truly cause 
for thankfulness that God has enabled the Lutherans of America in this man- 
ner to render a service with such blessed results. ‘ 

But the program of the National Lutheran Council is not yet fully accom- 
plished. We still need a United Lutheran front here at home, and the im- 
poverished Lutheran peoples and Churches of Europe still need the help of 
the Lutheran World Service. That which is of particular concern to us is our 
duty to participate in the financial burdens which this program involves. In 
this connection we wish to quote the following from a letter written by Dr. 
J. A. Morehead, Executive director of the Council—"The work of Lutheran 
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World Service was at first financed by nation-wide campaigns or drives. As 
the size of the programs has decreased year after year with the slow re- 
covery of the countries affected by the war, the campaign method has ceased 
to meet the case. It would not be good business to set up elaborate and 
expensive campaign machinery, for example, to raise a little more than $100,000 
from almost two million people in the Lutheran Church Bodies of America. 
Hence at the recent annual meeting of the National Lutheran Council in Jan- 
uary, it was decided to undertake to raise the amount required for the World 
Service program during the year 1927 ‘along synodical lines.’ This plan 
involves the assumption of responsibility for the raising of its proportionate 
part by each participating Lutheran Church Body. If the regular machinery 
of the organized Church for the doing of the work of the Church is put 
behind the enterprise of Lutheran World Service, it is believed that with God’s 
blessing the necessary funds will be forthcoming. Of course in the final 
analysis this means the placing of the responsibility by the officials of each 
Church Body and its Districts upon the pastors and congregations to present 
the Appeal and to heed the call.” 

Accordingly the minimum sum of $104,000.00 required for World Service 
in the year 1927 has been divided according to the confirmed membership 
among the Lutheran Church Bodies and Synods participating. On the basis 
of this division the quota for the Norwegian Lutheran Church is $18,470.40. 
Distributed proportionately among the districts our share amounts to $2,698.49. 
At a meeting of the District Presidents in the last part of March, the situation 
was carefully considered. All felt that a serious effort should be made to 
raise this money, but they were unanimous in the opinion that it would be well 
to submit the matter to the district meetings and ask them to take definite 
action on it and set aside the last Sunday in June and the first Sunday in July 
for such ingathering of funds. This matter is hereby respectfully submitted 
to this District Meeting for your approval and action.

Owing to complete crop failures in some portions of 
our state, where we have mission congregations, it has been necessary to lend 
additional aid to these stricken people that they should not also be deprived of 
the Bread of Life. We have, therefore, not been able to expand our work 
in new fields to any great degree, nor have we been able to make better ar- 
rangements of calls in more than one or two cases. We hope that our state 
may be blessed with an abundant crop this year so that some of our mission 
congregations may be able to assume a larger share of their local expenses and 
in this way leave more funds in the Home Mission treasury. We believe it 
would be well that the district adopted the rule that each circuit take care of 
new places within its border, until the Home Mission Committee shall be able 
to provide men and means to take over such work. We are strongly im- 
pressed with the opportunities of our Church in this state and we must make 
haste and work diligently “while it is yet day.” 

Permit me to thank the brethren in the ministry and members of our con- 
gregations for the kind and brotherly co-operation in the work. May the Lord 
guide and bless us and the work within our congregations that many precious 
souls may be saved!

3. That the North Dakota district give thanks to God, who by His grace 
has prospered the work among our afflicted brethren in foreign lands, and 
further expresses its gratitude for faithful service of representatives of the 
National Lutheran Council in supporting these sorely tried brethren in their 
effort to rehabilitate the Lutheran Church in these countries after the war. 

That the district on the last Sunday in June and the first Sunday in July 
a ao raise their apportioned amount of the budget of the National Lutheran 

ouncil. 

That as far as practical we use the last Sunday in June and the first Sunday 
in July to raise our allotted share. 

4. That paragraph under necrology be referred to the committee on 
resolutions. 

5. That the matter pertaining to the district president’s house be referred 
to the committee in charge. 

6. Concordia College. In this day of doubt and skepticism the Church 
recognizes the need of a Christian College more than ever. We thank God, 
that we have in Concordia College a school founded upon the Word of God 
and this as interpreted in the Lutheran Confessior»: that the instruction and 
spirit of the College is in accord with conservative Lutheranism. We cannot 
overestimate the importance of the fact, that our college has full accreditation 
and that it is adequately endowed. This district wishes therefore, to express 
appreciation of the two splendid gifts received this last year, namely, of $5000.00 
from Dr. Theo Bratrud, Warren, Minn., and the other of real estate appraised 
at $60,000.00 from Mr. and Mrs. Elias Steenerson, of Crookston, Minn. 

May the Lord bless Concordia College and all our schools. May they 
never know anything unto Salvation save Jesus Christ crucified. 
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7. The district recognizes its obligations not only to the students who 
attend the church schools, but also the great number of Lutheran young people, 
who attend the state institutions. It therefore most heartily endorses the 
action of the Church in appointing student pastors, also within our district. 
The district urges the support and assistance to the service of such pastors 
by its congregations. 

8. The members of the district here assembled believe that the society 
known as the Luther Foundation, Grand Forks, is doing good work for the 
kingdom of God and therefore recognizes same as an institution worthy of 
the support of our church people.

Resolutions June, 1927, Convention 


The North Dakota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
assembled at Fargo, N. Dak., June 7-12, 1927, in the Fourth Regular District 
convention, adopts the following resolutions. 

1. We express thankfulness to Almighty God for the spirit of Christian 
tellowship that has dominated the deliberations of this convention and for the 
Christian faith that has characterized the attitude towards the problems of the 
Church. Particularly are we thankful to the Lord for evidence of a willing- 
ness and eagerness on the part of our people, as indicated by the attitude of 
their representatives, to assume the ever increasing responsibilities and burdens 
of our constantly extending work, whether at home or abroad. For evidence 
of this faith and for obedience to His call to labor, God be praised. 

2. We desire to express to the officers of our district our thanks for the 
spiritual and informing program presented. We also wish to thank those 
who have given the various reports or who have otherwise contributed to our 
program. Having been thus clearly instructed in the work and problems of 
our Church, we purpose to return to our respective fields of duty, to work 
with more earnest zeal for the kingdom of God and with greater loyalty to 
our leadership. 

3. As we complete this year the first decade of the history of our church 
body and view the growth and progress, we rejoice and are thankful to God. 
Especially are we thankful to Him for the prevailing unity of spirit among us. 
We pray for God’s continued guidance and blessings for the future work. May 
He lead us to recognize the ever-largér tasks He sets before us, give us willing- 
ness to assume them, and faith to undertake to accomplish them. 

4. The convention recognizes with thankfulness the great work done by the 
women of our Church, both the local work in the various congregations and 
the work at large. Through the Women’s Missionary Federation, the women 
are rallied to large and united work in the vineyard of the Lord. The conven- 
tion urges upon all congregations to encourage this work and to cooperate in 
its accomplishment. 

5. Though our age is commonly referred to as an age of doubt and skep- 
ticism, particularly among the young people and of declarations of independence 
from old creeds and of revolt against old accepted standards in moral and 
religious life, nevertheless as it is with gratitude to God that we observe 
among many of our young people that there is a strong under-current of 
religious interest, of loyalty to our faith, earnestness in their participation in 
church work, and other evidences of a reviving spirituality. The convention 
would therefore urge a continued and unabating work among the young people, 
through the Luther League and other church organizations, knowing surely 
that the Lord will bless the work so that it will yield its abundant fruit. 

6. The convention expresses hereby its thanks to the First Lutheran Church, 
its pastors, officers, ladies’ aid and choir; to the Fargo Commercial Club; to 
the press, and to all in general who have contributed to its success and to 
_the comfort of its delegates.

A) President’s Report 


Grace and Peace. 


Praise God from whom all blessings flow! 
Praise Him all creatures here below! 
Praise Him above, ye heavenly host! 
Praise Father, Son and Holy Ghost! 


We have gathered at this convention in the name of the Triune God, with 
prayer for His blessing upon our deliberations, and our hearts grateful to 
Almighty God for past kindness and grace. 

There are many and great problems before us. They are, all of them, 
included in the one great problem: the upbuilding and advancement of the 
kingdom of our Lord, the one true cornerstone, Jesus Christ. All our deliber- 
ations, our prayers and speeches must have this one object in view, if this 
convention shall be to the glory of God and the benefit and blessing of our 
congregations. If we fail in this, we are not qualified to handle the business 
of our Lord and Master, and not qualified to represent our church people, nor 
to act in their behalf. May, therefore, this one great problem permeate all 
our thoughts, words and actions. 

Our responsibility as Christians is great—let us never lose sight of it; 
but let it provoke us to examine ourselves, to a more consecrated Christian 
life and humble petitions. 7 

We have, indeed, much reason to give thanks to God from whom all 
blessings flow, for His grace and mercy bestowed upon us this past year. Å 
great work has been accomplished in our congregations, schools and institu- 
tions of charity and on the home and foreign mission field. The congrega- 
tions have been willing and generous, as a rule, in their support of the different 
branches of church activities. For this they deserve praise. 

It is a great comfort and joy to note that among our members there is 
an increasing willingness to give to every good cause. The three last years 
have surpassed any previous years in our district in this respect. There is a 
great need for liberal Christian giving at the present time—more so than ever 
before, because there are much greater demands and opportunities for service. 
There is an “open door” for Christian activities. It is for us to make use of 
the opportunities—the work lies before us. 

“Ye are my friends, if ye do the things which I command you and love 
one another as I have loved you.” The Master's will and command we know. 
Me says: “Go ye, make disciples of all the nations,’ beginning from Jeru- 
salem. 

The many faithful and consecrated pastors deserve praise for the efficient 
work done in their respective charges. There has perhaps never been a time 
in the history of our church when so much has been demanded of our pastors 
as at the present time. Their time, strength and ability are taxed to the 
utmost in nearly every place. The pastor is not only expected to be a perfect 
spiritual leader and shepherd of souls, but also to serve at tables and in 
many instances to worry about the finances of the church. This is not as it 
should be, as it detracts from the pastor’s spiritual work. Blessed is the 
congregation where the trustees and properly constituted officers attend to the 
finances as they should, without imposing on the pastor’s time in such matters. 
Again, I say, blessed are such congregations where the pastors are not re- 
quired nor expected to serve tables. 
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During the past year I have attended a number of church council meetings, 
board of elementary Christian education meetings, circuit meetings, pastoral 
meetings and other board meetings, and have preached and lectured 167 times. 
I have visited 53 congregations, some of them a great number of times. I 
have used a great deal of my time in serving some of the vacant charges that 
otherwise would not have had any services for many months. It is almost 
Mon when a charge on the mission field remains vacant for any length 
ot time. 

The Glasgow charge, Glasgow, Mont., Rev. I. M. Stubkjær, pastor, has 
become self supporting during" the year. We hope that many more will follow 
their example in 1927, so as to make it possible to place more mission workers 
in the district. It is very much needed. Most of our mission pastors are 
loaded down with work to the extent that they cannot make the desired 
progress in any of the congregations. It is a poor policy for the church to 
continue much longer in this manner. The pastors are overworked, become 
discouraged. There is no financial gain in this, but a loss on every hand, 
spiritually, financially and numerically. Our church needs a change of policy 
along this line. 

Generally speaking the pastors and the congregations have shown a fine . 
spirit of co-operation and good will. What we are very much in need of in 
this district is more men and money, more churches and parsonages to do 
the work expected of us. There is a much greater opportunity in this district 
for extending the border of the Kingdom than most of us realize.

We need the very best men on the mission field and I would solicit the 
prayer and co-operation of all the brethren to assist the mission committee 
in finding the right men to fill the vacancies in the district.

Can we and the church at 
large come before God and with a good conscience feel that we have done our 
full Christian duty in this matter. The school is doing a good mission work 
and has a high standing as an institution of learning and a very wholesome 
spiritual influence upon the young. 

Shall we not give this institution, which is the only college in our district, 
our loyal and wholehearted support? ; 

Rev. Carl Foss, the new president of Spokane College, comes to us with 
the best of recommendations. Let us give him our wholehearted support in 
his responsible position. 

The matter of support of our district to the National Lutheran Council 
should come before this meeting. From the reports obtained it is evident that 
we have not done our part in the past. This I contribute to the lack of 
understanding of the mission of the aforesaid council. 

Some consideration should be given to the church budget for this year. 
Some plan should be worked out whereby we could save the church the 
many thousands of dollars paid out in interest every year, because the money 
comes in at the end of the year in place of at the beginning of the year.

In conclusion permit me to say that it is my firm conviction that what we 
need in our church to-day is an awakening to a fuller spiritual life in Christ 
and a fuller realization of our Christian duties, obligations and opportunities 
for Christian service. 

The many temptations that confront us at the present time are alarming. 
Christian soldiers—be on the guard! If there ever was a time when a 
thorough instruction was needed in our confirmation classes, it is today. I 
want to call to your attention once more the resolution passed by our church 
body, urging and recommending our pastors to give two years of instruction 
to confirmation classes. That is the kind of work that will bear fruit in due 
season, and I want to urge upon all our pastors to do this work as conscien- 
tiously and as thoroly as possible, because so much depends upon the right 
foundation being laid in the hearts of our young people. Å ‘ y

Wher- 
ever possible we commend the building of parochial schools and Sunday 
schools, institutes, and wherever there are twelve or more young people there 
ought to be a Young People’s Luther League and we consider it the pastor’s 
duty to take the initiative in its organization, and to be its constant guide 
and counsellor. 

We are glad that steps are taken for the continued support of the Spokane 
College. Let us now return to our respective congregations and carry out 
the program that has been adopted here. å 

We are grateful to the retiring president of this college, Professor H. P. 
Olson, for his faithful services during the past seven years and we desire 
to join in welcoming the new president the Rev. Carl Foss and also the vice- 
president the Rev. M. H. Hillman and assure them that we will support them 
with our prayers in their arduous task. 

Our Church has annually been called upon for the support of our war- 
stricken brothers in Europe. Let us not forget this work, but contribute to 
it to the best of our ability. 

In view of the many opportunities that the Lord has placed before us let 
us consecrate ourselves anew to the task—relying solely on the grace of the 
Triune God, the Father, Son and Holy Spirit. ;

2. Education 


A motion was made by Rev. T. S. Stockdal to elect a committee for the 
purpose of devising ways and means of caring for the best interests of Spo- 
kane College. This committee to consist of the president of Rocky Mountain 
district, Rev. A. M. Skindlov; the retiring president of Spokane College, H. P. 
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Olson; the president elect, Rev. Carl Foss; the synodical treasurer, Rev. H. O. 
Shurson, as a member at large; also one member from each circuit of the 
district. Motion carried. 

As members at large were elected: Mr. Thorstenson, of St. Maries; Pastors 
Egge, Andvik, Alstad, S. G. Nelson, G. Peterson and Anton Storvik. 


3. Home Missions 


a) Report of District Committee 


The Home Mission committee of the Rocky Mountain district held two 
regular meetings last year, February llth and July 21, also three executive 
meetings. 

We had 27 pastors receiving mission aid last year, with about 95 congrega- 
tions. They were paid from mission treasury $22,708.86. The operating ex- 
pense of the Home Mission Committee amounted to $259.50, making a total 
for the year 1926 of $22,968.36. 

For the year 1927 our budget is $22,255.00 passed on at the annual meeting 
last year. 

The Home Mission Committee met in La Crosse, Washington, January 12th 
this year to go over the applications received from the different mission con- 
gregations. After careful consideration and adjusting we made a budget for 
1927 amounting to $23,024.00, about $800.00 more than the amount allowed us 
by the general convention. We find that this is not enough money to carry 
on our mission work as it should be done in this large mission field. We have 
asked for more so that we may be able to supply the different vacant charges 
now supplied by neighboring pastors, in some cases the pastors having up 
to eight congregations and preaching places. 

It is only by the splendid co-operation of our mission pastors who so 
faithfully have helped out with extra work looking after these places, for which 
ine mission committee extend our appreciation in behalf of the Rocky Mountain 
istrict. 

We also wish to express our appreciation of the splendid assistance and 
co-operation of our district president, Rev. A. M. Skindlov, who has taken 
care of many of the vacant places in our district thereby saving the mission 
a larve amount of money as well as giving to these places the Word of God 
and administering the Sacraments. 

So far this year, for the six months, we have paid out of our mission 
treasury for our district, $11,297.00, with six vacant calls to be filled. 


b) Recommendations of Convention Committee 


As we look back upon the year that is passed and the work that has been 
accomplished by the grace of God for the advancement of His kingdom through 
the Home Mission activities, we are grateful to our heavenly Father for the 
privileges and opportunities of extending His kingdom, and for the grace 
He has given us to carry on this work. 

We acknowledge the faithful and efficient services rendered by the con- 
gregations, the pastors, our district president, Rev. A. M. Skindlov,. our Home 
Mission Committee, and the Central Home Mission Board, and hereby wish 
to express our gratitude for such services rendered. å 

We are also thankful to God and our Home Mission officials for the home 
mission conferences held in Spokane and in Glasgow, and for the benefits 
derived from such conferences. We would urge that similar conferences be 
held in the future in various sections of the district to inspire and enlighten 
one another. 

We mourn the departure from this life of two pioneer workers in the 
Church—Rev. O. S. Rygg, of Joplin, and Mrs. Rev. J. E. Madson, of Absa- 
rokee, and thank God for their services rendered therein. May their loyalty 
and devotion to the cause inspire us all to greater zeal for the advancement 
of ae Ka 4

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6. Finances 


On June 15, 1927, the Rocky Mountain district had raised $2724.29 of its 
apportionment amounting to 23.6 per cent. This is encouraging since it is 
a higher percentage than that of other districts, but it is not one half of what 
ought to have been paid. We therefore wish to recommend that the balance, 
$8806.55 be raised as soon as possible and remitted pro rata to the different 
activities. 

Where no regular system of collecting the budget is in use we recommend 
the every-member-canvass system advocated by the central finance committee. 

- In order that the budget may be raised early in the year, it is urged upon 
the congregations of the district to make the every-member-canvass for the 
budget in December or January. 

As the pastor is the leader and organizer in the local congregation, it will 
rest upon him to so organize and direct the work of pledging and raising 
the budget that the largest possible amount may be raised. 

We deplore the fact that 24 congregations in the district did not contribute 
to any of the four activities in 1926 and we hope that it will not recur.

As a rule, we have a few loyal and faithful families in all our small 
mission congregations, who by their regular attendance to the holy service 
of Aaron and Hur in holding up the often feeble hands of the pastor.

4. We wish to express our sincere thanks to President Skindlov for his 
whole-hearted devotion to the duties of his office. We wish him continued

gregations for creating an atmosphere of festivity by their edifying singing.

Vs. Modernism 


We, the pastors and delegates of the Rocky Mountain district, in convention 
assembled, do commend and support the earnest efforts of our church leaders 
in their effort to guard our historic faith and to defend our children against 
the infidelity of evolution: 

We pray that God may protect us from the continued attempts of modern- 
ists and infidels to use our public educational system to propagate their 
theories of the creation, and questioning divine revelation as contained in the 
Bible.

And be it further resolved: That a copy of these resolutions be sent to our 
general president and our Board of Education. 


18th Amendment 


We, the pastors and delegates of the Rocky Mountain district, in conven- 
tion assembled, do deplore that there is an organized effort abroad in the land 
to nullify the letter and violate the spirit of the 18th Amendment by appealing 
to the selfishness and greed of a portion of our citizenship. 

In view of the fact that the outlawing of intoxicating liquors has placed a 
powerful weapon of restraint upon general lawlessness and inasmuch as the 
records of slum workers and welfare agencies, prove that never before in the 
history of the world has the moral and economic condition of the poor been 
as happy as under the regime of prohibition. 

Therefore be it resolved: That we wish to go on record as giving our 
unqualified support to the prohibition laws of our nation and plead with our 
people to encourage and assist our officials in upholding the law and en- 
forcing its provisions and that we be reminded of the sober fact that in spite 
of the vicious and noisy attack upon prohibition today, no great moral issue 
adopted by the United States has ever been repealed. 

_And be it further resolved: That we call upon our people to use the same 
diligence in supporting the enforcement of the prohibition laws as used in 
creating public sentiment that crystallized into this moral legislation. 


8. Pacific District 


A) President’s Report 


Dear Brethren in Christ: Grace and Peace. Isaiah 54:2: “Enlarge the place 
of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtains of thine habitations: 
spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes.” 


It is with the words just read that I wish to greet all members of our Dis- 
trict assembled in convention on this occasion. 

The spirit of these words as well as the spirit of God’s Kingdom on earth 
is that of progress and enlargements both temporally and spiritually. Re- 
viewing the work of the past year in this District and our Church at large 
we must leave it to the Discerner of hearts as to our growth spiritually. 

May we nevertheless hope and pray that our work has not been in vain 
when God looks for the fruits of the preaching of His word. May we hope 
that many souls have been brought into the Kingdom by the Holy Spirit 
thru the Word and Sacraments. 

Our problems are difficult. The spirit of worldliness and unchurchliness 
is very manifest in our midst. Therefore God calls upon His followers who 
are enlightened on this grave situation, and imbued with His spirit to give 
heed and to help enlarge the place of God’s habitations and “to lengthen the 
cords and strengthen the stakes.” 

Externally our work in the District has shown marked growth and im- 
provements which is demonstrated in part by the many building programs 
and additions to our churches in communicant membership. 

But we are confronted with serious problems, such as the reaching of the 
many unchurched of our faith, and the need of more spiritual life and ag- 
gressiveness so as to overcome by the Grace of God the spirit of indifference 
and lethargy so prevalent in many of our communities. Neither should we 
be oblivious of the fact that our church constituency suffers losses thru leak- 
ages and to the aggressive Reformed Churches. 


Home Missions 


The necessity of Home Mission work must be given greater emphasis thru- 
out our District and Church at large. Unless we exert ourselves “to stretch 
forth the curtains and to lengthen the cords” within our own confines with 
the means and resources which God has entrusted us with we will eventually 
fail in carrying on our foreign missions and many other branches of our 
Church work. 

We are not only to gather those of our own household, but to reach as 
many as possible of the unchurched millions in our country. Among the un- 
churched are thousands of Lutheran descent in our cities and rural districts. 
Such a condition of affairs should arouse us to greater activity, more liberal 
contributions financially and the employment of ample means for reaching the 
unconverted. 

The word of God is the great saving power and must be duly recognized 
in all our work. Hearts and lives can be changed only by the Holy Ghost 
thru the faithful preaching and teaching of the word of God. 

The Pacific District is the most strategic and critical section of the N. L. 
C. of America. Thousands of our faith and nationality move into this west- 
ern Empire from all over the country and Europe. Our cities of a larger 
size are filled with our Lutherans who move to our commercial centers in 
quest of employment and to make their homes. The millions of heathen 
across the ocean face and come in contact with the non-Christian masses on 
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this side. Our population of 110,000,000 in this country of whom only a 
fourth are professing Christians are met with eight times as many heathen 
of the yellow race on the other side of the ocean. -This together with a natural 
race prejudice should give our Christian following something serious to con- 
template. 

Many fields in the Pacific Coast states, British Columbia and Alaska are 
not entered by us, due to the lack of funds and facilities for consistent mis- 
sion work, 

The attention of our Pacific District must be called to the fact that the 
mission Budget allocated this district by the N. L. C. for Home mission work is 
not sufficient to meet with the growing needs and demands of our District. 
The reduction of our Budget two years ago to the extent of $8000.00 makes 
it not only difficult but next to impossible for the Home Mission Board 
_and your Home Mission Superintendent of your District to meet the situation 
and demands adequately. 

Many of our congregations who have received assistance from the Home 
Mission Treasury are to be commended for their effort to become wholly 
or partially self-supporting from year to year. While all mission congrega- 
tions and mission programs of a worthy and promising character should be 
encouraged and assisted financially for a reasonable period, nevertheless the 
tendency of mission calls to depend upon and to receive financial assistance 
from our Home missions from twenty to forty years should be remedied. If 
a Home mission congregation does not show marked growth and advance- 
ment towards self-support in a period of five years from their beginning it is 
a question as to what extent such support given is justifiable. 

The emphasis placed upon our Home missions in this message should be 
received in the spirit of love and zeal for the redemption of our people and 
eternal salvation of Christ’s dearly purchased souls. 

According to Dr. Carrol’s statistics for 1926 the N. L. C. is credited with 
the addition of only 13 congregations and one communicant member during 
the past year.

Christian Education 


A greater emphasis should be placed upon Christian Education by. our 
pastors and co-workers in general thruout our Church. 

Such a campaign should involve constant stress on Christian training in the 
home, the Sunday School and Parochial Schools where such can be conducted. 
Pastors cannot be urged too much to give serious attention to the work and 
opportunity given them to prepare the young people for confirmation. 

After confirmation there should be a diligent follow-up work by enlisting 
the newly confirmed and the other young people in the Bible classes, Teach- 
ers’ training classes, Luther League work and regular church attendance. 

Neither must we forget to give our maturer young people offices in the 
congregation where they may take a lead in the administrative duties of the 
congregation and thus grow up in the work in “Our Father’s Business.” 

The attention of our young people should constantly be called to our own 
denominational schools where the teachings are in the spirit of God’s word 
and not contradictory to the foundations of our precious faith in Christ and 
the Bible doctrines. 

Our Pastors 


have worked faithfully in their congregations, and as a rule the spirit of co- 
operation and sympathy between pastors and congregations has been en- 
couraging. 

To break the Bread of Life to hungry and perishing souls is a.task that 
requires constant communion with God and wrestling.in prayer for grace to 
make us equal to our tasks. 

May we all by the help of God repair to the throne of grace with a con- 
sciousness of our shortcomings and with fervent intercessions present. our 
needs and those whom God has placed us to be guides and Shepherds over, 
at the mercy seat. ; 

Meetings and Visitations 


During the past year our President has visited as many congregations, 
supplied or vacant, as well as Circuit meetings, Conferences and Inspirational 
meetings within the District as time and opportunity would permit. All ‘in 
all I have taken active part in services, mission festivals, dedications, anni- 
versaries, inspection meetings, conferences, circuit meetings and installations 
and have delivered two hundred and “twelve sermons, addresses and lectures. 

Inspection meetings have been conducted’ in thirty-one of the congrega- 
tions in the District. Besides this I have attended the Church Council meet- 
ings and Mission Board meetings in Minneapolis several times during the year. 

Considering the geographical limits of the District which extends from 
the Mexican border to various parts of British Columbia and Alaska the time 
consumed in traveling as well as the numerous meetings I am called upon to 
attend and participate in make it impossible at times to be present at all 
the various Circuit meetings and anniversaries in the District. 

The Home Mission Board of the District has held several meetings thruout 
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the year and has endeavored to supply vacancies and to provide mission 
charges with pastors as well and promptly as possible. 


University Student Work 


This phase of our mission work needs urgent consideration. Our Lutheran 
young people attending the state schools and Universities often become the 
leading key men in church work. This fact is well known to all the Protest- 
ant denominations who conduct an intense religious and social program of 
work at these institutions with the result that in most cases our own young 
people at such places are connected up with such denominations and become 
lost to our own Lutheran Church and faith. 

In the state of Oregon Rev. Shoeler of the Ohio Synod has been conduct- 
ing University student work at the state institutions with gratifying results. 


Pacific Lutheran College 


Our College at Parkland has closed another year of work with a very 
good attendance. The spirit of the College is Christian and fundamentally 
Lutheran in its teaching and influence. 

We pray and hope for still larger results after the closing of our cam- 
paign or “drive” for the Endowment Fund which is of the greatest importance 
if the school is to be maintained without a constant deficit from year to year. 

I beg leave to quote the resolution adopted Feb. 18th, ’27 at our Church 
Council meeting in Minneapolis. 

“Tt is a great satisfaction to the Church Council to know that so many 
pastors from the middle west have consented to devote their united efforts 
in the campaign to raise $200,000 for an endowment for Pacific Lutheran 
College, Tacoma, Washington. 

The Church Council stresses the importance and the necessity of an in- 
stitution of this kind in a district where there are no other Lutheran Col- 
leges. We fully realize that during the thirty-four years’ existence of this 
school, it has not received adequate support either from the church body or 
from individuals to maintain its running expenses from year to year. This 
has continually caused an overhanging deficit. 

An institution to be attractive to young people as well as to parents of the 
present day must be sufficiently equipped with a staff of teachers as well as 
other material equipment. To insure this necessitates the creation of an 
endowment fund for a permanent success. 

We are also aware that the continuous and rapid growth of the West 
coast brings to this section thousands of our faith and nationality to establish 
their homes. To these we must minister thru the agency of our Christian 
institutions. 

Owing to the fact that the Pacific District consists of so many mission 
fields where only small contributions can be expected and inasmuch as many 
individuals in the Pacific District generously responded to the appeal in the 
Luther-St. Olaf campaign, we anticipate a reciprocal attitude from our Church 
constituency in the middle west in this undertaking.” 

I hope that an hour may be set aside for discussing the College problems 
and the importance of this “drive” at this meeting of the District. A half 
hour spent in earnest prayers for the success of the undertaking might by 
the grace of God avail much at this time.

C) Resolutions 


Committee No. 1—Church Affairs 


1. This year being the tenth (10th) anniversary of the union of the Hauge’s 
Synod, the Norwegian Synod, and the United Church, now constituting the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, we express our sincere thanks to God 
because He has blessed this union and caused its work to prosper. We pray 
God for His continued blessing. 

2. We express our sincere gratitude for what has already been accomplished 
for the: Endowment fund of the Pacific Lutheran College and we pledge our- 
selves to pray and work for the successful completion of this project. 

3. The District desires to remind our congregations and pastors that Rev. 
G. N. Trygstad of Pasadena has been called to serve as Evangelist in our 
District. We urge our congregations to make use of the District Evangelist 
and we pray God to bless his efforts. F 

We endorse and encourage every honest effort towards bringing our 
young people to the front in our churchwork, because they will be the leaders 
of tomorrow. This we say with special reference to the Y. P. L. L. movement 
in our Synod. 

We respectfully. call the attention of our people to the blessed work 
being carried on by the National Lutheran Council for the relief and assistance 
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of our brethren in the Faith in the war-torn countries. Since these people will 
yet need:our help for some time to come, we urge our people to continue to 
support the National Lutheran Council in its work. 

6. Parish Boundaries. We heartily concur in the matter brought to our at- 
tention by our General President, Dr. Aasgaard, regarding Parish Boundaries 
found on pages 10 and 11 of the Official reports covering the tenth (10th) 
fiscal year, that of 1926, which is made a part of this resolution. 

7. The District urges the congregations through their trustees or other 
representative men to seek to assure themselves that their pastors have an 
income sufficient to take care of their temporal wants. 

8. We appeal to our next general convention to take definite action on the 
question of whether or not women delegates shall be seated at our District 
and general conventions. 


Committee No. 2—Christian Education 


1. We thank God who has prospered this important branch of our Church, 
the educational institutions, and who has given our people mind and heart to 
give this work their faithful and loyal support. And we urge our people to 
make use of the blessed opportunities open to young men and women to 
acquire a Christian education and training. 

2. We also thank God that He has made it possible at this time to in- 
augurate a movement for an Endowment fund for Pacific Lutheran College 
of our district. And we are sincerely grateful to the men from the East who 
have come here to assist us in this great undertaking. We urge our people 
to respond cheerfully in order that this our only College within Pacific District 
may be financially safeguarded and thus made able to carry on its work in 
the future. 

3. We most sincerely encourage our Lutheran communities to secure 
teachers from our Lutheran schools whenever feasible. 

4. We also wish to call attention to a Lutheran school in the southern . 
part of our District, namely the School of Nursing at the California Lutheran 
Hospital in Los Angeles. This school is distinctly Lutheran; instruction is 
given in the Word of God, besides a thorough training in the blessed calling of 
caring for the sick in one of the most up to-date hospitals in the United States. 
We invite Lutheran girls, who desire to take up this noble work, to attend this 
school rather than secular hospitals. 


Committee No. 3—Home Missions 


1. The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
returns thanks to God for the blessings showered on us in the past and pray 
for His continued guidance. 

2. We urge that everything that tends to bar others from joining us, 
whether nationally, language or home, be eliminated at the earliest opportunity. 
Make all nations be disciples. 

3. We recommend that efficient, devoted field missionaries be employed 
to investigate and open new promising fields and keep in touch with the work 
after it has been started, and to see if the work cannot be better and more 
economically arranged in the fields already occupied, so that these congrega- 
tions may become self-supporting as soon as possible. 

4. Because of the intensive work of the forces of evil as especially exem- 
plified in the work of the new Atheistical Society of America, we urge that the 
beauty, high morals and harmony of the Bible be emphasized, while we preach 
Christ crucified, Christ the Wisdom of God and the Power of God. 

5. Two years ago our Budget was reduced $8,000.00. We urge that this 
amount be put on the budget again, as this District isthe most strategic and 
critical section of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and the work 
cannot be carried on satisfactorily with the reduced means. 

6. Realizing that no pastor can work with enthusiasm when he is troubled 
with worries about his daily bread, we recommend that the minimum salary of 
an efficient mission pastor be $1,500.00 and house rent. 

7. We believe that we need an Evangelist for our Church in the Pacific 
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District so that the congregations will not have to go to other Church bodies 
for such help and we recommend that he be paid the same salary as the other 
Evangelists of our Church for the same service. 

8. Rejected. 

9. We urge that our Church take up work among the students of our larger 
state institutions. 


Committee No. 4—Foreign Missions 


1. Pacific District expresses its sincere gratitude to God for the many op- 
portunities the Church has had to spread the Gospel in the heathens and for 
the blessed fruits of this work in the past year. 

2. It is with gratitude to God we look back on the work our Church has 
been permitted, by the Grace of God, to carry out on the mission fields in the 
past ten years since the union. 

3. We rejoice in the fact that our Church has been able to take over the 
Schreuder Mission, we believe it to be an act of God that this mission field was 
added to our field of labor at this time. 

4. With sadness of heart we follow the events in China. God has in mercy 
spared the lives of our missionaries, but the situation is still very critical. This 
fact should lead our Christian people to sincere prayer for our missionaries and 
for the native Christians. 

5. We welcome all the missionaries who are returning from the mission 
fields and we wish God’s richest blessing on those who are going out to take 
up the work. 

6. As the present situation necessarily increases the cost of this work we 
would kindly remind our congregations of the importance of continued support 
with their gifts. 


Committee No. 5—Charities 


The convention returns thanks to Almighty God for the work which has 
been accomplished in and by the aid of the charitable institutions of the Church 
during the past year. Especially do we refer to the various activities of charity 
in our Pacific District. 

1. The convention notices with satisfaction that the Parkland Children’s 
Home has acquired an addition to its grounds of twenty-five acres of land, more 
than half of which has been cleared. 

The convention commends the work of T. T. Enger, Superintendent of the 
Home, and his. estimable wife, who so nobly shares the burdens of this work. 

The convention recommends that the Home Finding plan be stressed more 
than formerly has been done. 

Attention is called to the fact that we now have four Home Finding Stations 
in this District, i. e. Seattle, Portland, San Francisco, and Los Angeles. 

It should be the aim of City Missionaries and Home Finding Agencies to 
place as many homeless children as possible in private Christian homes, both 
for the good of the child and the policy of economy for the Church. 

2. The convention notes that our City Missionaries are finding an open door 
for service to the needy and unfortunate and this work cannot be too highly 
stressed. 

This work has just been taken up in Portland and in this connection we 
call attention to the need of similar work in Vancouver, B. C., now the entrance 
port of a constant stream of Lutherans from other lands. 

3. The convention is pleased to learn from the Executive Secretary of the 
Board of Charities of the relations between Mr. Johnson, manager of the 
Josephine Home for the Aged at Stanwood, and the old people who find a home 
in that institution. 

That Mr. Johnson and his wife are doing a noble work. This institution is 
now taxed to its utmost capacity. It is sincerely to be hoped that in the near 
future means may be found to enlarge and extend its facilities. 

The convention recommends that serious thought be given to the establish- 
ment of Rescue Homes for unmarried mothers and unfortunate girls at the large 
cities in this District. 
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Committee No. 6—Finances 


Your Finance Committee, in bringing its report, has omitted consideration 
of all financial matters that have already been presented in connection with 
the reports of other committees. We have felt that any duplication was un- 
necessary, and that consideration in other special committees was sufficient. 


1. With reference to matter referring to equalization of delegates’ expenses, 
the committee moves that equalization of delegates’ expenses be recommended 
to take effect at the next District Convention. 


2. Resolved, that this convention heartily expresses its approval and ap- 
preciation of the action of our brethren in the East in coming out and assisting 
in the Endowment Appeal. This convention urges every congregation and 
pastor of the Pacific District to assist and co-operate in every possible way in 
carrying to a successful completion the present Endowment Appeal. 

3. An examination of our budget statistics for 1926 reveals the fact that 
our District contributed last year only 91.8 per cent of the amount apportioned. 
For this we thank God and would urge that every possible effort be made to 
make this 100 per cent the current year. We call attention to the fact that while 
we are urging special interest in the building of a college and expect splendid 
support, only 76 per cent of the amount for education was supplied. More than 
100 per cent of that for Foreign Missions was raised. If congregations would 
designate the general fund in making their contributions, this irregularity would 
be remedied. We would also urge that additional emphasis be placed upon 
this branch of our Church work. 

4. We express special thanks and appreciation to all individuals and or- 
ganizations that have aided the different institutions of our District by gifts 
and donations of various kinds. We recommend that our churches and church 
organizations take a more direct and personal interest in the institutions that 
are nearest to them and when possible aid them with direct gifts and contri- 
butions. 

5. The work of the Women’s Missionary Federation the past year has 
been outstanding. They have succeeded, through their inspiring rallies and 
conventions and through their special projects and literature of their organiza- 
tion, in bringing to the women of the Church an increasing appreciation of the 
responsibility and privilege that belongs to them in doing the work of the 
Church. In addition, they have splendidly aided in the support of the Church 
by a material contribution amounting to thousands of dollars. This organization 
mene the thanks and hearty support of every pastor and congregation of our 

istrict. 


Committee No. 7—Publications 


1. Inasmuch as the Augsburg Publishing House has accomplished com- 
mendable task in presenting good literature to our Church people we wish to 
thank God for the blessed work they have been doing and pray God that the 
work may continually be blessed. 

2. Since the Augsburg Publishing House is the official publishing house 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America be it urged that our people 
make more use of this concern, keeping in mind that 75 per cent of the profit 
goes to the Pension Fund. 

3. We recommend that a branch of the Augsburg Publishing House be 
established in Seattle in order to give the opportunity to our people to get 
better acquainted with the work of this concern. 

4. Be it urged that more use be made of the free literature given out 
through our Book Mission and that we also remember this Mission with gifts. 


5. Beit urged that more of our homes make use of Church papers. 


6. Whereas the Budbereren is the official paper of the Pacific District, it 
should be in every home and we urge that the District support and assist the 
editor and business manager in making the paper more effective. 


Par. 3. “Referred to the committee on publication to act.” 
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Committee No. 8—Pensions 


1, The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
expresses its hearty thanks to those men who labor with the Pension Fund for 
their tireless perseverance for this blessed cause. 

It expresses its hearty thanks to those congregations, Ladies’ aid societies 
and individuals for the contributions sent in to the fund, enabling the committee 
to pay the pensionists the customary amount of $320.00 a year. 

3. It also recommends to the different congregations, aid societies, mission 
societies.and young people’s societies that they also this year, 1927, will faith- 
fully remember the Pension Fund with their offerings. 

4. And it recommends to all congregations to take up a collection or an 
offering to the Pension Fund (as recommended by the Pension Committee) 
about Thanksgiving time (last part of November). 


Committee No. 9—Elementary Christian Education 


Without a doubt and without one voice of contradiction, the greatest problem 
before the Church today, before every pastor and every Church member, is 
the question of how to effectively transmit to the coming generation the faith 
once delivered to the saints. 

If this foundation work be not accomplished with the children, who are the 
Church of tomorrow, all our other Church activities will be crippled. 

And here we have not only to overcome the common indifference and weak- 
ness of human nature, but we must meet a conscious, organized, active and 
aggressive inimical power. The devil first came in the form of the serpent. 
It was the wisest, the most cunning of all of the animals. 

Along the lines of wisdom, learning, education and science come the most 
formidable and dangerous breakers of “life’s tempestuous sea,” to young people 
today. Like a mighty tidal wave, crushing onward through press, university, 
college, school, comes the un-Christian, anti-Christian and heathen doctrine of 
evolution deluging our whole land from ocean to ocean, undermining morals 
and faith, spreading ruin, crime, suicide, corruption and disruption. 

Right here comes the challenge loud, clear, and plain—What will we, can 
we and must we do? 

The challenge must neither frighten nor discourage, for through it rings 
the voice of God our Almighty Heavenly Father. He has promised that the 
gates of Hell shall not prevail against His Church. He has given us means 
and weapons by which to work and to accomplish the transmitting of our 
Christian faith to the generations to come: “Teaching them to observe whatso- 
ever I have commanded you.” 

This is the issue, the problem, the question which confronts us, which must 
be brought home to us all and which He, the head of the Church, calls upon 
us to put over. To bring this before us in the briefest, most concise, pointed 
and emphatic way, the committee wishes simply to refer to and reaffirm and 
emphasize what our district president says in his message concerning this 
matter: : 


Christian Education 


A greater emphasis should be placed upon Christian Education by our pas- 
tors and co-workers in general throughout our Church. 

Such campaign should involve constant stress on Christian training in the 
home, the Sunday School and Parochial Schools where such can be conducted. 
Pastors cannot be urged too much to give serious attention to the work and 
opportunity given them to prepare the young people for confirmation. 

After confirmation there should be a diligent follow-up work by enlisting 
the newly confirmed and the other young people in the Bible classes, Teachers’ 
training classes, Luther League work and regular Church attendance. 

Neither must we forget to give our maturer young people offices in the 
congregation where they may take a lead in the administrative duties of the 
congregation and thus grow up in the work in “Our Father’s Business.” 

The attention of our young people should constantly be called to our own 
denominational schools where the teachings are in the spirit of God’s Word 
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and not contradictory to the foundations of our precious faith in Christ and the 
Bible doctrines. 

We urge, in order to further promote and facilitate this program that all 
pastors, Church members and committees work together to secure from our 
different state legislatures the privilege to get our children released from the 
public schools to give them sufficient time for. instruction in Christianity, the 
respective pastors be considered duly qualified teachers. 

Especially do we urge that teachers of our public schools who even go out 
of their way to slam the Bible, be brought to a realization of the fact that they 
are infringing on the laws of our land. 


Committee No. 10—Resolutions 


Be it resolved by the Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America in convention assembled at Seattle, Wash., June 22-25, 1927. 

1. That we express our thanks to God for His continued blessing upon our 
Church and its activities. 

2. That we express our appreciation and thanks 

(a) To the Immanuel Lutheran Church of Seattle, Wash., its Pastor, the 
Ladies’ Aid Societies, Church Officials, and other members for all what they 
have done through their combined efforts to make this convention pleasant and 
profitable. 

(b) To all visiting Church officials, Pastors and others who so nobly 
responded to our call for help in the present Endowment Fund Drive for the 
Pacific Lutheran College, and pray God for its success. 

- (c) To our President, Rev. J. A. E. Naess for his faithful work in the 
istrict. 

(d) To the Board of Trustees of the Pacific Lutheran College for their 
sincere, and under the circumstances, successful work for our College. 

(e) We commend the Women’s Missionary Federation for the training in 
leadership that they have given our young women, and their ability in raising 
large sums of money for Church work.

9. The American Lutheran Conference 


A) President’s Report 


J. A. O. Stub 
Grace and Peace! 


On this occasion I desire to greet our American Lutheran Conference 
with the words of our Lord, as recorded by St. John, ch. 20, v. 17: “Jesus 
saith unto her (Mary) ‘Go to my brethren”.” 

We are assembled as messengers of the victorious, risen and ascended 
Savior. It is our common love for Him, and the souls for which He died, 
that has brought us together. Let us therefore make His commission to 
Mary, our own. Brethren—the older I grow the more my heart feels the 
burden of His commission. Can we ever understand the gracious condescen- 
sion of the victorious Captain of our salvation? He, God’s Son, calls us 
His brethren! He calls them brethren who are Adam’s children, creatures of 
a day, ignorant, incapable of themselves of any life which is pleasing to God. 
He calls them brethren who are and remain sinners to the end of their earthly 
days. O the love of it all! He called those disciples who deserted Him, 
brethren. He calls Peter, who had followed ‘afar off’ and ‘denied’ Him, 
one of His brethren! 

What a blessed comfort for us who often are so lukewarm, so negligent, 
so inefficient in proclaiming His salvation! Yes, He has charged us with a 
message. “Say to them I,’ He says. That is the burden of our message 
—Jesus, the everlasting and loving Savior of mankind. 

In a special sense this commission, to bring that message to His brethren, 
rests upon us. In every city, village and hamlet there are thousands and 
hundreds who need that message. I am thinking first of those who are 
our brethren according to the Faith. They were baptized in His name, they 
perhaps gave Him their conscious allegiance on their confirmation day. But 
—they have deserted Him for convenience sake, or because they found dis- 
cipleship arduous, or like Peter, they followed “afar off”; i. e., there was no 
open and discernible attachment to Him and His Church. And—many have 
denied Him. We speak their language—their thoughts and problems are 
familiar to us. Who should be better qualified to bring the Gospel of our 
Lord to our brethren in the Faith, than we, who are the products of the same 
institution as they. 

Our American Lutheran Conference has, however, a peculiar responsibility 
also to those who, if not our brethren in our historic faith, are our brethren, 
as citizens of our great country. In Minnesota alone, less than 50% of the 
population hold membership in her churches. The fields are white unto the 
harvest! 

The present is a peculiarly auspicious time for messengers of our Lord. 
It seems that God in His mysterious manner plans all things for the salva- 
tion of souls. In days of plenty, in days of financial prosperity, men are so 
sated with the fatness of the things of this life, that they do not respond so 
readily to God’s call. In days of financial depression—the Church prospers. 

The last year, church and hospital building projects, now under way in 
these mid-western states total the vast sum of $150,000,000. About $90,000,- 
000 of this is for church buildings. Yes—I know we cannot measure the 
growth of Christian life by these outward things. Still, it must be evident 
that these facts are an outward expression of the desire of human hearts to 
extend the Kingdom of our Lord. 

In spite of all statements and appearances to the contrary, sometimes the 
church has a tremendous hold on the human heart. Brethren, let us work 
while it is day. It seems to me that our Conference, small as it is today, has 
come into the Kingdom just for this day. 
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The erection of the English Association in our Church body in 1917, gave 
new impetus to English Lutheran work here in the Northwest. Under the 
energetic leadership of Dr. C. O. Solberg, several new. American Lutheran 
congregations were established. Many others, who had been more or less 
bilingual, rapidly began to carry out our Lord's commission, more and more 
in the language of our country. : : j 

May I tell you what forward strides have been made in Minneapolis alone? 
Not, but that by comparison perhaps even greater results of our work may 
be apparent, but I must limit myself to one field of work. : i 

In 1919 our Church claimed fifteen organized congregations in Minneapolis. 
We had thirteen church buildings; some of these were very small and poorly 
equipped. Four of these congregations, all small, were English-speaking 
churches. had 

We now have twenty organized congregations, eighteen church buildings 
and two fine sub-structures. Only one of the eighteen church edifices can be 
considered inadequate. During 1926, four new churches were built. During 
1927 three new churches, and one splendid enlargement and remodeling pro- 
ject, are all underway. Eleven of the twenty congregations are all-American 
in language. 

It is usually accepted that the church which also draws attendance from 
others than members, has the greater opportunity for service and growth. 
Easter Sunday, 1919, our fifteen congregations had an aggregate attendance of 
7,600. This figure is only an estimate, but it is based upon capacity attend- 
ances and the number of services we held that year. Easter Sunday, this 
year, our twenty congregations had an attendance of 31,103. This figure is 
based upon replies or published statements by practically all of our churches. 
When it is remembered that the 84 organized Lutheran congregations of 
Minneapolis have a combined membership of some 30,000, it will be gladly 
recognized, I am sure, that our showing is most remarkable. 

Since 1920 our twenty Minneapolis congregations have expended for church 
buildings and equipment, and have projects actually under way, to be com- 
pleted within a twelve month, the sum of $1,333,350. But, as stated before, 
even more remarkable figures, by comparison, may perhaps be made in other 
places. 

Yes, brethren, let us remember Jesus’ commission to Mary: “Go to my 
brethren.” 


Present Status 


At our organization in 1920, thirty-three congregations made up our Con- 
ference. Since that time certain changes have taken place. 

1. The First Lutheran of Grand Forks, N. D., has amalgamated with 
Zion of the same city. 

2. Central Lutheran of Helena, Mont., has been released to the Synod 
of the Northwest.

I also have a formal application from the Rev. Chas. A. Crouch, field mis- 
sionary of our Church in and about New York City. 

Other applications from congregations already organized will be before us 
at our next convention. 

As I have stated before: “It is not our desire to grow at the expense of 
the other districts. It is the larger cause we all serve that should give us in- 
spiration and strength to labor. Nevertheless, the American congregations of 
our Church will find the most logical fellowship within the American Lu- 
theran Conference. The English-speaking congregations of our Church need 


each other. They have common tasks, common problems. We need to coun- 
sel and work together.” 
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Our Future As a Conference 


There is no question in my mind but that we shall grow outwardly. Our 
large problem is however, to grow downward in faith in the life that is 
hid with God, that we thus may grow upward and bear fruit. Brethren, ours 
is a glorious and blessed privilege. May God keep our hearts aflame with love 
for Him and His precious souls. 

1. New applications for membership will be forthcoming shortly. Through 
correspondence and otherwise I have information—but as it is not exactly of- 
ficial, at this time, I deem it wisest to make only this general statement. 

_ 2. New fields are opening up. Many others are crying out. Our Mis- 
sion Committee has called Rev. C. C. A. Jenson of Clarkston, Wash., as 
"Field Missionary.” We expect that he will accept this responsible position. 
With an active “Field Missionary,” our work will enter upon a new era. His 
work will be strictly that of a field missionary. As such he will go in and by 
careful work and investigation discover whether or not new work should be 
undertaken. May God bless Rev. Jenson’s decision and richly bless his work 
among us.

Our Problems 


1. The geographical problem is quite serious. There is a strong prob- 
ability that our American Conference will make an appeal, particularly in the 
West. Already we have applications from two aggressive western churches. 
It will be difficult to visit these and keep up proper and helpful contacts. 
In this connection comes the problem of circuit organizations, Young People’s 
and Women’s federations. It is probably advisable, for the present, to keep 
up the existing circuit organizations. A beginning must be made, though, 
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wherever feasible, for smaller district groupings. When our Field Missionary 
begins his work among us, I pray that we may find help in organizing our 
Conference, so that our congregations can grow into a more homogeneous and 
uniform group. Soon we must elect district presidents who can inspect con- 
gregations, dedicate churches, induct pastors, and do other work which is 
needed. 

2. For the present, those of our pastors who receive part of their salary 
from the district Home Mission Board, will be taken care of as heretofore. 

As soon as our organization becomes more perfected, our Home Mission 
Committee will of course get the reports of the work in our Mission places. 
By next year I hope that we shall be in position to give tabulated reports. 
The accumulated experience of trained missionaries will thus be available. 


A Home Mission Policy 


The all important problem of our Conference, of course, is our Home 
Mission work. Our committee has met three times since the convention last 
June. Mr. A. P. Lee of Grand Forks, N. D., resigned when the First Lutheran 
amalgamated with Zion of that city. As his successor the Board appointed 
Rev. E. S. Hjortland of Eau Claire, Wis. 

Mr. S. H. Holstad, member of the Board, has also been designated as 
“Financial Secretary” of our Conference. 

In this connection, I may state that the consensus of opinion in the Church 
Council is that, for the present, i. e., during 1927 and 1928, the synodical ap- 
portionments be on the basis of the circuit apportionments heretofore in ex- 
istence. 

As our organization is perfected, and a more definite Home Mission policy 
is established, it will be found, no doubt, that changes in the so-called “quotas” 
will become advisable. 

The problems of English work are many—not least: that of doing our “fair 
share” for church work outside the local congregation. Perhaps the hereto- 
fore isolated position of our real American churches has tended to make it 
difficult to sense our responsibility to Home and Foreign Missions, Church 
Extension, Education, and the general charity work of our Church. I am 
looking forward to the coming of our Field Missionary. Through his ex- 
perience and knowledge, and with the co-operation of our Board, I look for- 
ward with happy anticipation. It is with regret that I again note the de- 
parture of Rev. Brenne of Canby, from our Conference. As secretary of 
the Home Mission Committee of our district he has been of invaluable help 
to me, personally, and also of large assistance in the solving of many problems. 


A Personal Word 


It is difficult, exceedingly so, for me to be of the assistance I might wish 
to be, to many who need a visit from the president of the Conference. The 
correspondence alone is growing to considerable proportions. I have no al- 
lowance for this, except for postage. Miss Jacquinet, my secretary, who is 
overloaded with the work in my parish, has, however, willingly done all in her 
power to help me. With the advent of a Field Missionary, we shall, I trust, 
be able to systematize and arrange the work to the reasonable satisfaction 
of most of our pastors and congregations. 

Courage, brethren! We are on the right track. The doors are opening 
for us. Let us push onward, firm in the faith that we are serving our Lord 
and our Church to the best advantage in our American Lutheran Conference. 

The program as prepared for us, the ready acceptance of all invited, of 
places thereon, the welcome of the Holy Trinity Church of Red Wing and its 
pastor, all promise a blessed convention. 

May God bless it for Jesus’ sake!

A. Bestyrerens aarsrapport 


To the Board of Management for Outlook College and 
To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada: 

The school year 1926-1927 has in many respects been the most successful year 
under the present administration. The total attendance has been 71—37 boys 
and 34 girls. 49 of these were enrolled in the classes of the high school depart- 
ment, all but 3 of whom attended the full school year. 

The state of health has been good with the exception of a few eases of 
mumps and German measles.. These two contagious diseases spreading in both 
dormitories at the same time made it necessary for us to engage the services 
of a professional nurse for ten days. This added expense was borne by the col- 
lege. The presence of a contagious disease in a crowded dormitory creates an 
emergency to which we are hardly equal with our present facilities. It is my 
opinion that a fairly well equipped hospital ward should be maintained in one 
of the dormitories. To defray these added expenses a special fee would have 
to be added. To further promote the physical welfare of the students I recom- 
mend that Dr. Geo. D. Morris be engaged as college doctor with a fixed fee 
for the year. Every student should be given a physical and medical examination 
upon entering the college. If a student has not previously been vaccinated for 
small-pox he should be vaccinated upon entering. During the school year the 
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students will then receive free medical attendance, excepting major surgical 
operations. 

The college athletics have also this year been controlled and fees levied by 
the students themselves. Though the students showed keen interest in the various 
sports, basketball, baseball, and tennis, and considerable skill in financing the 
various sports, they have nevertheless requested more supervision by the faculty 
as well as the establishment of a fixed fee to be collected at the time of registra- 
tion. Besides the usual college sports we should also give more consideration 
to formal physical training. Though our gymnasium is rather small, much can 
be accomplished by a skilled instructor. I am therefore recommending that 
physical education be made a compulsory subject next year. 

The great majority of our students come eager to learn and anxious to 
succeed. This is particularly true of our students of the last two years. The 
awarding of scholarships to the best student in each grade, the Luther League 
scholarship, and the Gold Medal for general proficiency, donated by Mr. J. R. 
Vockeroth of Outlook, have all been conducive to better scholarship. Neverthe- 
less, it was quite apparent that many of our younger students in Grades IX and 
X were wholly unaccustomed to homework, and that many were deficient in 
subjects that they were supposed to have had. In order to help these, as well 
as to have a check on those few who would rather not study we deem it wise 
for next year to have supervised study hours both during the day and during 
the evenings for all students below Grade XI and for others who are doing 
inferior work. 

The religious attitude of the student body has been most gratifying this year. 
It is perhaps as a Christianizing and spiritualizing force that the College has 
been most successful. A college is not necessarily Christian because of its labels, 
because of courses in religion, daily chapel, because the large majority of the 
student are affiliated with the church; but rather because a positive Christian 
spirit is manifested in its daily routine and which permeates every school 
activity. A few factors which helped to make Outlook College Christian in the 
fullest sense of the word may be mentioned. Mr. Talbert Ronning, though lack- 
ing in teaching experience exerted a powerful influence upon the students both 
as their teacher in religion and as their spiritual adviser. He has in an eminent 
degree the gift of guiding young people to Christ. As he intends to enter 
Luther Theological Seminary this fall it becomes one of the most important 
tasks of the Board of Management to find a competent successor to Mr. Ronning. 
Furthermore it has been of great importance that all the teachers have been 
united in their efforts to place Christ first at Outlook College. In every prayer 
meeting, Luther League or other religious meeting their influence has been felt. 
Of inestimable value was the assistance of Evangelist H. N. Ronning. He spent 
a week with us having meetings every evening and personal conferences with 
the students during the day. His work proved to be a great blessing and we 
hope he will be able to visit the College at least once every year. It should 
also be mentioned that since Christmas the College has enjoyed the pastoral 
services of Rev. Berge. With the exception of the fall term 1924, when the 
College was served by Rev. Tysdal it was then more than three years since we 
last had a college pastor. On May 29, Rev. Berge conducted confirmation at 
the College. Of the 17 confirmands 10 were college students, two of these were 
also baptized. The communion services of that day will long be remembered 
by those who were present. In the ca. sixty communicants practically the whole 
college family was included. 

Of other important events of the year should be mentioned our graduation 
festivities. As there had been no graduation the two preceding years three 
Classes were graduated at that time, in all 33 graduates from the high school 
department. Only those students who had also passed the provincial examina- 
tions were granted a diploma. At that time we also awarded scholarships to 
the best student in each grade during the school year 1925-26. These received 
scholarships: Grade IX, Miss Edith Hanson, Tribune, $25, to be applied on 
tuition for the following year. Grade X, Edna Iverson, Meota, $25, to be ap- 
plied on tuition the following year. Grade XI, Albert Iverson, Lajord, $50, 
to be applied on tuition the following year. Grade XII, Janet Anderson and 
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Melba J. Purdy, Tugaske, $50 each, to be applied on tuition at Outlook College 
when a junior college is established. For the school year 1926-27 the winners 
of similar scholarships taking the grades in the same order are: Clara Bastness, 
Margaret Gjesdal, Edwin Marken, Albert Iverson and Joseph Haave. The 
Luther League scholarship and the gold medal will be awarded this fall. 

New equipment and improvements during school year. The kalsomining and 
painting of the college buildings was completed last fall. Wardrobes, chests of 
drawers and book-shelves were built into the rooms of the Boys’ dormitory on 
the first two floors. Considering that the rooms are very small for two students 
this equipment has proved indispensible. The most important improvement of 
recent years is the drilling of our own well. I am pleased to report that a well 
was drilled shortly before the school closed this year, and that we obtained 
an abundance of excellent water. The well has 4% inches casing, is 215 feet deep 
and the water stands within 90 feet from the top. A fifty feet direct stroke 
- Duplex windmill has been bought and erected, and piping has been laid below 
the frost line from the pump to the cistern. This well which with casing, filtrer, 
cylinder, pump and windmill will cost about $1000.00 will henceforth save us 
approximately $600.00 per year. All in all more than $2,500.00 has this year 
been spent on new equipment and improvement, as the financial report will show. 


Course of studies. Some years ago the commercial course was discontinued. 
As there seems to be a considerable demand for such a course I now recommend 
that such a course be re-stablished with certain important changes, which will 
be set forth in the proposed course of studies. I may say here, however, that 
it should be a high school course complying with all the requirements of the 
department of education, and students taking this course will write on the 
provincial examinations. New typewriters to the value of about $500.00 will 
be needed. 

Junior college. The Board of Management should at this time carefully 
consider the advisability of establishing a junior college at Outlook College for 
next year if possible. See appendix to this report. 

Teachers. With regard to teachers for next year I recommend: 

1. That Miss Farden be re-elected. 

2. That Mr. Wm. Dahl be re-elected with a salary equal to Miss Farden’s. 

3. That Mrs. J. C. Carter be re-elected to teach Music. 

4. That Mr. Alfred J. Lawrence, Warren, Penn., be elected to teach com- 
mercial subjects at a salary of $1200.00 and living. 

5. That Dr. Ottar Tinglum be elected to teach languages, ete., at a salary 
of $900.00 with living per year or $130.00 per month without board and room. 

6. That a teacher of religion and classics be elected. 

The above list presupposes the establishment of a business course and a 
junior college next year.

Indberetning fra “Hyrden” 


Bladet "Hyrden” er nu snart 3 aar gammelt. Det har i denne tid forsøkt 
at gjøre en god hyrdes gjerning iblandt vort folk. 

Frugten av dette arbeide er kanske ikke saa let at bedømme endnu. Men 
mange har bevist — baade i ord og gjerning — at "Hyrden”s arbeide og virk- 
somhet iblandt os sættes pris paa. 

Det tar dog tid og taalmodighet at oparbeide en saadan sak. 

Der er forholdsvis store utgifter i forbindelse med utgivelsen av et blad, 
selv om det er av saa liten størrelse som “Hyrden.” Naar vi da heller ikke 
faar nogen indtægter hvad avertering angaar, saa blir det endda vanskeligere at 
dække utgiftene. E 

Dog, bladet synes at vinde indgang hos flere og flere av vort folk. Siden 
vort sidste aarsmøte har bladet faat rundt 500 nye abonnenter. Dette tal kunde 
dog fordobles paa kort tid, ved nogen anstrengelse og opofrelse av dem som 
allerede er abonnenter. 

La os faa minde om at ret her har vi et indremissionsarbeide som ligger os 
ganske nær. Og et arbeide som vi alle kan være med 1. Men det ligger os 
kanske saa nær, at man overser og glemmer det! 

Bladet burde for eks. sendes til de forskjellige sanatorier, hospitaler, gamle- 
hjem, skoler osv., hvor faa eller flere av vort folk er for en kortere eller læn- 
gere tid. Jesus sier i en lignende forbindelse: "Hvad I har gjort imot en av disse 
mine mindste, det har I gjort imot mig.” — — 

Redaktionen saa vel som forretningsførselen har i den senere tid igjen været 
overlatt til undertegnede. Det var med stor bekymring at jeg efter indstændig 
anmodning derom, i september sidstleden, overtok forretningsførselen av 
"Hyrden.” Men det var bare midlertidig, indtil videre, altsaa. 

Der er mere arbeide i forbindelse med "Hyrden”s forretningssaker, end 
kanske de fleste tænker sig. Jeg har for nærværende ialfald ikke tid og anled- 
ning at fortsætte som forretningsfører for vort blad. . 

Regnskapet for “Hyrden” op til den lste juli, 1927, viser at vi skylder 
Augsburg Publishing House, som trykker og utsender bladet, $479.11. (I for- 
bigaaende kan nævnes, i denne forbindelse — at hverken redaktør eller for- 
retningsfører har faat nogen løn for deres arbeide med bladet. Dette nævnes 
ogsaa forat det ikke kan eller skal se ut som at disse arbeidere har "tat sit 
først,” og saa sendt ind resten til dem som trykker bladet). 

Bladet har nu rundt 1400 abonnenter. Noksaa mange av disse staar tilrest 
med sin kontingent. Altfor meget arbeide har gjort det vanskelig for den 
nuværende forretningsfører at sende ut brev med paamindelser om forfalden 
kontingent. 

Kan vi nu faa en forretningsfører, som kan avse mere tid for dette arbeide, 
saa vil uten tvil meget være vundet for "Hyrden.”

I. THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT FOR 1927 


“Wnlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtain of 
thine habitation: spare not, lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy stakes.” 

This beautiful verse from Isaiah outlines most fittingly the work of the 
women of the Church. 

This work was organized June 12th, 1917, at the request of the Church. 

As an auxiliary to the four Boards, the women have contributed directly 
to Foreign and Home Missions, Charities and Education. 

Information and inspiration have been given thru the many tracts sent 
out free of charge. ; 

Organized as a general body, it became necessary to organize the nine dis- 
tricts in 1919. Since then the organization of the various circuits has continued. 

Participation by the individual church woman is encouraged thru the follow- 
ing departments: Mission boxes, self-denial, thank offering, per capita, the mis- 
sionary-cradle-roll, life-membership, and in memoriam, box-work, and the patron 
and protege plan. 

Gifts from the women of the Church have been made to the Lena Dahl 
Memorial at Sinyang and the Concordia school for girls at Fancheng, China. 

Funds have also been provided for the Caroline Thompson Memorial, a home 
for women workers in Madagascar; and for the proposed industrial home for 
“women in China. 

Special appeals have also been met at various times. 

By resolution, an annual gift is sent from each society to the Pension Fund 
of the Church. 

This year the Hastern district of the Federation together with Decorah cir- 
cuit in Iowa district and Spring Grove circuit in S. Minn. district have con- 
tributed approximately $138,000.00 to the Martin Luther Children’s Home at 
Stoughton, Wis. 

Thought has been given to the future of the women’s work for the Church 
by the organization of the young women and the girls into the Daughters of 
the Reformation. This work was begun by Mrs. I. D. Ylvisaker in 1921, and 
has now grown into an auxiliary organization of the Federation. 

Auxiliaries are also established in China, Madagascar, and at the Bethany 
Indian mission. 

The Committee for Christian Nurture has prepared material and programs 
to aid mothers and teachers in the nurture and religious instruction of the 
children and youth of the church. 

A short summary of the annual gifts of the women to the work of the 
Church is here included:

The twelfth of June completes the first decade of work by the women of 
the Church as an organized group. Å 

In å merely material way the organization is eminently successful. 

Å deeply religious spirit seems to actuate the women in their work for the 
Kingdom. 

The facts presented indicate growth, and nothing that is dead grows. 

Also, this organization called into being by the Church, has a far-reaching 
influence. Whether a society wishes to belong to the Federation or not, it is 
reaping the benefit from the larger group. 

All the publicity, the plans, the working out of efficient methods; all are 
based on the General Federation, which is again made up of individual societies. 

Such societies as will not participate are receiving without giving. The 
individual woman who will not belong, retards by her disinclination to take 
part, the great and urgent opportunities which the Master presents to the 
workers. 

It is also true that the same things which make you wish to be a church 
worker, the greater sense of power that springs into being when many work to- 
gether; the joy of Christian friendship; the inspiration that comes from souls 
co-ordinated—all these are suddenly expanded a thousand fold, when they ex- 
tend from society to society, from circuit to circuit, from district to district, 
until you are one with your own kind all over our whole Church. And there is 
nothing too great for such an organization to accomplish, and no woman so 
insignificant that she cannot have a triumphant sense of sharing in its great- 
ness. 

Truly we may say with the prophet that “the place of our tent has been 
enlarged.” 

We have been permitted “to stretch forth the curtain of thine habitation” 
to allow others to come in with us. 

The command has been heard: “Spare not.” We have gladly given both 
ourselves and the means which we were permitted to use. 

And God has “lengthened the cords” of His patience with us. Also has He 
“strengthened the stakes” to which our weak and faltering purpose is fastened. 

To Him alone must all thanks and praise be given for the years which we 
have been permitted to work. To Him we pray for continued blessings on the 
work of the women of the Church.

é 1. Executive Secretary’s Repori 


It is now ten years since the Young People’s Luther League was or- 
ganized. From smaller units existing before the Union of the three general 
church bodies which in 1917 united to form our larger Church body, 
emerged the Young People’s Luther League as an expression of the desire 
of the younger generation to accomplish larger things for the Church. Tt 
was born in stirring times. While the outward circumstances in the world at 
large are now appreciably different, still so challenging is the general situa- 
tion everywhere, that the incentive to aggressive action must ever power- 
fully impel the membership of an organization which stands dedicated to 
the high ideals of the Christian life as does ours. In a time of general 
moral and spiritual collapse, the world has the right to examine closely the 
program of those organizations which still insist that the religion of Jesus 
Christ will satisfactorily solve every real problem of life. And it is more 
than significant that the very generation which is face to face with prob- 
lems which shake at the very foundations of life itself, should witness the 
birth and the rapid growth of a youth movement, which is today arresting 
the attention of the entire world. Let it be granted at once that in a measure 
this movement is dangerous in the extreme, because in parts its leadership is 
in the hands of political and religious radicals whose main incentive is to 
make use of this new power to rule with a ruthless hand. But it should also 
be apparent at a convention such as this, that where this new youth move- 
ment is governed and controlled and directed by the regenerating and cleans- 
ing principles of Jesus Christ, there it has become and is destined to become 
more and more, a power for the regeneration and the salvation of society 
itself, as well as a powerful agency for the rapid extension of that king- 
dom which knows no earthly frontiers. Millions of the finest youth in Chris- 
tendom are enlisted in this great movement, which has affected every church 
in Christendom. Our Young People’s Luther League with its rapid growth, 
while not in any way affiliated organically with any other Christian youth 
organization, is nevertheless still an expression of the desire of the youth 
of our Church to join this new crusade—moral, intellectual, religious, spirit- 
ual, Christian in character as it is. And this convention, together with those 
stirring conventions which have preceded the present one, with its member- 
ship drawn from every section of the Church in the United States and 
Canada, yea from distant heathen lands, is but a further manifestation to 
those who have eyes with which to see, that the religion of Jesus Christ is not 
a dead institution, a forgotten influence; it is still the power of God unto 
salvation to everyone who will believe, powerfully affecting and moving the 
minds, the hearts, the wills and the imaginations of those who have permitted 
their lives to come under the regenerating influence of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. How it thrills our soul to see the youth of our beloved Lutheran 
Church swing into action for the cause which has in it the promise for the 
life that now is and for that to come! We are firmly convinced that not 
only the Church is to be benefited by such marshalling of its youth, but 
that the state may well look with pleasure upon the rapid growth of these’ 
Christian youth organizations. For in them she has a surety of the perpetua- 
tion of the highest and finest of those ideals which form the foundation stone 
of a nation’s existence. 

But our present task is not to speculate further along these lines, in- 
teresting though they may be, but in a very practical way to call attention 
to our own program, problems and prospects. 


ORGANIZATION 


Ås a working unit our organization is now beginning to function in a 
satisfying way. There is, of course, still much room for improvement; 
but that is always the case in a large organization. Our system of bien- 
nial international conventions, biennial district conventions, annual or semi- 
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annual circuit conventions has worked out beautifully. It has helped to keep 
keenly alive the general interest in our program of work. It has at the same 
time brought together some of larger religious meetings in the country, to 
such an extent that our general conventions are now listed and broadcasted 
by the World Convention Bureau of Washington. Supplementing our con- 
ventions, our system of National, District and Circuit Board meetings, held 
regularly and carrying information about our work into every local unit, 
has proved a very splendid way of carrying on the administrative work of 
the organization without having to resort to the employment of a large staff 
of paid officers and secretaries to carry it thru. The District and Circuit 
presidents, about one hundred in all, deserve a very large credit for the 
present successful results in our work. Their work these past two years 
has been of the greatest significance. Their continued interest and their 
selfsacrificing efforts should receive the generous commendation of this con- 
vention. Thru their efforts the ten districts and practically all of the 
eighty some Circuits are functioning surprisingly well. And by their 
work, the more than 1600 local societies and leagues in the organization are 
constantly having our program of work impressed upon them. 


Procress 


While we cannot take time here to give a statistical enumeration of ele- 
ments that have made for rapid progress in our work, still we should like to 
mention two or three things which give evidence of encouraging growth. 
Our Minneapolis general convention brought out a registered delegation of 
1971, the largest registered delegation in our history. The various sessions 
of this memorable convention had an average attendance of approximately 
three thousand. This same convention also brought the largest individual 
offering in the history of our entire Church, the contributions totalling 
$12,000.00, a sum which later thru belated contributions grew to about 
$17,000.00. This is a wonderful showing, and gives evidence of what our 
young people can do. And then finally we wish to give this bit of infor- 
mation which to some may prove surprising indeed, that in these few years 
our young people have contributed thru this organization approximately 
$200,000.00, most of which has been donated to the Church at large in the 
form of funds and in contributions to the Church budget. This does not 
include the amounts raised for local purposes, nor those large amounts given 
to the various endowment funds. The past year and a half, the Young 
People’s Luther League has raised in money $57,000.00. $14,000.00 of this 
amount was donated to the permanent Y. P. L. L. Scholarship Fund to be 
described later. Approximately $28,000.00 was donated to the Church, 
$1,000.00 to the St. Olaf Radio Station wcar, or a total of at least $43,000.00 
in all. Compared with former years, this is an encouraging achievement. 
Let us press on to ever greater tasks. 


Orrice or TREASURER 


The Minneapolis convention adopted the recommendations of the National 
Board regarding the office of treasurer, as follows: 

a) That the treasurer of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
be de facto treasurer of the Young People’s Luther League. : 

b) That he receive and receipt for all moneys of the Young People’s Lu- 
ther League. 

c) That he disburse all moneys of the Young People’s Luther League 
as directed by the Board of Directors through its executive secretary. 

d) That he furnish to the treasurer of the Young People’s Luther 
League full information regarding the financial accounts of the League. 

e) That the duties of the treasurer of the Young People’s Luther League 
shall be more nearly those of a financial secretary. 

This introduced a new and much improved system of accounting into 
our organization. The treasurer of the Y. P. L. L. now acts as a financial 
secretary for the organization without salary, while the treasurer of the 
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Church becomes the defacto treasurer of the Y. P. L. L. All checks are 
made payable to the treasurer of the Church and deposited by him. Thru 
this system we get the advantage of the up-to-date book-keeping system 
of the general treasurer’s office, and all our accounts become subject to audit 
by the expert public auditors employed by the Church, as well as to constant 
check by the Board of Trustees of the Church, A triplicate receipt system 
has been introduced into the executive secretary’s office, which furnishes both 
check and counter-check on all funds received. And finally funds payable 
are payable only on written order by the executive secretary, with checks 
issued properly numbered, and signed by the treasurer of the Church and 
countersigned by the comptroller of the Church, thus insuring the most ac- 
curate check on all funds received. In addition to this, even our financial 


. secretary is heavily bonded. We make this statement here so as to satis- 


fy even the most critical that our books are open to close inspection at any. 
time without advance notice. 


ScHoLarsHIP Funp 


In 1924 the National Board recommended to the organization that the 
project for the coming year be to establish a fund, the interest of which 
should be used for scholarships to graduates from our senior colleges who 
enter our Theological Seminary in St. Paul. This fund was later given the 
name of the 


Younc Proprr's LurHer Lracur SCHOLARSHIP FUND ror THEOLOGICAL 
STUDENTS 


The National Board’s action in this matter is described as follows: 

“A fund of $14,000.00 has been turned over to the Church for scholarships 
to be administered by the Board of Education in compliance with the original 
resolutions pertaining thereto. Of the proceeds of this fund $300.00 shall 
annually be added to the fund until this shall have reached the sum of 
$20,000.00. From that time on, there shall be added annually to the fund 
10% of the accrued interest. It was resolved that the name of this fund 
shall be "The Young People’s Luther League Scholarship Fund for Theo- 
logical Students.’ On resolution it was decided that the number and size 
of the scholarships shall be determined by the Board of Education, in ac- 
cordance with previously adopted resolution. It was recommended to the 
Board of Education that the first scholarship be awarded so as to apply 
to the school year 1927-28.” 

This fund has been handed to the secretary of the Board of Education, 
Prof. L. A. Vigness, who has acknowledged the gift in the following letter:

My dear Pastor Ylvisaker: 

Your letter of October 25th, 1926, announcing the gift of $14,000 to the 
cause of beneficiary education in our Church together with the terms defined 
by the Board of your body was submitted to the meeting of the Board of 
Education at its session January 26th. The following minute records the 
action of the Board of Education: 

“It was voted that the Board accept this generous gift with the 
terms specified and that the secretary be instructed on behalf of the 
Board and of the cause of Christian Education to extend to Secre- 
tary Ylvisaker and through him to the Young People’s Luther League 
an expression of thanks for this very substantial aid to this great 
cause. 

The transmission of this paragraph to you and your Board and the Young 
People’s Luther League will serve as the expression of this appreciation on 
the part of the educational department. Very sincerely,

with the treasurer of St. Olaf College the promised sum of $1,000.00 for 1926.

I have the pleasure of enclosing our receipt in the amount of $595.15, 
paying in full the pledge of the Young People's Luther League for the year

To say that we appreciate this wonderful assistance is putting it mildly. 
Å month ago we were very pessimistic about the condition of the radio fund. 
Since that time, however, we are pleased to record a wonderful interest 
manifested thruout the Church. Now this large sum coming is going to help 
us very, very much. I am not sure as yet if we will have enough so we can 
show receipts equal to disbursements, but we are hoping for the best. I 
hope that you will find some way of bringing our appreciation to the Young 
People’s Luther League.

Our FrnanciaL Procram ror 1926 ann 1927 


In compliance with instructions from our last general convention the 
National Board at its annual meeting mapped out a financial program which 
takes into account only the immediate needs of the organization. The same 
general plan has been in force for both 1926 and 1927. (See resolutions for 
1926.) 


WHat Dors Tunis Mean? 


It means simply this, that the Young People’s Luther League is operating 
on a minimum appropriation, so small in fact as to hamper us seriously in 
our program of work. Or is it to be expected that the work of an Inter- 
national organization whose general office is now supposed to include the 
salaries of three full-time workers, and part salary for others, whose office 
carries on an extensive informational and publicity program involving a very 
large correspondence, supplies of various kinds, etc., and whose executive 
secretary is expected to travel so extensively in the interest of the League, 
that his mileage now runs between 300,000 and 400,000 miles,—is it to be 
expected that such an organization should permit an appropriation which 
hardly equals that allowed by the average city congregation? And still that 
is the handicap under which we have worked and under which we are work- 
ing now. 


ReEcorps 


Our national office has now succeeded in securing a card file of officers: 
national, district, circuit and local, which is quite complete. It needs con- 
stant correction, however, because of the constant changes that are being 
made in our personnel. All societies and organizations should be urged to 
furnish the National office with an up-to-date list of officers. 

Besides this file, the National office was able to reach at least 3,000 
prospects for our Seattle convention with its publicity material.

The work of the National Executive Secretary may be described under the 
following headings:

It will be seen that the duties of the executive secretary’s office are very 
extensive, and designed to keep a much larger force of workers, than is 
now available, busy. 

In addition’ to these many duties he was engaged by the Luther-St. Olaf 
Endowment Committee as chairman of its Speakers Bureau. And this sum- 
mer he has been engaged by the Pacific Lutheran College Endowment Com- 
mittee to assist this school in securing an adequate endowment.

Srupent Work 


Realizing its peculiar responsibilities in this great task, the Young People’s 
Luther League thru its official board has given the matter most earnest and 
prayerful attention with results as outlined in the following resolutions: 


RESOLVED 1. That the Young People’s Luther League offer to the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to finance for one year the salary 
and expenses of a Lutheran Student Secretary to work primarily among 
Lutheran student youth in state higher institutions of learning. 

2. That it is our conviction that such secretary should be appointed by 
and be an officer of the Board of Education. 

8. That we request that the selection of secretary and the conduct of 
the work be done in conjunction with the Executive Committee of the Young 
People’s Luther League. 


This offer has been accepted by the Church and the Board of Education 
has been given the task of finding and calling a man especially qualified to 
enter this difficult but promising field. Rev. C. S. Thorpe, pastor of our 
University Church in Minneapolis, one of our pioneer student pastors, is 
temporarily in charge of this work. The Executive Secretary of the Y. P. 
L. L. is assisting. It may be interesting to know that the Executive Secre- 
tary has the past two years been invited to speak at Convocation exercises 
at several State Universities, Agricultural Colleges and Normal Schools. 
Let us not neglect our great opportunity. This student work is undoubt- 
edly now one of the great missionary opportunities facing the Christian 
Church. In order to familiarize himself more thoroughly with this problem, 
your secretary has attended as an observer various International and National 
student religious conferences, where the seriousness of the situation and its 
need have more than ever been brought home to him. At the invitation of 
the Chief of Chaplains, Col. Axton, he also attended the National meeting 
of Chaplains at Washington, D. C., in May, 1926, where he was brought face 
to face with general moral and religious problems now clamoring for solution. 


Brste CoNFErRENCES 


We have tried to encourage such Bible Conferences in our Church as are 
rightly conducted and we have been glad to notice the increasing desire for 
definite Bible study at our various Young People’s Conventions. In many 
Circuits and Districts, this feature has been added permanently to conven- 
tion programs. In some places, for instance the Chicago Circuit, the South 
Pacific District, and now the North Pacific District, a Bible Conference 
Week has been made a permanent feature of vacation work, and for this 
purpose the entire equipment of Summer Chautauqua grounds has been taken 
over by our pastors and young people. Splendid attendance attests to the 
general interest in this new movement.

In order to study more thoroughly the many needs of our work and in 
order to help us solve more satisfactorily our many problems, the following 
permanent committees (which as yet largely have not begun to function) 
have been appointed:

The Executive Secretary, Rev. N. M. Ylvisaker, is an ex officio member 
of each of these committees. 

These committees should prove invaluable to us in our work. 


CuurcuH Councm 


In order that the policies of the Young People’s Luther League may at 
all times be in strictest accord with the general and specific program of the 
Church, the president and executive secretary of the Y. P. L. L. are each 
year invited to sit with the Church Council, in all matters the highest au- 
thority in the Church. We believe that the meeting recently held, where the 
great challenge of the religious work among the younger generation was 
definitely faced, will never be forgotten by those leaders of the Church who 
considered with us this serious situation so earnestly. Such joint respon- 
sibility for this great work should prove of inestimable blessing to the 
Church at large and to our organization. We are deeply grateful to this 
Church Court for its growing interest in our problems. When the president 
of our Church with his entire Council show the keen interest they now are 
manifesting in our work, there must be results. 


MIssIoNARY 


The Young People's Luther League has always been intensely interested 
in the missionary activity of the Church. Thru the Lutheran Students’ 
Union it has for several years been giving direct support to three foreign 
missionaries. Several of our League members have themselves enlisted in 
missionary work and are at present representing the Church both on the 
Home and Foreign Mission fields. The League has built a hospital in 
Madagascar, has contributed liberally to building funds both in China, Zulu- 
land and Madagascar, and is annually sending large contributions to the 
foreign mission budget of the Church. The past year and a half the contri- 
butions on record total $11,041.49 to foreign missions. In Madagascar a 
Young People’s Luther League on the same lines as our organization at home 
has been organized. Conventions are being held regularly, and general 
progress reported. Steps were being taken to organize in China when recent 
disturbances there forced a change of plans. We hope to have a represen- 
tative appointed in Zululand to organize the work there at once. 


CHoraL UNION 


At this Convention, the Choral Union is for the first time jointly respon- 
sible with us for our entire Convention program. The executive officers of 
both organizations have been meeting regularly the past two years to pre- 
pare for this meeting, and to help solve problems together. We believe that 
we have taken a great forward step by this arrangement. It has brought 
under one department the larger religious interests of all our youth groups. 
The result is a Seattle Convention program which is representative of the 
best the Church has to offer, also in a musical way. Some of our best 
musical organizations have, together with the Choral Union Chorus, joined 
in making this an outstanding musical festival. We believe the Seattle Con- 
vention will usher in a new day also for the Choral Union. It will help us 
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all to appreciate the heritage left us by our fathers, and will make us ever 
more eager to keep the Lutheran Church as the “singing” Church in Chris- 
tendom. 

LITERATURE 

The Lutheran Church Herald is the official periodical of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Luther League. We concentrate our efforts on this publication and try 
to make it contain such material which will prove helpful to the League as 
such, as well as to each local society and member. The Senior and Junior 
Topics which have been given such complete study there by our Topics 
Editor, Rev. John Peterson, from week to week, have been most helpful. 
We expect to continue making diligent use of this means of communication 
with our leaguers everywhere. It has been a pleasure to notice the increasing 
interest in this publication as manifested thru the various subscription cam- 
paigns staged by our young people. In these last few years, the young people 
themselves have added approximately 17,000 new subscribers to this period- 
ical, making it now one of the most widely circulated Lutheran periodicals in 
the country. We are grateful to Augsburg Publishing House for its gen- 
erous discount inducements, especially those which have prevailed. the last 
half year, and which have directly resulted in increasing the circulation by 
more than 5,000 new subscriptions. :

Our Office Secretary, Miss Henrietta 
Mickelson, who has been such an efficient assistant in our work, is just re- 
covering from a serious illness which has kept her from performing her du- 
ties for several weeks. 


INVITATIONS ror 1929 CoNveENTION 

Because of the large attendance at all our conventions, our International 
conventions have been brought to the attention of Convention Bureaus of 
many of our large cities, both in the United States and Canada. As a result 
letters of inquiry and invitation have been received at the National Office 
from time to time. Among the invitations received, the following cities may 
be stated as definitely wanting to entertain our 1929 Convention: New York 
City, Washington, D. C., Philadelphia, Pa., Charleston, S. C., Asbury Park, 
N. J., Toronto, Can., Detroit, Mich., French Lick Springs, Ind., Chicago, Ill., 
Omaha, Neb., Havana, Cuba, and Duluth, Minn. The National Board recom- 
mends to this convention Duluth, Minn., as its unanimous selection for our 
1929 Convention City. 


MiscerLaNEous Boarp Resorutions: 
ue The National Board recommends to the Circuits that provision be 
made in the Circuit Constitutions for a larger voting representation at Cir- 
cuit Conventions, preferably from 5 to 10 delegates. 
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2. The Board encourages the sending of representatives to Young Peo- 
ple’s Conventions from congregations where the young people are not as yet 
organized, and that these representatives be accorded the privilege of ad- 
visory members. 

8. The matter of pamphlet of suggestions for convention program com- 
mittee and officers, with outlines of convention themes, etc., be referred to 
the Literature Committee. 

4. Resolved to adopt some form of service for receiving of new members 
into local leagues. 

5. Resolved that the Executive Committee study the matter of forms 
for installation service to be used in installing local, circuit, district and 
national officers, and that they report back to the Board. 

6. The Y. P. L. L. agrees to advance payments of bills for expenses of 
the Choral Union until the Choral Union shall have income to refund such 
payments. 

7. Resolved that the treasurer of the Y. P. L. L. be authorized to pay 
to the St. Olaf Radio Station $1,000.00 on January Ist, 1927, less the amount 
which has come in directly from Luther Leagues. 

8. The committee on place for the 1929 Convention reported in favor of 
Duluth as the convention city for that year. The report was adopted, and 
will be laid before the Seattle Convention at the recommendation of the 
Board. 

9. The Board recommends the plan to hold annual meetings of Circuit 
presidents, together with District officers, and that the expenses of the Cir- 
cuit presidents be borne by the Circuit. 

10. In the matter of a communication from the Board of Publication 
regarding magazine issues of the Lutheran Church Herald, it was resolved 
that we pledge ourselves to a vigorous campaign for subscriptions to the 
L. C. H. and that we promise to furnish as much material as possible. 

11. Resolved that the Literature Committee be requested to consider the 
advisability and possibility of publishing a Luther League Manual, and that 
they report to the Executive Committee which shall have authority to act. 


Conclusion 


With the fervent prayer that Christ may be placed first in all our delib- 
erations during this Convention, and that He may reign supreme in our 
hopes and aspirations as an organization and as individuals, this report is 
brought to a close. Personally we wish to express here our sincere appre- 
ciation to all those who have shown such willing cooperation in furthering 
our great task, and for all the many courtesies which have been so gener- 
ously extended both by the Church and by the officers and members of the 
Young People’s Luther League. wl nk Fa

1. Biographies of Candidates Ordained 


Walter Ignatius Aamoth, son of Lars H. 
and Ingeborg Aamoth, was born near 
Twin Valley, Minn., March 10, 1894. He 
was baptized and confirmed by J. R. 
Vaaler, the pastor of the Twin Valley and 
Wild Rice Congregations. Both his aca- 
demy and college education was acquired 
at Park Region Luther College, Fergus 
Falls, Minn., from which he was grad- 
uated in the spring of 1917. 

The fall of the same year of the grad- 
uation he responded to the call of his 
country and entered the United States 
army where he served for fifteen months, 
receiving his discharge December 23, 1918. 
Though urged by many to go to the Sem- 
inary at this time, he did not feel that he 
was called for the work, instead entered 
the work of public school teaching. For 
the next five and a half years he was 
occupied in this work, first as high school 
principal at Cooperstown, N. D., and later 
as superintendent of schools at Braham, 
Minn.

In July 1921 he was joined in marriage 
to Mabel Sophie Onsgard of Orfordville, 
Wisconsin. God has blessed this union 
with three children and these six years 
has graciously and abundantly cared for 
the home. 

He accepted a call to serve as pastor of 
the Froid, Homestead and Bainville con- 
gregations, Froid, Montana, and he now 
presents himself for ordination to the of- 
fice of the ministry. 

On this ordination day he is fully con- 
scious of his own unworthiness to serve 
as Christ’s ambassador, but he has faith 
that God who has called him also is able 
and willing to sustain and fortify him 
for the great work. He prays God that 
he may at all times lend himself as a 
willing servant in His hand; may no task 
be too great, and may no work be too 
humble. May he constantly be remem- 
bered in the prayers of his own people, in 
the prayers of the Church, and his many 
friends and relatives.

After staying 
out of school one year he entered St. 
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Olaf College in the fall of 1920 and grad- 
uated in 1924, i 

During his years at St. Olaf College 
he experienced a growing desire to enter 
the service of the Master in the ministry.

My earliest instruction, 
both religious and secular, was received at 
home and when the American School for 
Missionaries’ children was established I 
completed my elementary education there. 
It was also from this institution that I 
received my High School training. 

Being brought up in a Christian home 
the darkness of heathenism early made an 
indelible impression on me. I saw that in 
our home we had the light, joy and peace 
that heathenism lacked. As time went on 
it became my desire and ambition to take 
my place beside my parents and help lead 
my countrymen to Christ.

Hav- 
ing accepted a call from the St. John's, 


St. Peter's and Emmanuel Congregations 
of Ryder, North Dakota, I now present 


myself for ordination into the holy minis- 
try. 

On this day of my ordination I wish 
to thank my mother for her careful guid- 
ance and care of me from my earliest 
years. To my now sainted father, my 
sisters, intimate friends, and teachers, I 
wish to extend my heartfelt thanks for 
their influence on me. From my years of 
doubt, when I was living in the most ter- 
rible anguish of soul, I wish to gratefully 
remember the late Miss Agnes Kittelsby 
(former principal of the American School 
for Missionaries' (Children), and Dean 
Samuel Miller. But especially do I wish 
to thank my heavenly Father who has 
guided me so wonderfully all the way, and 
has called me into the ministry. As I am 
now entering upon my life work I beseech 
the prayer of ail that I may be faithful 
to the task entrusted to me.

Olaf G. Malmin was born at Thompson, 
Winnebago County, Iowa, August 19, 1899, 
of Rev. and Mrs. R. Malmin. He was bap- 
tized by his father in the Thompson 
church. His early Christian training he 
received at the hands of his father, who 
also confirmed him in the Thompson 
«Jureh, August, 1914. On finishing the low- 
er grades in the public school of Thomp- 
son, he entered Gale College, Galesville, 
Wis. in September 1915, remaining a stu- 
dent there until January 1917. His parents 
having moved to Decorah, Iowa, he en- 
tered the Preparatory Department at Lu- 
ther College.

The second semester of the school year 
1924-'25 he was admitted to Luther Theol- 
ogical Seminary. The faculty of the sem- 
inary kindly permitted him to make up 
the first semester’s work by special exam- 
inations. He completed his course at the 
seminary this year, 1927. 

On a call from the Home Mission Board 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America to serve as pastor in a new church 
located in North Minneapolis he applies 
this day for ordination. On this his or- 
dination day he wishes to confess his faith 
in his Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. His 
vow taken on confirmation day by God 
through his father, the Reverend L. L. 
Masted, was uttered from a sincere heart. 
From his childhood his parents’ admoni- 
tion to read a chapter in the Bible every 
day, and to pray daily, has been carried 
out with scarcely an exception. Though, 
sad to say, he passed through a period of 
lukewarmness, the blessed Lord has made 
it possible for him to say “saved by 
grace.”

May God bless 
them all and all others who have been 
helping and praying for him. 

Let it be said that the candidate is not 
conscious of employing any means divine- 
lv prohibited in securing the call to North 
Minneapolis. He wishes to express his 
own unworthiness and insufficiency in the 
holy office of the ministry. But he looks 
for help to the Lord, who has helped him 
hitherto: Especially does he beseech all 
Christians to pray for him, that he may 
remain true to his Savior and steadfast 
in his office. 

Andrew Nordaune, son of Christine and 
Jens Nordaune, was born at Montevideo, 
Minn., July 1st, 1899. He received his ele- 
mentary school education in the public 
schools near Montevideo. At fourteen years 
of age he entered the academy at Monte- 
video from which he graduated in the 
spring of 1918. The following fall he en- 
listed in the S. A. T. C. at St. Olaf Col- 
lege where he remained until the close of 
the war when he was honorably  dis- 
charged from the training. He then con- 
tinued his academic work and graduated 
from St. Olaf College in the spring of 
1922. The next two years he served as 
principal of the high school at Comfrey, 
Minnesota and in the fall of 1924 he en- 
tered Luther Theological Seminary from 
which he graduated May 27, 1927. 

Having now received a call from the 
First Lutheran Congregations of Raub, 
Wabeck, Lucky Mound and Parshall, N. 
Dak. he presents himself for ordination in 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. 

On this day he is thankful to the many 
friends who have nourished him in the 
Christian faith. First of all he thanks his 
parents who have made it possible for him 
to enjoy the many opportunities that have 
been given him. He also thanks his broth- 
ers and his sisters who have sacrificed for 
him. Also his congregation, pastors, and 
the many professors and friends who have 
so generously guided him these years.

God for the many blessings bestowed. 

Realizing his many shortcomings he 
asks to be remembered in prayer before 
the Throne of Grace. Pray that his ef- 
forts may be blessed with the winning of 
souls and the upbuilding of Christ's 
Church here on earth. 


Owen Joseph Christopher Norem, the 
son of Rev. and Mrs. O. A. Norem, was 
born May 23, 1902 in Sioux City, Iowa. 
He was baptized on the 29th of June. 
1902. His boyhood spent in Iowa is one 
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of the happiest memories of his life. Here, 
as also later in life, his father spent much 
time with him, ever laying fast and firm 
the foundations for his spiritual life. His
